The Kecommendations of 
the Koyal Commissioners having once been given, it has 
been thought suflScient (and more in character with an 
annual publication) henceforward to describe the present 
state of the Schools, and to avoid all speculation as to 
the future. The Eecommendations have therefore been 
omitted, except where by acceptance and adoption they 
have become embodied in the system of any School. The 
Arms of the Nine Schools are given in this Volume. 

2. Advantage has been taken of the space gained by 
these omissions, and by a considerable condensation of the 
accounts of the other Schools already described, to include 
a large number of old Endowed Grammar Schools, as 
well as the most important Schools of Modem Foundation. 
About fifty have thus been added to the number comprised 
in the first Volume.

CONSTITUTION OP THE COLLEGE. 

" Sbintb Mabie College of Wynchesteb " was founded in 
1387 " for the nromotion of the liberal arts, sciences, and fa- 
culties," by William of Wjkeham (William Long), Bishop of 
Winchester, in connexion with New College, Oxford. The charter 
of foundation, however, is dated October, 1382, and nine years 
earlier the Bishop had ^tablished a school at Winchester, though 
long before this, Winchester had been known as a '* School of 
Eings." The College, consisted originally of a Warden, 10 
Fellows, 70 Scholars, a Head Master (Informator), an Usher 
(Ostiarius), or Second Master, 3 Chaplains, 70 Scholars, 3 Clerks, 
or Singing Men, and 16 Choristers. The first Warden, by the 
charter, was Thomas de Cranio, afterwards Archbishop of Dublin. 
By an Ordinance of the Oxford University Commission, which 
took effect in 1857, the 10 Fellows are to be reduced, as va-

cancies occur, to 6 ; the 70 Scholars to be increased to 100, and 
20 Exhibitions are to be founded, not tenable with Scholarships. 

STATUTES.— VISITORIAL AUTHORITY. 

An edition of the original statutes was published in 1855 by 
the Oxford University Commission ; and by an Ordinance of the 
Commissioners, approved by Her Majesty in Council, many 
portions of these statutes are abrogated, and new provisions 
mtroduced. The new matter and the unrepealed part of the old 
statutes will shortly be digested into one code. The Warden 
and Fellows are empowered, with the consent of the Visitor and 
of the Queen in Council, to alter and amend the statutes from 
time to time. A charter of the School exists, granted by 
Richard II. in 1396, printed in full by Walcott, p. 126 et seq. 
This charter was confirmed by Edward IV. (Walcott, p. 130). 
To the end of Charles II.'s reign, all the sovereigns, exeejjt 
Mary, confirmed the charter. These documents are in the muni- 
ment-room of Winchester College. 

The Bishop of Winchester is Visitor, and under the Ordinance 
of 1857 is expressly authorized to visit whenever he may think 
proper ; or, without holding a Visitation, to require answers in 
writing touching any matters as to which he m ay deem it neces- 
sary to inquire. A " Scrutiny " is held by the Warden and two 
Fellows of New College when they come to take part in the 
annual election of Scholars. They are empowered by statute to 
inquire generally respecting the government of the College and 
all its members ; but practically vne investigation ap^ars to be 
confined to the seven senior and seven iunior Boys in College, 
who are separately questioned as to their comforts, and on 
matters of which they may have to complain ; and liie actual 
power to correct abuses is considered to be lodged with the 
Visitor. 

ENDOWMENTS AND REVENUES. 

The endowments of the College consist of landed property and 
funded stock, which produced, on an average of the seven years 
ending 1860, a gross annual income of 15,494/. 17«. 6{2. The 
total expenditure for 1860 was 20,098/. 6«. 7d., exceeding the 
receipts of that year by 2476/. Is. 2d,, the excess being paid out 
of a balance remaining in hand. 

The College estates lie chiefly in Hants and Wilts, but parts 
of them are scattered through other southern and western 
counties. They are managed by the Warden, assisted by a 
Steward. 

The College likewise holdjs on special trust for Exhibitions 
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and other purposes the sum of 60,132^., with land which pro- 
daoes a net income of 204/. 14^. lie?.

The Warden and Fellows are the Governing Body of the Col- 
lege. The right of electing the Warden is lodged in tiie Fellows 
of New College, lapsing however to the Bishop of Winchester if 
no election tadses place within one month. Under the original 
statates no person was eligible as Warden who was not, or had 
not been, a Fellow of Winchester or of New College. By the 
Ordinance of 1857 this restriction was removed. Under the old 
statute, the vacant Fellowships were eiven by preference to Fel- 
lows, or former Fellows, of N ew College, and fiuling these, to 
Conducts or Chaplains of Winchester, or those who had filled 
that office. By die Ordinance of 1857 the right was extended 
to the Master, Usher, and Assistant Masters of the School, or 
those who had been such, or had been educated for two years 
in the School, candidates being still required to be in Priests' 
Orders. 

By the Ordinance of 1857, eight months' residence in the 
year was required of the Warden. The Fellows under that and 
the old statutes are practically non-residents, and their rooms 
seldom occupied. They come up four times a year at stated 
periods, and the Warden calls a special meeting of them when 
expedient. With the Warden they elect the Head and Second 
Masters ; and the consent of a majority df them is required by 
the statutes for the transaction of the more important business, 
and for the expulsion of a Scholar. 

There are thirteen Livings in the gift of the College, several 
of which are held by Fellows under the old Regulations.

They 
are now boarded, lodged^ educated, and apprentioed at the cost 
of the College, and their services in C^ege appear to be 
limited to attendance at hall-break£Etst.

The general government of the School is v«gted in the Head 
Master, subject te such control as is exercised by the Warden or 
the Warden and Fellows. Beyond their relation to the School, 
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the Commoners are tmder the control of the Head Master only. 
As Master of the Eoundation-Scholars, he is an officer of the 
Collese, snhiect to tiie superintendence of its Head. But the 
War&n and Fellows do not interfere with the studies of the 
School unless some great cause is shown. The Warden and 
Fellows only can expel a Scholar. They appdnt the Second 
Master, — the Head and Second Masters being the only statute 
able Masters. The duties of the Second Master are to assist the 
Head Master, and to fill his place when absent. He is con- 
sidered responsible for the maintenance of order and discipline 
amon^ the Scholars. He also takes a part in the School teach* 
ing. Me is not under the control of the Head Master. In 1834 
a Mathematical Master was added, and in 1839 an Assistant 
Master. The other Assistant Masters are appointed and paid 
by the Head Master. The College also pays the Lecturer on 
Natural Science, whose Lectures me Scholars and Exhibitioners 
attend gratuitously. Such of the Commoners as desire to attend 
pay a fee of lOf . a quarter. The other Masters are remunerated 
out of the payments made by Boarders not on the Foundation, 
the Modem Language Masters being naid also, as has been 
before stated, by the Scholars, for the instructions which 
they receive from them. There is no rule or custom* 
proportioning the number of Masters to Boys. Besides the 
staff of five Masters taking classes in School, there is a Com- 
position Master, called the College Tutor, who looks over and 
corrects the compositions of the whole of the Scholars except 
those in Sixth Book. Two resident Tutors in charge of each 
Tutor's House perform this office for the Commoners : so that 
each Boy has instruction from the Tutor of his own House, as 
well as m)m the Master in whose division he is placed in SchooL 
Begular meetings of the Head Master and the other Masters, 
for the discussion of questions adSecting the School, are not 
usuid as at Eu^by and Harrow. But '' me Head Master would 
always be anxious that the opinion of the Under Masters in 
chai^ of classes should have great weight. Practically, indeed, 
with the control and sanction of the Head Master, they arrange 
these things fox their classes." 

SCHOLAES. 

The Scholars are elected by the Warden, Sub- Warden, and 
Head Master of Winchester College, jointly with the Warden 
and two Fellows of New College. By the old statutes, a pre- 
ference was given to Boys of Founder's kin, and a local pre- 
ference to the diocese of Winchester, and then to eleven counties 
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concnrrently. Choristers were eligible, but had no preference. 
By the Ordinance of 1867, " preferences " were abolished, and 
no candidate was to be ineligible on the ground of bodily imper- 
fection disqualifying him for Holy Orders, nor " by reason of 
any restriction in respect of property or pecuniary circumstances 
contained in the statutes," though, oBteris parilms, the Electors 
are to have regard to the means of candidates. A Boy who has 
attained the age of 14 is ineligible. 

Until 1854 the Scholars were nominated without competition ; 
but in that year the Bishop of Winchester, seeing the successful 
results of the competitive examinations at Eton, proposed the 
introduction of the system at Winchester, and the change has 
been " unmixedly beneficial." " We do not know," writes the 
Head Master, " what it is to have a thoroughly stupid Boy a 
Scholar." In 1857 the system of open competition was rendered 
obligatory by an Ordinance of the Oxford University Commis- 
sion ; previous notice of election is advertised in the Times. In 
1865 there were 147 competitors for fourteen vacancies. 

Under the statutes, a Scholar had 8e^. a week for commons 
(those under 16 having breakfast commons in addition, " at the 
due and accustomed days and times "), and cloth for a long gown 
and hood. The Warden, Fellows, Master, and Usher might 
give their old gowns, after five years* wear, to the poor Scholars 
and Choristers, if they chose. The condition of the Scholars is 
of course greatiy improved, but tradition has great power at 
Winchester. The " children " still delight to &ne off wooden 
trenchers, and to sleep in the six chambers originally allotted to 
them (to which, however, the old Schoolroom has been added as a 
seventh), on oaken bedsteads more than 200 years old. These 
and the flooring were the gift of a famous Wykehamist, Dean 
Fleshmonger. On entrance, a Scholar paid for bedding and 
surplice, for the making of his gown, for candles, and his " scob," 
or book-box. He also paid Is, to his predecessor for " glasse 
windowes," and 14*. for learning to write. The Scholars have 
their seats and '^ cupboards" in chambers, for evening prepara- 
tion ; they have a m-ge haU for meals, schoolroom, and class- 
rooms (common to the whole School). The hours for meals — - 
which are about the same for Commoners — are, breakfEtst, 8 ; 
dinner, a quarter past 1 ; tea or supper, 6. On four days the 
Seniors have meat for supper. It was the practice to insert in 
the Scholars' bills a charge of lOZ. for Masters' gratuities, till 
Dr. Goddard, Head Master from 1793 to 1810, made a gift to 
the CoUeee of 25,000^. stock in trust to pay the dividends to the 
Head and Second Masters for the time being. Since that time 
the only charge made to the Scholars is an annual payment of 
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11, 10*. for French, with an additional two guineas if a Scholar 
leams German, and if not a Prefect, a further payment of two 
guineas yearly to his " Boy-Tutor." 

The Scholars superannuate at 18, unless a recommendation ot 
the Electors permits them to await the result of the ensuing 
election for New College. By the Ordinance of 1867, no distinc- 
tion is made between Scholars and Commoners in the elections 
for the 30 New College Fellowships. 

THE SCHOOL. 

The number of Boys in the School in September, 1866, was 
258 : or. Scholars, 70 ; Commoners, 188-. 

The number of the Commoners has fluctuated much. In 1668 
it was 31. In 1730 it was 87 ; in 1760 only 10. In 1846 it 
was 148, but from this it fell, in 1866, to 63. From this depres- 
sion the School has been gradually recovering. The opening ot 
the Scholarships to general competition, the opening of New 
Colleffe to Commoners, and the establishment of additional 
Boarding-houses, have produced very beneficial effects. 

By the statutes, a limited number, not exceeding ten, of sons 
of men of rank, " filii nobilium et valentium personarum dicti 
Collegu. specialium amicorum," might be educated within the 
College walls, without charge to the College. These are regarded 
as the origin of the present Commoners. When these latter 
ceased to board within the College does not appear. The Head 
Master's Boarders are said to be " In Commoners," and are re- 
garded as successors of the class above named. There is now no 
limitation to the number of the Commoners. The Head Master's 
house receives 100. It contains twentyjprivate studies, a Prefect's 
library, and a hall where most of the Boarders work of an even- 
ing. There are three Boarding-houses in addition, and it is in- 
tended to establish a fourth, — ^these having 26 Boarders in each. 
The School will contain 300 Boys, including the 100 Scholars. 
There is no entrance-examination for Commoners, though a Boy 
is not received whose attainments are not such as to enable him 
to join the lowest classes with prospect of advantage. Boys 
seldom join earlier than 11, or so late as 16 ; nor are they 
placed higher than in the Senior Part of the Fifth, and rarely 
so high. A Scholar stays on an average five years at School ; a 
Commoner between three and four. 

CouBSE OF Study. — ^Aebaitgbment of Time. 
The course of study is chiefly classical ; but every Boy learns 
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both Arithmetic and Mathematics during his whole time, and 
either French or German.

There are thus ten ascending classes, 
centurv there were four Forms, — Sixth, 
Second Fourth, or quarta secunda. 

The times of study in School are as follows : — 

Morning School begins at 7.30, except during a few weeks in 
winter. There is School from 9 to 12 a.m. ; and from 3 to 6 p.m. on 
whole School-days, i.e. Monday, Wednesday, and Friday; and from 
3 to 4.45 on Saturday. Tuesday and Thursday are half-holidaysy 
and Friday occasionally. For the summer quarter, between 
Easter and Midsummer, Tuesday is a *' Bemedy," i. e. there is 
no School, but for two hours from 9 to 11. Work is done in the 
various sitting-rooms of the Boys, the time being called " Books 
Chambers." The rule is to allow for every lesson an hour lon^, 
an hour of prepioation in SchooL The evening is occupied in 
composition or private work. 

There are no separate departments of education, as at some 
other Schools, the numbers not being thought to admit of it ; 
but occasionally a Boy has been allowed to commute part of the 
Classical work for Mathematical and other studies. 

Places are not taken in the Divisions of the Sixth Form. 
Besides the entry of the Classical work in the Classicus paper 
at the close of each lesson, there is a weekly entry of the marks 
of the Grerman, French, and Mathematical Masters, and of the 
Composition, propared under the College and Commoner Tutors. 

The higher Classics are read in the Upper School. In the 
Junior Fifth, the Anabasis, Csesar, Nepos, v irspl, and Ovid; in 
the Senior Fourth, Greek Extracts, Ccesar, Ovia ; in the Junior 
Fourth, Greek Delectus, Ovid, and Latin Reader. The Bepetition 
includes English Poetry in the Fourth. 

In addition to the English historical Essav written in the 
Christmas holidays, the tfpper Sixth writes aoout hidf-a-dozen 
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Ebssjb and oae or two copies of verse, besides the Medal task, 
in the year ; forty or fifty copies of original Latin verse Com- 
position, thirty to forty of translation, and abont twenty to 
thirty of Greek Iambics. The Latin prose is somewhat less. The 
composition of the Junior Sixth is original, or fit)m Holden, 
Beatson, or Arnold (Greek Composition). From the Middle 
Fifth, tiie chief text-books for Composition are Penrose and 
WiDdns. 

.BoY-TuTOEfiL 

An InstitntioB of the School may be here mentioned which, 
by the appointment of tiie College Totor, has lost much of its 
former importance — that of " Boy-Tutors." It grew out of the 
statutes, William of Wykeham havinff desired that his rela- 
tions, when they came to the School, snould be put under the 
charge of one of the Prefects, " unum de schotaribus proveo- 
tioribus et discretioribus ejusdem collegii." To the ten Seniors 
in College some of the Juniors are assigned as pupils. The 
studies of these they overlook, and correct their exercises before 
they are shown up ; they are also in some degree responsible 
for their conduct and culieence. From each Boy und^r their 
care (they may take any below the Sixth Form) the Boy-Tutora 
receive 2L 2s. per annum. By the institution of the College 
Tutor, their functions are nearly confined to the younger Boys, 
a limitation " which is perhaps to be regretted." • 

Private tuition was, tiU lately, unknown at Winchester. At 
present, three of the Masters take a few private pupils, each of 
whom pays 5Z. for the half-year, and works with his Tutor 
fix>m two to three houns a week. This is not done without an 
express request from the parent or guardian. The advantages of 
the system will probably promote its extension to a larger part 
(rftiifi School. 

The time allotted to Mathematics and Arithmetic is lai^;e, 
especially in the upper part of the School. Seven or ei^ht hours 
a week are devoted to them by tiie first three Divisions, the 
lowest of which is commonly readied at about 13 or 14 ; about 
half tiiat time by the rest of the School. As an approximate 
estimate, the marks for Mathematics count for about a fourth of 
the weekly total; those for Modem Languages for about an 
eighth. The arrangement in the Classical Forms being the lead- 
ing one, tiiie Boys go to the Mathematical and Modem Langua^ 
Schools in acoordsmce with it. The dassification therefisre is 
necessarily imperfect in these subjects. It appears by the 
** Classicus paper " that those who work for distinction ia Classics 
try also to get the best marks they can for French. 
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By an Ordinance framed by the Commissionerg of 1857, and 
accepted by the College, it is directed that, " in addition to the 
branches o£ instruction specifically mentioned in the statates, 
the Scholars and Exhibitioners shall be instructed in the Mathe- 
matical and Physical Sciences, and such other branches of in- 
struction as are proper to complete a liberal and religious ednca^ 
tion." In accordance with this direction, a course of Lectures is 
delivered once a year between the Easter and Midsummer holi- 
days on some branch of Natural- Science, by Lecturers engaged 
for the purpose. The subjects of the tjourses for the five years 
following were Chemistry, Geology, Electricity, Heat, and the 
Constituents and Properties of Water and Atmospheric Air. 
An annual prize, which has been found very usemi, has been 
ffiven bv the present Head Master, for some years past, for the 
best collection of wild flowers. 

Among the traditional peculiarities in the Classical teaching is 
the system — called "Pulpiteers," probably firom the rostrum 
formerlv used for the purpose — of assembling periodically the 
Boys of the first three Divisions, for construing lessons in certain 
authors, when some of the Seniors construe &c8t in presence of 
the rest. This practice has been in a great measure done away 
with. Another is the practice of writing a Latin epigram, called 
a " Vulgus," thrice a week, introduced at Rugby by i)r. Arnold. 
The subject is previously set by the Head Master. During 
" Easter time" too (about six weeks of what used to be the " lon^ 
or spring and summer half-year) there are Recitations. The 
greater part of the School is divided into six ** chambers," each 
chamber speaking, chiefly from Shakspeare and Milton, on its 
own Saturday morning, after the Masters have taken their seats 
in School. The last day is public. At election, two speeches are 
recited, for which medals are given. 

Li place of the traditional " Standing up," or repetition of an 
extraordinary number of Latin lines, before the summer holidays, 
there is now a competitive examination for the whole School, in 
which papers are set in the work of the previous half-year, and 
which contributes in a large degree to promotion in the School. 



SYSTEM OP PROMOTION.^PRIZES, EXHIBITIONS. 

The system of promotion at Winchester is nearly the reverse 
of that at Eton, where a Boy rises chiefly by seniority. At Win- 
chester, his progress is the result of an incessant competition, 
which onlv terminates when he reaches the Sixth. Places are 
taken in ail other Divisions, and each Boy receives for each lesson 
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ft number of marks answering to his place at the end of the lesson. 
Thus, if he is twentieth from the bottom, he gets twenty marks 
on the Classicus paper. The marks also of the German, French, 
and Mathematical Classes, for Maps, and for Composition, are 
entered in the same way at the ena of each week, the three first 
according to a maximum supposed to represent the value of each 
of those studies compared with Classics ; i. e. one-eighth of the 
grand total for best work in French and German ; one-fourth, in 
Mathematics. The marks are further added up at the end of 
each month. A Boy's promotion at the end of a half-year or 
term depends on, uie number of his marks on the Classicus 
paper. *' There is thus an unceasing stimulus applied to those 
capable of rising, and the disadvantage, such as it is, which a 
steady but slow and backward Boj^ suffers from the disheartening 
effect of being constantly outstripped and left behind." From 
this cause, and the &ct that Boys are admitted at almost any 
age, the number of great Boys in the lower classes doing 
efementary work is vei^ large. 

Periodical Examinations are an innovation on the Winchester 
system, which recognized only the examinations for prizes, com- 
peted for by a snuJl proportion of the School. The present 
Head Master has recently mstituted examinations and prizes for 
each Division below the Sixth Form, to be contested in the first 
week afber the reassembling of the School in January and 
August, and turning partly on the classical work of the previous 
months, but comprising also papers in French and German, and 
in set portions of English History, of Geography, and of the Old 
Testament. The results do not contribute to promotion in the 
School. 

The system of promotion ceases on entrance into the Sixth. As 
New College, however, is now thrown open to the Commoners, 
and the examination for it is real and competitive, the Sixth 
Form Boys have a stimulus to exertion which did not formerly 
exist, ana which is increased by the examination for the Goddard 
Scholarship and the varioas School prizes. 

The subjects of examination for New College are Classics, 
Mathematics, and a portion of the Old and New Testament. 

The Goddard and Pitt Scholarship (251, for four years), founded 
1846, and corresponding to the Newcastle at Eton, is awarded 
for Greek and Latin, with composition in both, Divinity, and 
English Historv. It is awarded by two University Examiners 
of tiie degree of MA. The subjects are set beforehand, and are 
outside the range of the yearly School- work. 

The Duncan Mathematical prize is awarded in December by 
the same Examiners. There are also two Duncan prizes of 5/., 
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in books, for the Sixth, 4>iie for Beading Aloud, and one for an 
English historical Essay. 

There are also prizes, formerly given by Bishop Maltbj^ and 
continaed by the College, for 1. Greek Iambics ; 2. Latin or 
English verse; 3. Latin or English prose (for the Sixth) ; 4. 
Latm prose, for the rest of the School ; 6, 6. for Recitation. 

Prizes in each Class are given by Lord Saye and Sele to 
the two Boys who obtain the greatest aggregate of marks in 
the half-year. 

Of the 20 Exhibitions (value 50/. each, and tenable as long as 
the Exhibitioner remains at School) founded, or to be founded, 
in accordance with the Ordinance of 1867, none can be tenable 
with a Scholarship, the Goddard excepted. The Head Master 
will make an annual report to the Electors (who are the same 
as the Electors to Schohurships) respecting the conduct and pro- 
fickencv of the Exhibitioners, and, upon an unfavourable report, 
an Exhibitioner may he deprived. Several Exhibitioners have 
been elected, though the mids looked to for the establishment 
of these, as well as of the 90 Scholarships, have not yet become 
available. The Exhibitions have been very serviceable to the 
School, many of the best Cosmioners migrating into College 
since the Scholarships have been thrown open ; and the Exhi- 
bitioaers serve to keep up in some degree the standard of pro- 
fideney among the Commoners. 

SCHOLAESHIPS AND EXHIBITIONS NOT TENABLE 
AT THE SCHOOL. 

The 70 Fellowships at New College, to which the Winchester 
Scholars were exclusively eligible, have been converted by the 
Ordinance of 1857 into 30 Fellowships and 30 Scholarships, the 
latter tenaUe for ^re years. The Scholarships are open to the 
whole of Winchester School, and any Scholarship for which no 
eligible candidate presents himself is to be thrown open for that 
Term to general competition. 15 Fellowships are open ; and 15 
confined to those who have been educated &r at least two years 
at Winchester, or who for twelve Terms have been members of 
New College. 

Theie are two Funds, each of considerable amount, for the 
support at the University of Scholars who have ** superannuated " 
without election to New CoUege: the "Bedmmster Fund" 
(arising &om the bequiest of Mr. Bohun Fox, who died 1750), 
which amounts to 1^,600/. consols, and produces 468^. per 
annum; and the "Superannuates' Fund," mstituted 1729, dj 
Dr. Dobson, Warden, and Christopher %re. Second Master, 
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which has aocnmnkted by sabscriptlQn, and is now above 
16,000Z., partly in consols and partly in 2i per cents., and which 
produces somewhat more than 400/. a year. Out of the income 
of these fdnds it has been the practice to give Exhibitions — ^the 
highest 50/. per annmn— tenable for four years at any College 
in Oxford or Cambridge, to Scholars selected for good conduct 
and poverty, by the Warden, Head Master, and Second Master. 
The object of these foundations was to make provision for 
Winchester Scholars who might fidl in obtaining election to 
New College ; and thus a Boy who obtains a Bedminster Ex- 
hibition may be better off than if he had succeeded, by gaining 
also a Scholarship or Exhibition at some other College. As a 
counterpoise, it was determined a few years since to ^ve the 
Superannuates' Exhibition to those who had gained Schdarships 
at T^ew College. 

There are at present two Exhibitions, the endowment of 
which consists of a portion of the tithes of the parish of Mears 
Ashby, in Northamptonshire, yielding about 60^ a year. 

HOLIDAYS AND RECREATIONS. 

The School has seven weeks in July and August, preceded by 
" Domum ;" six weeks in December and January ; and sixteen 
days, at Easter. The Commoners return one day after the 
Collegers in January and Au^ist. The Easter holidays are 
treated as a recess, and the work resumed exactly as it was left, 
together with the marks in the Classicus paper; there is no 
considerable promotion after the Easter houdays, and it is not 
so convenient a time for the admission of new Boys as the 
beginning of either of the half-years. On Saints days, and on 
certain days appointed for the commemoration of the Founder, 
there is no School-work. As before mentioned, tiiere are two 
half-holidays in the week, on Tuesday and Thursday, throughout 
the year ; and during the Summer Quarter Tuesday is a whole 
Remedy, "Remissionis Dies." The Boys so, by traditional 
usage, to the foot of St. Catharine's Hill, on half-holidays, from 
2 until a quarter to 4, except during the Summer Quarter, when 
they go instead to ** Evening Hilk," from half-past 6 until a 
qu£urter to 8 : this is the favourite time for bathing. Instead of 
" Afternoon Hills " a Leave-out for two hours, from half-past 2 
till half-past 4, is frequently siven by the Head Master ; and 
from 12 to 1 every day, and 11 to 1 on Remedies, there is 
always Leave-out. During '* Hill time *' and " Leave-out " the 
Boys are free to range over the greater part of the country 
south and east of Winchester, but the Town is very strictly 
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forbidden. The play-ground has been improved by the erection 
of fives-conrts, the gift of the Bev. C. H. Ridding, one of the 
Fellows, and bv the demolition of a wall which divided the 
Scholars' and CommOners* play-ground. A Boy leaves School 
or Chamber only on "putting up a roll." A piece of paper 
is presented bearing the words " veniam exeundi petit,** preceded 
by the name of the Boy asking permission.

MONITORLAIi SYSTEM.— PREFECTS. 

Wir^chester, the oldest of our great Schools, produced the 
earlievSt type of the monitorial system. It may be traced to the 
Fonader s statutes : — 

<* In each of the lower chambers let there be at least three 
Sc^iolars of good character, more advanced than the rest in age, 
discretion, and knowledge, who may superintend their chamber- 
follows in their studies, and oversee them diligently, and may 
from time to time certify and inform the Warden, Sub- Warden, 
iUid Head Master respecting their behaviour, conversation, and 
progress in study." 

Tnere were six chambers, and therefore eighteen Prefects, and 
the number was not increased when the old Schoolroom was made 
a seventh. Of the eighteen Prefects, eight, called in College 
tongue the " Bluchers,' have authority omy in the inner quad- 
rangle and dormitories ; the first ten (plen& potestate PrsBiecti) 
every where ; and five of these, called Officers, are invested with 
special powers, and have chaorge of the Hall, Schoolroom, Library, 
and Chapel. The chief of the five is Prefect of the Hall ; he is 
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the governor of the School amon^ the Boys, and their organ of 
communication with the Head Master. The five Officers are 
chosen hy the Warden with the advice of the Head Master, and 
all are invested with authority in a traditional form of words hy 
theformer (prseficio te sociisconcameralihus— ipeficio te aulae, &c.). 
The Prefect "in course" superintends the private prayers of the 
Scholars. The Prefects are empowered to mflict corpioral punish- 
ment. " Public tunding " is a public caning administered by a 
Prefect for a grave breach of discipline. It is not the pracfice 
for them to set impositions. This system, as appears fiom the 
Latin poem De Collegio, was in active operation in the sixteenth 
century. The " Officers " have authorily over the whole School, 
the rest only over the Scholars. There are also twelve Com- 
moner Prefects in full power, who have similar authority over 
all Commoners, and a variable number in half power, whose 
authority is limited to their own House. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The punishments are impositions and confinement, and flog- 
ging. Written impositions are more sparingly set than at some 
other Schools, and the better practice is adouted of setting 
them to be learnt by heart more jfrequently. Fiogging—which 
is administered publicly, as a general rule, and by t£e Head and 
Second Masters only — ^has greatly diminished in frequency; 
nor is the mode adopted open to ceiyiure. It has various 
names amonsr the Boys, according to the number of strokes. 
"Scrubbing is four cuts; "Bibling," six. Another kind, 
"Chambering," is for grave ofiences, and is regarded as the 
heaviest pumshment of the School, next to expulsion. The 
instrument in use is peculiar, four apple-twigs at the end of a 
long handle : the vimen quadrifidum, said to have been invented 
by a Warden in the fifteenth century. 

FAGamG. 

The eighteen Prefects alone have power to fiig in College. 
All the non-prefects are, strictly speaking, liable to be fagged, but 
the* burden fells chiefly on the juniors, whatever their position 
in the School. The junior of each chamber is general Fag, and 
each Prefect in chamber has a Fag to himself. In Commoners, 
Boys are Fags by position in School, no matter what their 
stauding by senioritv ; so that a Commoner who has passed, 
has to feg again if elected to College. In College chambers, two 
juniors are nearlv or quite exempt, the " Candlekeeper " ' (a 
nominal office) and the " Senior in chambers," who is only, and 
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that rarely, fagged at football. The system is somewhat com- 
plicated. A Boy may be " valet " to one Prefect, on whom he 
waits in chamber ; " break&st Fag " to another, whom he attends 
at tea — ^not breakfast — ^in HalL : and he is liable also to be sent 
on errands, and obliged to field at cricket at the bidding of any 
Prefect who may want his services. This would be ordinarily 
the case with a Boy who was not one of the seven juniors, but 
just above them. These latter are tiie " general Fags " of their 
chambers. The rule is that no junior may be fegg^ at cricket 
more than two hours a day. The Prefects choose their Fags 
&om a roll in the first week of each half-year. 

CHAPEL SERVICES.— SERMONS.— RELIGIOUS 
INSTRUCTION. 

The hour for Morning Chapel is 7 on week days, except during 
the depth of winter, when it is at 7.30. 

On Sundavs there is a choral service twice; on Saturday 
evenings a choral service, and also on Saints' days. At ordi- 
nary morning chapel the service consists of a part of the litu^y 
with chanting. Cm Sundays the Boys also goto the Cathedral at 
half-past 10, where they have the Litany, Communion Service, 
and a Sermon. The sermon at evening chapel was introduced 
by Mr. Barter, and the present Warden has continued it, and 
arranged a cycle of preacners. Great care is taken in preparing 
the Boys for Confirmation, and the Greek Testament is r^ for 
half an hour eve^ morning except Monday by the four highest 
Divisions. On Monday, catechetical teaching is given to the 
Boys who have not been confirmed. The Sacrament is ad- 
ministered about once in five weeks. On Sunday there is only 
one lesson (theological), for three quarters of an hour. 

COMMONERS' BOARDING-HOUSES.— EXPENSES. 

Previously to 1869 the Head Master alone was allowed to 
take Boarders, or " Commoners," into his house. In 1869 an 
additional Tutor's house (Rev. H. J. Wickham's) was opened ; 
in 1860 a second (Rev. H. E. Moberly's) ; and in 1862 a third 
(Rev. J. T. H. Du Boulay's). 

The charge for each lioy in the Head Master's house is 84^., 
with an Entrance-fee of 11/. 18^. 6d. In the other houses the 
charge is 106/., which includes an Entrance-fee for each new 
Boy of 61, lis, German, Drawing, and Music can be learnt as 
exkas. Out of the 84/. the Head Master pays 21Z. 10^. to 
the general staff of Assistant Masters, and a small customary 
allowance to the Senior Prefects in College. 
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Of the lO&l. charged for each of the other Boarders, 26?. 9*. 6d, 
is paid to the staff, includm^ 107. 10s, to tho Head Master. 

The Boys sleep five or six in a room, and do not use their 
bedrooms during the day. The 20 Seniors in the Head Master's 
house hare smaU private studies ; the others when not in School 
sit in the common Hall, where each has his " toys," or " cup- 
board." 

A small detached Sanatorium is attached to the School—the 
" Bethesda," as it was termed by its builder, Warden Harris.

Eton Schooi is attached to Henry the Sixth's " College of the 
Blessed Marie of Etone besyde Wyndesore." The first stone of 
the College was laid in July, 1441, and the two earliest charters 
are dated in September and October of the same year. Tlie 
statutes were finally completed and accepted in 1446, and the 
Foundation consisted of a Provost, 70 Scholars, 10 Fellows, 
10 Chaplains, 10 Clerks, 16 Choristers, a Head Master, a 
Lower Master, or Usher (Ostiarius), and 13 Bedesmen. The first 
Provost was Henry Sever, succeeded in the following year by 
William Waynflete. The College now consists of a Provost, 
7 Fellows, 70 Scholars, a Head and Lower Master, 3 Conducts, 
or hired Chaplains, 10 Lay Clerks, and 12 Choristers, besides 
10 Servants. The place of the Bedesmen is supplied by 10 
Almswomen. 

STATUTES.— VISITORIAL AUTHORITY. 

The existing statutes were probably modelled on those of 
Winchester, to which .they bear a close resemblance. They were 
probably drawn up with the assistance of Waynflete, Master of 
Winch^ter School, and afterward Bishop of Winchester, whom 
King Henry placed at the head of his new College. They con- 
tain many provisions which have long £jEJlen into desuetude, and 
there are few portions of them which are or can be observed at 
alL A MS. copy of the statutes, with many cancellings and 
interlineations, exists in the British Museum, called Hugget's 
copy, and a transcript of it was published in 1818 in the Ap- 
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pendiz to the Beport of the Select Committee (Lord Brougham's) 
on the Education of the Lower Orders. Anoi^er copy, with the 
Statuta Primitiva and the Charters, was published in 1850 by 
Messrs. Heywood and Wright. 

By the statutes, the Archbishop of Canterbury and the Bishop 
of Lincoln, within whose jurisdiction Eton was* locally situate, 
are joint Visitors. The Bishop's place is now claimed by the 
Bishop of Oxford, the present diocesan of Eton. The Provost 
and Pellows have always regarded the Bishop of Lincoln as 
their Yisitor, as he holds the same office in regard to King's 
Collie, Cambridge, with which Eton is closely connected. 
There has been no Visitation within the memory of the present 
Provost. 

REVENUES. 

Eton Collie is possessed of large landed property, producing 
an annual income of about 21,000/. ; or, deducting expenses of 
management, and local charities, and donations, of about 17,000/. 
The Allege jproperty is scattered over the souliiem half of Eng- 
land. The mcome will probably have considerably increased at 
no distant period by the extinction of beneficial leases. 

Funded stock to the amount of 27,632/. 12*. 2d, is held by 
the College on special trusts, chiefly for Exhibitions. 8000?. 
stock, part of this sum, represents a sum of 4000/. bequeathed 
by Provost Godolphin for the increase of the Scholars* commons, 
and which lias been allowed to accumulate.

The Provost and Fellows form the Governing Body. The 
statutory qualifications of a Provost are, that he must be or 
have been a Fellow of Eton or of King's, of English birtii, a 
B.D. or D.C.L. and M.A.4 in Holy Orders, and not less than 30 
years of age. At the death of Provost Goodall, in consequence 
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of these restrictions, there were only eight persons legally eligible, 
and the number ^nears to have sometimes been smaller. The 
requirement of Holy Orders was, as is well known, disregarded 
in some early cases. Sir H. Wotton and Sir H. Savile, and 
others, were laymen, though the former, from conscientious 
motives, receivM Deacons' &ders after his appointment. The 
right of electing the Provost rests by statute with the Fellows, 
and, if not exercised within a certain time, lapses to the Visitor. 
In practice, the Fellows usually elect a person previously nomi* 
nated by the Crown ; and a series of Koyal Letters of Becoxn- 
mendation, from the reign of Charles II., is possessed by the 
College. Sir John Coleridge stated that, if the College chose 
to disregard a nomination, the Crown would have no legal 
power of enfordng it. 

A candidate for a Fellowship must be or have been a Fellow 
of King's, or a Conduct or Scholar of Eton, or from other 
colleges and places, failing the before-named, according to the 
interpretation of the College. The practice has been for many 
years to elect from the Assistant Masters. The candidate must 
also be in Priests' Orders, and a B.D., D.C.L., or M.A. The 
possession of landed property is a disqualification. The Electors 
are the Provost and Fellows for the tmie being. Absence from 
College for more than six weeks, without sufficient plea, vacates 
a FeUowship; but the provision has not been enforced. The 
Provost and Fellows now have separate houses, free of rent and 
taxes, and they obtained, by dispensation from Queen Elizabeth, 
the privilege of holding each one College living. There are forty 
benefices in the gift of the College. A Conduct, after eight years' 
service, is allowed the option of taking a living, provided it is 
not one of a certain number. A living is not offered to an 
Assistant Master, unless he has first obtained a Fellowship. 

The Provost exercises a general superintendence ; takes care 
that each member of the College ftdfils his statutory obliga- 
tions; and presides over the administration of the College 
property. He holds the College seal ; is required to be present 
at all dollege meetings on important business ; and has the sole 
appointment of the subordinate officers. He exercises a minute 
and extensive control over the management of tiie School. He 
is ex officio Hector of Eton, without cure of souls in the parish ; 
and the emoluments of the living are paid into the general 
funds of the Collie. He also preaches m Chapel eight times 
a year. 

The Fellows have a deliberative voice in matters affecting 
College property. They audit the CoU^e accounts, and the 
concurrence of a msgority of a College meeting (four, with the 
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Provoet or Vice-Provost, being a quorum) is required for leases 
and sales of the College property. Out of their number are 
chosen annually the Yice-Provost, the Senior and the Junior 
Bursar, the Precentor, the Sacrist, and the Librarian. They 
have no duties in connexion with the School, unless as joint 
guardians of the College property, and as Electors (with the 
Provost) of the Head and Lower Masters, except in the very rare 
case of a King's Scholar deserving expulsion or other punish- 
ment little less severe. The Provost, however, jfrequently takes 
the opinion of the Fellows respecting the educational business 
of the School. 

THE "CONDUCTS," OR CHAPLAINS. 

There are three Conducts for the daily Chapel services, who 
likewise officiate as Curates of the parish of Eton. They are 
appointed by the Provost. The present Conducts are —

The College maintains, jointly with St. George's Chapel, 
Windsor, a choir of twelve, who are taught reading, writing, and 
music, by a master at Windsor ; and tney receive 161. from the 
College on leaving, which is made up to 251. by the Chapter of 
Windsor. On Sunday mornings, the .choir of St. Mark's 
School, Windsor, officiates in Chapel.

The general government of the whole School is vested in the 
Head Master, subject to the control of the Provost. By statute 
he must be M.A., " if such can be procured conveniently," and 
must not hold ecclesiastical preferment within seven iniles of 
Eton. He is not required to be a clergyman, nor to have been 
educated at Eton, but practically he is always both. He is 
elected by the Provost and Fellows. 

The duties of the Head Master are defined in Statute XTV. 
Besides his general superintendence and some minor duties, such 
as " calling absence," and reading prayers to the King's Scholars, 
he takes tne whole work of the First Division, the Sixth, and 
part of the Upper Fifth, consisting of from 30 to 34 Boys. At 
"Trials" he sets all papers, except those in Arithmetic and 
Mathematics, and has to look over a Large part of the work done. 
He assists also in the " Intermediate ^Examination " and at the 
" Election Trials " of the King's Scholars. It rests with him to 
admit or dismiss an Oppidan. * 

The Classical Assistant Masters are appointed by the Head 
Master, subject to the approval of the Provost. It has been the 
invariable custom to appoint Eton men, and, until recently, Fel- 
lows of King's, or those who had at least been King's Sdiolars 
at Eton. 

The expense of boarding at a Master's house is greater than 
at a Dame's, or with a Mathematical Assistant. The additional 
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charge is " a parent, not for any service rendered to the School, 
bat for the aaditional time and care which it enables the Tutor to 
bestow upon the Boy, and for the advantage which the latter de- 
rives from coming more constantly in contact with his Tutor." 

The time within which a Classical Assistant can obtain a 
house is uncertain, but appears seldom to exceed two or three 
years. The Classical Assistants have little time to themselves. 
iBesides the part which they take in teaching, the Masters have 
also to attend at Chapel in turns, and to call the lower Boys 
at " absence ;" to aid m maintaining order and discipline out of 
School, and to take charge, if required, of a Dame's house. 

Before 1836 there appears to have been no mathematical 
teaching at Eton. There was a titular teacher of writing, arith- 
metic, and mathematics, who had been originally styled teacher 
of writing and arithmetic only. 

In 1851, Mathematics were incorporated into the regular 
School- work, and the Mathematical Assistant Masters take their 
share of the absences, and of sitting in desk in Chapel, calling at 
Dame's houses, and in maintaining general disciplme. 

THE KING'S SCHOLARS. 

The 70 King's Scholars, or " Collegers," are elected by the Pro- 
vost, Vice-Provost, and Head Master, and by the Provost and two 
Fellows of King's. No one is to be elected who has not com- 
pleted his eighui or has exceeded his twelfth year, unless, being 
under 17, he has made such progress that in the judgment of 
the Electors he can be made a sufficiently good grammarian 
l^efore completing his eighteenth. 

Formerly the Scholars were nominated by one or another of 
the six Electors, and the examination consisted in construing a 
passage got up beforehand. For the last twenty years or more, 
the examinations have been competitive, and open to all Boys 
not excluded by the statutes. By an Ordinance of the Cambridge 
University 'Commissioners, made at the request of the College, 
the election is open to all British-bom suojects. It is not the 
practice to make inquiries into the circumstances of the candi- 
dates. 

The change from nomination to competition has had its 
natural effect; and the King's Scholars have become, in the 
Provost's words, " intellectuaUy the ^lite of the School." 

Until a late period, the Scholars were lodged in one large 
chamber and three smaller ones, with one man-servant, and a 
bed-maker employed for about half the day, to attend on them. 
In this *' Long Chamber " they were locked up at eight o'clock 
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at night (in winter at five), and saw nobody again till half-paist 
seven next morning. From the want of due care to the com- 
forts and moral superintendence of the Boys, the actual number 
of Foundation Scholars often fell below that prescribed by statute. 
The improvement which began under Provost Hod^on, and 
has been since continued, has long made an Eton Scholarship 
an object of emulation. 49 of the 70 Collegers have now single 
rooms ; the remaining 21 were lodged, until 1861, in a large 
room under the superintendence of a Conduct and three upper 
Boys, but each has now a small dormitory partitioned off &om 
the rest. There is an Assistant Master in College, whose rooms 
communicate with those of the Boys, and who has the domestic 
and moral superintendence of them. The evils which made the 
Long Chamber a byword with old Etonians are now matters 
only of tradition. There is a suffidencj of servants except (it 
would appear) for attendance at dinner m Hall, where the Fags 
wait on their masters, and cannot, therefore, dine till these have 
done. The Scholars are charged a fixed low price for tea and 
sugar ; but this charge, with all payments for tuition of every 
kind (except for voluntary extras), will be abolished ; the diet 
will be more varied, and servants will perform the Hall services 
of the Fags. 

The Kmg's Scholars are annually chosen to King's College 
by competitive examination. In elections, both to Eton and 
King's, each Colleffe contributes an equal number of electors. 

The King's Schokrs have been relieved of their heavy gowns, and 
need only wear those substituted for them when at School duties. 

THE SCHOOL. 

Eton School contained under the last Election List — Upper 
School, 730 Boys ; Lower School, 74 Boys. Deducting the 70 
Scholars, the number of Oppidans was 734. 

We have no account of the rise of the School. The statutes 
contemplate three classes to be admitted : — 

1. Foundationers, lodged, fed, and in part clothed, by the 
Founder's bounty. 

2. Boys lodged and fed with the Foundationers, at a charge 
sufficient to pay for their maintenance. 

3. Boys resorting to the School for instruction, not boarded 
in College. 

Boys of the second class, answering to the Pensionarii at 
Westminster, have disappeared since the Eestoration. The 
Oppidans have for centuries constituted the bulk of the School. 
In the Paston Letters, there is a characteristic letter £rom a 
young Oppidan of 1467. 
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The fluctaations of number since 1812 (v. Report P. S. C.) are 
shown by the subjoined statement : —

The system of parallel classes, adopted at Rugby and CheU 
tenham, and the great schools of Gennany, is not in use at Eton. 
In place of it there is a complicated arran^ment of Forms, Re- 
moves (or subdivisions of Forms), and IHvisions ; and a Boy 
who passes firom the Lower Fourth (the lowest Remove in the 
Upper School) has to be promoted many times before he reaches 
the Upper Fifth, and to pass through or over numerous Divisions, 
obtainmg about half his promotions by seniority and the other 
half by examination. 

LOWEB SCHOOL. 

The lowest three Forms of Eton form the Lower School. The 
numbers of this School have greatly varied. Between 1812 and 
1833 they ranged from 79 to 37, from 1834 to 1839 from 22 
to 11 ; they were 99 in 1862, and 74 in 1865 ; but these 
figures are taken from the annual election lists, when the Lower 
School is not at its fullest. The highest number for the year 
often varies considerably from that at Election. In 1862 it 
was 140. 

The Lower School is arranged in five divisions for teaching, 
and is taught by the Lower Master and four Assistants, Eton 
men, appointed bv himself, with the approval of the Provost and 
Head Master. Arithmetic, Writing, and Dictation are taught 
by the Mathematical Masters. 

The Lower Master — ^the Ostiarius of the ancient Orammar- 
School — ^has the charge of the Lower School, subject to the con- 
trol of the Provost. He has a Boarding-house, and is Tutor 
to his own Boarders, receiving no other pupils. Two of the 
Assistants are restricted as Tutors to Lower School Punils. 
The system of teaching only partially comprises an^ Modem 
Language, — ^tiie subjects being Bible History, Classics, Geo- 
gra^y, English History, Arithmetic, Writing, Dictation, 
Classics, Writing, and Dictation, are taught on three days in the 
week, and History, Geography, and Arithmetic, on the other 
three. Examinations are held twice a year, the marks obtained 
for Arithmetic being one-fifth of the whole. Independently of 
the examinations, a deserving Boy maybe promoted on the joint 
recommendation of the Master of the Division and of the Tutor. 

The Lower School Boys prepare lessons in Pupil-room, in the 
Tutor's presence. The hours of work are longer than in the 
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Upper School. Boys may enter as soon as tbey can read, and 
they often do so at 7. An attempt was made some years agoe 
to umit the highest age of admission to 12, but the pressure 
made it impossible to enect it. 

It is found that Boys who enter as Oppidans come ill-prepared 
for the Upper School. Although the examination is easy, about 
20 per cent, fail, and take refuge in the Lower School, most of 
these being Boys of nearly 14. 

T7PPEE SCHOOL. 

The arrangement of six Forms and a Remove, which still pre- 
vails at Eton, is incompatible for School instruction with the 
present numbers of the School. Of the Forms into which the 
Upper School is divided, one only, the Sixth, represents a Class ; 
the Fifth, Remove, and Fourth, containing upwards of 700 Boys.

There are thus eleven Forms or subdivisions in the Upper 
School ; but as the Removes no less than the Forms have ctowiI 
too large for single Masters, the whole mass has been redistri- 
buted into manageable groups called Divisions, which m^ be 
multiplied or reduced without affecting the Removes. Thua, 
Boys in different Divisions may be in the same Remove ; and 
a Boy may be promoted into a higher Remove without chanpng 
his Class-Master. Sometimes a Boy passes over a Division 
without entering it. 

An examination precedes admission, consisting of easy trans- 
lation from Enddsh into Latin, prose and verse, and from Greek 
and Latin into English. There is no inferior limit of age ; but 
no Boy is admitted, except on special grounds, after 14 ; and 
none can be placed higher than the lower part of the Remove, 
or seven steps from the top of the School. The average time of 
r^emaining at School is four or five years. 
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iEtemoTes \ as the system of promotion is called, take place in 
June and December. At each Remove, each subdivision of every 
Form, except the Sixth and Upjjer Fifth, is promoted in a body, 
and takes rank as the subdivision next above it. This ceases 
with the Upper Division of the Fifth, the numbers of the Sixth 
Form being limited, and its vacancies supplied by the promotion 
in seniority of Boys from the Upper Division of the Iifth. The 
regular progress of a Boy may be interrupted by his failing to 
pass the examinations required at certain stages, or accelerated 
by his taking a double Remove ; otherwise, as a rule, a Boy 
remains during his stay at Eton in the Remove in which he is 
placed when he first goes there. Within each Form, the re- 
moves take place without examination ; to pass from Form to 
Form, " Trials " are held to test the fitness of the Boys to pass. 
A clever Boy is sometimes allowed to offer himself for a double 
Remove. Thus, when the Upper Fourth are going into Trials 
for the Remove, a Boy in the Middle Fourth may obtain per* 
mission to offer himself for the same Triab ; and if he excels 
two-thirds of those of the Upper Fourth, he is promoted into 
the Remove, and passes the Remove above his own. 

The average age for reaching the highest Division appears to 
be 16 years 4 months ; the average time taken to reach it, 4 
years 3 months ; the average number of Divisions passed, 9. 

SYSTEM AND COUfiSE OF STUDY. 

The teaching of the Classics divides itself into two branches 
— ^teaching in School and teaching in Pupil-room ; and the large 
proportion of the latter to the former constitutes the peculiarity 
of the Eton system. The teaching out of School again consists 
partly in the preparation of lessons and the correction of exer- 
cises to be construed and shown up in School ; partly in private 
reading, the choice and direction of which rests wholly with the 
individual teacher, and which is independent of School-work. 
Every Assistant Master has a share in this double teaching ; 
and every Boy stands in a double relation to his Tutor and to

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the Master of a Division, so that, except in the short time which 
he passes in the School Division whicn is under his own Tutor, 
his education is almost constantly directed hj two teachers. 

The School-work consists in construing, and in repeating pas- 
sages learnt bj heart from Latin and Greek poets. Incluain^ 
the time spent in showing up compositions previously corrected 
by the Tutor, a Bov is in School on an average about 2^ hours 
on a whole School-day, which is of course a small measure of 
the real working hours. Many years ago, the Boys at Eton were 
taught in large masses, and the curriciuum was much narrower 
than at present. The whole of the Sixth with the Upper Fifth— 
198 in all — ^were, under Dr. Keate, heard together. The number 
of Masters in the Upper School was in 1812 only six, and the 
average number of Boys in each Form 80. The average number 
at present in a Division does not exceed 40. All the j^fth Form 
Divisions, except the highest, as well as those of the Bemove and 
of the Fourth, are respectively but single Divisions as regards the 
Books read. In the Divisions of the Fourth and of the Kemove» 
places are taken during the lessons, but not higher, unless the 
Master of a particular Division should think fit to adopt this 
course. 

Ever^ lesson construed in School is, as a rule, construed before- 
hand with the Tutor. The rule is oxdy partially applied to Boys 
in the two highest Divisions, as to whom the Tutor has a discre* 
tion. It is also the Tutor's duty to correct his Pupil's exercises 
before they are presented to the Master in School, and this 
double process hmders the correction of exercises from fallings 
into an-ear. 

In School- work, it is customary to construe at first word for 
word, and (in the higher Divisions) after explanations and illus- 
trations, to read off uie passage in English. The number called 
up ranges from 6 to 10 or 12. In the Fourth, written deriva- 
tions and biographical notices are required. In the Lower School, 
each Master continually moves among the Boys in Composition 
Lessons, stimulating work and removing difficulties, the exercises 
being finally look^ over next School-time. The work of the 
Sixth and Upper Fifth Forms, Division I., II., ranges over the 
highest Classics ; in Composition, the translation is made from 
Shakspeare> Milton, Itobertson, Gibbon, &c., the measures in 
verse oeing, in Greek, Iambics, and occasionally Elegiacs and 
Hexameters ; in Latin, Hexameters, Elegiacs, or Lyncfl. The 
chief Classical Books of the remainder of the Fifth are Homer, 
Herodotus, and Thucydides, Livy, Virgil, and Horace. The Re- 
move usuaUy reads roetse and Scriptores Gnsci, Nepos, Virgil, 
Horace ; the Fourth Fonn» Famaby's Epigrams, JEsop, Ovid, 
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and Cffisar; the Lower School, Exoeipta GrsBca and Pakestra 
Latina. Arnold's and Bradley's Exercises are used. 

In the Upper School, portions of Hallam, Merivale, Arnold, 
and Grote are set during School-time, and an examination takes 
place at the end of the Term. English Essays are written from 
time to time ; no English verse, except when Boys are leaving 
and write a '' Yale." There is yet no systematio teaching of 
English in the Upper SchooL 

History and Geography, Ancient and Modem, are tauj^ht only 
in the Divisions helow the FiM Form. The elements ofModem 
History are regularly taught in the Lower School. Li the 
lower part of the Upper School the suhject is changed to 
Ancient History. In the two highest Divisions, Essays are occa- 
sionally set on historical suhjects. 

The practice of private work in Pupil-room arose to supple- 
ment the School-studies. The nature of it depends on the 
discretion of the Tutor ; some read almost exclusively Greek 
Plajs ; some. Modem History ; some, French. The Boys are 
divided into classes, and are as liahle to punishment for neglect- 
ing private as for neglecting School-work. 

A parent selects for his son what Tutor he pleases, and the 
number of Pupils whom a Tutor might take was until lately 
unlimited. At present the average number to each is about 40, 

Modem Language, — French is now taught as a regular 
part of the School- work, as £Ebr as the Lower Remove. Other 
lessons are taken out of play-hours. The Master gives each 
Pupil two or three hours a week. The late Prince Consort's 
prizes for Modem Languages attract a fxa number of com- 
petitors. French has not been required to assist in a Boy's rise 
m the School ; but in the Fifth Form each Boy is at lil>ertv to 
offer himself to be examined in Modem Languages, and to 
receive, as full marks for each language, one-third of those given 
for Mathematics. 

The study of German is optionaL 
. Drawvna, — ^There is a Ihrawing-School well fitted up with 
models and examples, and open four hours a day. The average 
number of leamers is between 35 and 40. The instmction 
given is in artistic, not elementary Drawing. Practical Geo- 
metry and Military JPlan Drawing are taught in the Mathematical 
School to Boys desirous of learning ; hut the demand has fallen 
off since the latter ceased to be required in examinations for 
direct commissions. 

Music is taught as part of the work in the Lower School, 
and as an extra subject m the Upper. Some of the Boys take 
private lessons.

EMPLOYMENT OF TIME. — PBOMOTION. — PBIZES* 

For the Remove and nearly the whole of the Fifth Form in a 
regular week there are three whole School-days ; and on each 
whole School-day, four School-times, or about three hours. On 
Tuesday and Saturday there are two — both in the morning — an 
hour and a half altogether ; on Thursday three School-times, 
about two hours andaquarter. There are thus between fourteen and 
fifteen School-hours in a regular week, besides which there is the 
work of Pupil-room, and so much as is necessary for the prepara- 
tion of lessons and exercises. But a regular School- week is rare, 
from the number of occasional holidays. Every Saint's day is a 
holiday, and the eve of Saint's days a half-holiday ; and half* 
holidays are granted on many other occasions. But as oomposi-> 
tion is not excused, the work of two days is oft;en crowded into 
one, and it cannot always be exactly Known beforehand what 
the distribution of the week will be. 

The hours of work, including Pupil-room, vary fiN)m nineteen 
to twenty-eight throughout the School. 

The quantity of repetition is large. Every lesson of Greek or 
Latin wnich is construed is also learnt by heart. A Boy has to say 
eighty lines of Homer and sixty of some other author, alternately, 
five dfays in the week. A Latin theme is done every week in 
the Filth Form and Remove, translations into Latin prose very 
rarely. Greek prose is occasionally written, and there are two 
En^ush Essays annually in the Sixth. 

It has been the practice at Eton to use School-books compiled 
and published specially for the School. When a new edition 
has been wanted, the revision of the Book has been commonly 
undertaken by one or other of the Assistant Masters. No new 
Book or edition can be used without the sanction of the Provost.

" Trials '* are held in June and November for Boys passing 
from the Fourth into the Remove, from this into the Fifth 
Form, and from the Lower Division of the Fifth to the Middle ; 
and in Lent, for Boys passing from the Middle Division of the 
Fifth to the Upper, and for tnose of the Lower Remove to the 
Upper. The standard is moderate, and it is a disgrace to fail. 
The value assi^ed to Arithmetic and Mathematics as compared 
with Classics is as 1 to 5. The Trials are so far conopetitive 
that a Boy who does well gets a higher place in his Remove, 
thou^ he does not advance quicker in the School, unless when 
he oners himself for the extra step already explained. These 
Trials continue till a Boy has reached tiie Upper Fifth ; after 
which, if an Oppidan, he rises by seniority alone. The King's 
Scholars have in addition an examination early in July, which 
includes all of 16 years of age, and another about the end of 
July, for those of 17 and 18. There is also at the end of each 
School-time an examination called " Collections," in which the 
Boys are classed ; but the class gained does not affect a Boy's 
place in the School, except that a oertidn number of mai*ks are 
allowed for it which are carried to his credit at the next Trials. 
The examination for King's Scholars at the end of July, called 
" Election Trials," is conducted accordinff to Statute IV., and 
the Examiners take a share in setting the Papers, which are 
looked over by them as well as by the Electors. 

The Newcastle Scholarship and Medal; a prize of Books 
worth 6Z., for Greek Iambics ; two prizes worth 101, each, for 
Latin and English Essavs ; the Tonmne Prize, for Mathematics ; 
the late Prince Consort s Prizes, for Modem Lan^us^es, value 
50^. in Books, and various prizes given by the Head Master and 
the Assistant Masters, are open to the competition both of 
Kine's Scholars and Oppidans. There are no established prize s 
in the Lower School ; out many are liberally awarded by tl le 
Lower Master at his own expense, at the close of each Scnof* }1. 
time, and after the re^lar examinations. Similar prizes f. ^ 
given by the Mathematical Master. The Newcastle Sonolar^h i^, 
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yalne 60/. and tenable for three yearSi is open to the Sixth and 
Upper Division of the Fifth, and to those in the Middle Divi- 
sion who will leave School before the next examination (the 
Newcastle Medal is given to the second in the examination) ; 
the Greek Iambic Prize, to the two First Divisions of the School ; 
the !EInglish Essay, to ^e Sixth, and such Boys of the Fifth as 
the Head Master may permit to write for it. 

The Tomline Mathematical Prize of 30/., founded by George 
Tomliney Esq., M.P., is annually contested, the examination 
being held by a Cambridge or Oxford man. The Assistant 
Masters give a prize of Books worth 5/. to the second in this 
examination, which is open to the Sixth and the Upper and 
Middle Divisions of the Fifth. They also eive a prize, value 3/., 
to the best Mathematician of the llower Division of the Fifth, 
and a prize, value 2L, to the best Arithmetician among the lower 
Boys. As at Rugby, a Book is given " honoris caus4 " by the 
Head Master, to each Boy, on the third occasion of an exdtcise 
being sent up to him by his Classical or Mathematical Master, 
and to each Boy whose name stands first in the CoUectionB of 
his Division. 

The College have offered fourprizes, two of 251., and two of 
SI., to be ^ven twice a year, at Election and Christmas, open to 
Oppidans in the first three Divisions. The examination consists 
of papers in — 1. the Classical work of the half; 2. the Mathe- 
inati<^ work; 3. Divinity; 4. French, German, and Italian; 
5. Modern History. 

Annexed is a copy of the Synopsis of Scholarships, Exhi- 
bitions, and Prizes attached to Eton College, as supplied by 
Dr. Goodford to the Public School Commission, July 9, 1862« 
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HOLIDAYS. 

The School-times cover thirty-seven weeks and two days. 
There are three holiday periods ; three weeks and four days at 
Easter ; six weeks and four days at Election ; four weeks and 
four days at Clmstmas. The Fifth has one day, the Sixth two 
days, more than the rest of the School on each occasion. 
Tuesdays and Saturdays are half-holidays, and on Thursday 
there is no School after 4. Lower School Boys go to bed at 
9.30; the rest of the Lower Boys at 10; Fifth and Sixth at 
half-past 10 or 11. The houses, however, have their own 
hours ; in one, at least. Boys (all of Lower School) under 10 go 
to bed at half-past 8 ; the others at half-past 9. 



DISCIPLINE. 

The moral superintendence of the Boys is entrusted wholly to 
the Tutors ; and in theory this extends even to the Dames' 
houses, as is more fully noticed below. The Sixth Form, and 
in some cases, the Upper Boys of the Fifth, are empowered to 
punish by impositions or more summary process, and the Cap- 
tain of each house is expected to assist in keeping order. 
Among the King's Scholars the authority of the Sixth extends 
over afi below the first six of the Fifth Form, and, in certain 
cases, over them also. Occasionally, a public punishment is 
inflicted by a Colleger for general offences against the Sixth, 
and is described as " a very solemn ceremonial." Among the 
Oppidans it is confined to Boys below the Fifth, but is rarely 
exercised. Practically, there seems no line of demarcati(m be- 
tween the Sixth Form and the rest of the School, and the 
monitorial system has virtually no existence at Eton. 

Formerly Oppidans were corporally punished by Colleger 
Praepostors, but the leading Oppidans stopped this several years 
ago. The Oppidans are admitted to the praepostorship, as it is 
called, to keep order, to help the Head Master, and to assemble 
such Boys as are to be punished ; the Sixth Form Praepostor 
being, as it were, a lictor to the Head Master. 

Corporal punishment is inflicted in the Upper School hj the 
Head Master only ; and in the Lower, by the Lower Master 
only. The Assistant Masters bring before them respectively 
the offences with which they think they aJone can properly deal, 
and it is a rule of recent introduction that no complaint of this 
kind shall be made without previous reference to the Boy's 
Tutor. This regulation has greatly aided, with other causes, 
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in diminishing flogging, which is not publicly administered in 
the Upper School. 

Impositions are the ordinary punishment, and are set by the 
Assistant Masters at their discretion. 

FAGGmG. 

Fagging at Eton is now much less severe than it formerly 
was, and does not appear to subject the younger Boys to serious 
annoyance or oppression. The power to fag generally is confined 
to the Sixth and to the Fifth, exclusive of the Lower Remove, 
Lower Division ; the liability to be fagged, to Boys below the 
tHfth. Every lower Boy in each house is assigned to some 
Sixth or Fifth Form Boy in the house, and every lower Boy 
in College to one of the first College sixteen. Besides attending 
on his Master at breakfast and tea (and in College calling I^jtyi 
in the morning), a lower Boy has to go on errands when re- 
quired by any Boy entitled to fiE^. The most troublesome part 
of a Fag's duties consists in the necessity of always answering 
to the call " Come here ;" so that fifteen or sixteen Boys may 
have to attend when only one is required. A junior Boy at 
Eton is comparativelv free from compulsory attendance at games. 
There is no cricket-ragging ; that at fives is seldom exercised, 
and a junior does not appear to feel it as a hardship if, in the 
absence of a valid excuse, he is called upon to jom with his 
House in a game of football. 

RECREATIONS. 

The river, the plaj^ing-fields, and much open mss country 
supply abundant ntcilities for health, exercise, and amusement. 
The groxmd used for cricket alone covers nearly thirty-nine acres; 
some of the houses, also, have good play-grounds. The attrac- 
tions of the river more than rival those of the cricket-field ; the 
Captain of the Boats is the greatest man in the School ; next to 
him is the Captain of the Eleven. Cricket makes large demands 
on the Boys' time : five hours a day on half-holidays (thrice a 
week), and two hours on whole School-days, are thought neces- 
sary to get into the Eleven. No Boy is allowed to go on the 
river who has not passed in swimmmg before a committee of 
Masters — a rule suggested by Bishop Selwyn — and accidents, 
formerly not infrequent, no longer occur. " Shirking " is abo- 
lished. 

The College Rifle Range is at Dedworth Green, four miles 
from the School, but the Corps is for the present disbanded.

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GHAPEL SERVICES.-^SERMONS.—EELIGIOUS 
INSTRUCTION. 

Besides the ordinary services on Sunday, the Boys attend two 
services on every whole holiday, and one at 3 p.m. on every 
half-holiday. The afternoon services on Sundays and Saints' 
days are choi'al. Prayers are read in all Boarding-houses on 
Sundavs, and at all me Tutors' and some of the Dames' on 
week-days. 

Each Boy attends his Tutor for an hour on Sunday for reli- 
gious instruction. On Saturday, questions are set on sacred 
subjects; the answers are written on Sunday, and shown up 
with the Greek Testament lesson on the following day. 

A sermon is preached in Chapel every Sunday by the Provost, 
or by a Fellow in residence. Sometimes a Conduct takes the 
latter's place. During Lent, the Head Master delivers a course 
of Sermons or Lectures on the Catechism, and is occasionally 
asked to preach at other times. The Sax;rament is administered 
once a month. Confirmations are held twice in three years. 

The Boys of the Lower School attend service at a church in 
Eton, for want of room in the Chapel. 

BOARDING-HOUSES. 

At the beginning of the century the Oppidans lived chiefly in 
Boarding-houses kept by ladies, called " Dames," whose number 
has gradually dimmished. There are at present at Eton 30 
Boarding-houses, the largest of which contains 49 Boys, and the 
smallest 5. Of these, 17 are kept by Classical Assistants, 3 by 
Mathematical Assistants, 1 by the Drawing Master, 5 by gen- 
tlemen otherwise unconnected with the School, and 4 by ladies. 
The last nine are still called Dames' houses. Of the 17 kept 
by Classical Assistants, 2 are confined to Boys in the Lower 
School. 

A Boy at a Classical Assistant's house pays 120^. for board 
and tuition, the Master being also his Tutor. At the Lower 
Master's the charge is 130/., on the ground of his not taking as 
pupils Boys not in the house. At a Mathematical Assistant's 
he pays 84/., and at a Dame's from 63/. to 84/., paying also, as 
a rule, 21/. to his Tutor. 

Eight of the Dames' houses, and eleven of those occupied by 
Assistant Masters, are College property. Some control is prac- 
tically exercised Over the exceptions, it being understood tiiat 
nio Boarding-house can be opened without leave from the Head 
Master. As a rule, no house within the precincts, and belonging 
to the College, is let to any person not connected with the 
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School, either as Master or Dame, and no tenant can tmderlet 
without permission of the Provost and Fellows. The distinc- 
tion respecting the succession to Classical and Mathematical 
Masters' houses no longer exists. But they may not be trans- 
ferred to a Dame. 

Every Boy at a Tutor's house has his own bedroom, except 
in the case of brothers. This is also the case, generally speak- 
ing, at a Dame's ; , but in some of them, where tibe old charge of 
60 guineas is nominally maintained, a single ropm costs 6^. 
extra. The Boys have breakfsust, dinner, tea, and supper, and meat 
twice a day. Eveiy Dame's house is deemed to oe under the 
charge of an Assistant Master, who goes thither daily for a few 
minutes to call " absence ;" reads prayers on Sundays, and re- 
ceives complaints of misconduct. 

LEAVING BOOKS. 

When Boys leave Eton, it is the practice of their Mends and 
acquaintances of the same standing to give them books as pre- 
sents.

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This School was founded in 1512 by John Collette, or Colet, 
D.D., Dean of St. Paul's, and son of Sir Henry Collette, twice 
Lord Mayor of London, " for the continuation of a certain School 
in the Church-yard of the Church of St. Paul's." It seems, how- 
ever, to have been in operation in 1510, the vear of his father's 
death, that being the date of a letter of Colet s to William Lily, 
who is addressed in it as *' primus hujus novae Pauli ScolaB Prae- 
ceptor." The Apposition Book gives its dedication "to the 
Child Jesus," a.d. 1609. The "Old Scole" had been created 
in the reign of Richard IT. The estates for the support of the 
School were conveyed to the Mercers* Company. 

Colet's School-house was destroyed in the Great Fire, and re- 
built with the addition of the Library in 1673. It forms a 
parallelogram extending north and south almost facing the 
ch^oel of the Cathedral It was again rebuilt in 1826. 

'me Foundation gave ^tuitous education to 153 children of 
all nations and countries mdifferently, each paying at his first 
admission once for ever 4d, " for wri^nge of^his name." Each 
Boy now pays 1*. on admission. The number was fixed in 
evident allusion to the draught of fishes mentioned in the last 
chapter of St. John's Gospel. Previously to admission, the 
"children" were to be examined in the Catechism, and the 
Master was to see that they could read and write Latin and 
English sufficiently. There was no provision made for board or 
lodging, and they were even forbidden to bring any food with 
them. There was also an express provision made against " re- 
medyes " or play-days, except by command of the i^ng, or de« 
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aired by an Archbishop or a Bishop in person. That indigence 
was no qualification is evident from the provision made for the 
"one pore Scholar/' and the curious direction that tallow candles 
were not to be used, but " aU only wax candell/' at the cost of 
the Boys* friends. The class of books and kind of instruction pre- 
scribed, also, were the best of the time. St. Paul's was, perhaps, 
the first School in which systematic classical instruction was 
given, and at a time when " Grsecum est, nee potest legi " was 
a proverb. Erasmus, at the desire of his friend Dean Colet, 
wrote in a little poem which was hung up in the porch, 

^* Hie rudis, tanquam nova testa, pubes 
Litteras Graku simui et Latmas— 
Combibet.'* 

For the instruction of the Scholars, fixed salaries were allotted 
to a High Master and a Sur-Master, the latter appointed by the 
High Master, who was himself to be chosen by the Wardens 
and Assistants of the Mercers* Company, with the advice of 
" well-literate and learned men." There was also to be a Chap- 
lain, who was further empowered to teach in the School if it 
should seem convenient to the High Master. The High Master 
might be priest or layman (provided that if in Orders he held no 
benefice with cure of souls), with knowledge of "good and 
dean," i. e. pure and unscholastic, Latin literature, and also of 
Greek, " if such may be gotten.** Such was found in Lily, the 
earliest teacher of Greek m London ; and the School entrusted 
to him is mentioned by Erasmus as the best then existing. 
Among its scholars were Leland and Camden the antiquaries, 
Milton, Samuel Pepys, John Duke of Marlborough. 

ENDOWMENTS. 

Subsequent to the deed of conveyance of his estates in Buck- 
inghamshire to the Mercers* Company, Colet executed a will, in 
which, describing himself as " citizen and mercer of London," 
he bequeathed to the same body numerous lands and tenements 
in London and Middlesex, with the School and Chapel. The 
present income, including interest in consols, is nearly 10,000?., 
and its carefrd administration shows that Dean Colet's " selec- 
tion of a London Company as Trustees was very wise and 
sagacious," at least, as to the management of revenue. 

There are no benefices held in tn^t for the School.

By Colet's Ordinances, " the care and charge, rule and ffovem- 
MLce, of the School" are entrusted to the Governing Body of 
the Company of Mercers, " that is to say, the Master and all the 
Wardens, and all the assistance of the Fellowship ;" and these 
are annually to choose two " Surveyors of the School," who take 
charge of all husiness connected with it, for that one year. These 
are now called the Surveyor- Accountant and Surveyor- Assistant, 
and on expiration of their charge they render their account to 
the Fellowship. 

The School has, properly speaking, no Visitor, nor are any 
powers of interference given to the Surveyors as such by the 
Ordinances. 

The Governing Body possess full powers of interpreting the 
Ordinances, and also, with the advice of "well-literate and 
learned men," as before mentioned, to alter them, and " to supply 
in them eve^ de&>ult as time, and place, and just occasion shall 
demand." lliese powers were largely exercised in 1602, when, 
with the advice of the Solicitor-General, a body of Amending 
Ordinances was drawn up, doubling the stipends of the Masters, 
and substituting an Under Usher for the Chaplain, whose office 
was abolished. A fiirther important change was made in the 
disposition of the surplus income, which, instead of being placed, 
according to the Dean's direction, in a " coffur of iren," was 
thenceforth to be "employed either in Exhibitions to poor 
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Scholars proceeding from Panrs to the Uniyersities, or else lent 
out to poor young men of the said Company of Mercers upon 
good security." ^e former altematiye is in full operation at 
the present day.

The High Master, Sur-Master, and the two Classical Assistants 
have residences provided for them &ee of rates and taxes. 

The Masters are all appointed by the Court of Assistants, 
and are removable at the pleasure of that Body, who are also 
empowered to pension a discharged or superannuated Master. 
By the Ordinances, the Sur-Master was to be chosen by the 
Hi^h Master, who assigns to all the Masters their respective 
duties. The Sur-Master takes the place of the High Master 
in his absence. 

The High Master is free to select the Authors or Editions 
read in the School, but not to modify the system and course of 
study, which is vested solely in the Governors. The Sur-Master 
and Assistants have no voice consultative or other in the 
direction of the Studies of the School, and any material change 
in the business of their own classes would require the consent of 
the Hi^h Master or a reference to the Surveyor- Accountant. 

Mathematics were recognized as an integral branchy of the 
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studies of the School about 1842. The Master takes the more 
advanced Scholars. The others are instructed by the Sur-Master 
and the two Classical Assistants. 

For the instruction of the School in French, two Masters are 
appointed. German, Music, or Drawing are not at present taught 
in the School, and it is desired that additional Masters in these 
subjects should be chosen by the High Master, who it is recom- 
mended should hereafter resume the power conveyed by the 
Ordinances of appointing the Sur-Master, and possess that of 
nominating and msmissing all the Assistant Masters. 



SCHOLARS, 

There is no distinction of Foundationers and non-Founda- 
tioners, every Boy being a Scholar on the Foundation from the 
moment of his admission, and receiving a gratuitous education. 
A Boy may be admitted when 9 years old, if he can pass a very 
elementary examination, a knowledge of Latin not bein^ re- 
garded as essential for admission. In the case of Boys above 
10 years old, the High Master has the discretion of requiring a 
superior amount of qualification proportionate to see. A 'Soj 
to DC eligible for an Exhibition must not have exceeded his twelfth 
year on admission. No Boy can remain in the School after his 
nineteenth year. 

The Scholars are admitted on the nomination of the €ro- 
vemors, each of whom has a presentation about twice in three 
years, and the first in each year is placed at the disposal of the 
High Master. Occasionally presentations are competed for by 
eaadidates nominated by a Governor. 

The number o£ Scholars at last Apposition was 152. 



THE SCHOOL. 
Classes ajtd Coubse of Stitdt. 

The Eight Classes into which Dean Colet divided his School 
are, as is usual in the older Schools, counted from the first, or 
lowest, upwards. 

A Boy rises in the School by proficiency and not by seniority, 
and this is in Classics only, including, to some extent, Histoiy 
and Geography. Promotion is for the most part timed by the 
Annual Apposition Examination, which concludes the year's 
work, and it is usually made by reieveace to the Master's marks 
in tlie various classes. Occasionally a clever Boy may get an 
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extra or bye-remove at Michaelmas. The classes and divisions 
of the Mathematical department are not necessarily coincident 
with those of the Classical. The mathematical teachmg does not 
in any way affect a Boy's remove. It is obligatory on all Boys 
to learn Mathematics, and each has four hours' weekly instruc- 
tion — 2 to 4, Mondays and Thursdays, In French, the classes 
are the same as in Classics, except that the 6th and 5th, the 4th < 
and 3rd are respectively united : with the younger Boys, History 
and Geography, subjects not otherwise taught separately in the 
School, are substituted for French. This subject is taught for 
four hours weekly, and is compulsory on the whole School, ex- 
cept with Boys in their last year, who may, with the permission 
of their parents and the High Master, substitute Classics or 
Mathematics. 

The Repetition- work of the School is largely conducted by a 
process of re-translation ; **the Masters give the best English 
they can produce, and the Boys give the Latin;" nor are they 
allowed to say any thing which they cannot explain. "Any 
aUosion in the repetition, or difficulty of construction a Boy is 
supposed to understand, and he would be turned down if he did 
not know it.** 

In some of the classes notes are taken of special points in the 
lesson, and the last lesson of the author is gone over rapidly. 
Places are unchanged in the Eighth only, in which the Boys at© 
ranked by the Examiners at Apposition. In the Sixth, the 
Master enters a number in his mark-book against each Boy's 
name, for each time he construes, in proportion to the accuracy 
and good style of his performance, and to these and the marks for 
repetitions and composition, are added the place-marks taken at 
the end of each day, the last Boy getting one, the next above 
him two, and so upwards. The sum of the fortnightly examina- 
tions is added to the class-marks atithe end of the Term. Parsing 
appears to be carefully attended to at St. Paul's, as well as at 
all the Schools ; and in the lower Forms written exercises on 
it are set. 

The three highest classes read the authors used in the upper 
Forms of the other Public Schools ; but Horace is usually begun 
in the Seventh. Homer is not read below the Sixth, nor 
Virgil and Cicero below the Fifth. The Fourth and Third read 
Diatessaron (White), Ovid, Caesar, and Nepos ; the Second 
and First, Latin only — Valpy's Delectus and the Eton Selectee 
Historiae. 

But little original composition is written. The Latin Prose is 
translated from the Spectator, Holden, Dr. Arnold's Rome, or 
Wilkins, in the first three classes ; the Greek from Robertson, 
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Hume, or Holden, in the Eighth. Greek Iambics are written in the 
two highest classes. Latin Hexameters, Elegiacs, or Lyrics, from 
various English authors, in the same and Sixth. Arnold's Greek 
Prose is used in the Sixth and Fifth, Arnold's Latin Verse and 
Prose in the Fifth. Bland and Arnold (Prose) in the Fourth and 
Third. The Second and First Classes retranslate English (from 
• Delectus, &c.) into Latin. 

In the French Classes, the work of the upper classes is varied 
with occasional conversations in French on Art, Science, Litera- 
ture, and History ; and explanations are eiven in French also. 
The exercises are frequently said through all classes without 
book from French into English, and vice versd. The passages 
learned for repetition are usually written from memory in the 
following week. 

In Mathematics the work of the Highest Division includes 
the Differential Calculus, Problems in Analytical Geometry 
and Trigonometry, and Euclid I. — IV., VI. — ^Xl. ; the Second 
Division does Simple Equations and Euclid I. — III. ; the rest of 
the School, Arithmetic. The text-books are Beasley, Todhunter, 
Colenso, and Barnard Smith. 

The Grammars in use are Wordsworth, King Edward Sixth's, 
Delille. 

St. Paul's being purely a Day-school, private tuition does not 
enter into its system of teaching. Out of School assistance is 
not recognized. No particular facilities are afforded to qualify 
Boys for special and professional examinations, in the way of 
dispensing with Composition or other exercises, or substituting 
more immediate practical instruction in their stead. The in- 
struction given is considered sufficient to qualify Boys not only 
for the Universities, for which it is more immediately designed, 
but also for success in Competitive Examinations of a more pro- 
fessional character elsewhere. " Scholars of St. Paul's have re- 
cently distinguished themselves in the Civil, Military, and East 
India Service Competitive Examinations." 

Formerly the classes were all held in one room ; class-rooms 
have been formed at the suggestion of the present High Master 
by the Mercers' Company. 

There is an excellent Library, immediately ac^oining the 
Schoolroom, to which the Eighth Form has unlimited access 
out of School-hours, the six Seniors occupying places in it in 
School-time. Books in most departments of science and litera- 
ture are continually supplied and allowed to be taken out by the 
Boys of that Form. The collection includes the best standard 
French writers. Every year the High Master is allowed to lay 
out 20^. on the Library, " but the system has been much ex- 
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tended, so that seldom less than 401. a year is laid out in 
books.'* 

There is a Debating Society, Hmited to the Eighth, which 
meets every week. The Members do not discuss contemporary 
questions nor theological subjects, but generally , topics for whicn 
they read in the Library. There are sdso Speeches twice a year, 
the Boys selecting their own subjects, often Aristophanes, with 
scenes from Bacine, Molifere, or other standard French authors. 



EXHIBITIONS AND PBIZES. 

In these no School is better provided in proportion to its 
numbers than St. Paul's. Of Exhibitions annually disposable 
there are — 

1. One of 120?. a year, tenable at any College in either 
University. 

2. One of 100^1 founded by Viscount Campden, 1686, and 

3. One of BOIJ tenable only at Trinity College, Cambridge. 

4. One or more of 60/., tenable at either University, but not 
by the Campden Exhibitioners. All these are tenable for four 
years. There are usually five or six candidates for the School 
Exhibitions, each of whom receives an Exhibition, provided he 
entered School before his twelfth year, if declared by the Ex- 
aminers fit to go to the University. 

Besides the above, there is an Exhibition of 302., founded by 
Mr. Stock in 1780, tenable for seven years at Corptis Christi 
CoUege, Cambridge, and awarded by the Court of Assistants, on 
the recommendation of the High Master, without special reference 
to the Examination ; and there are four small Exhibitions of 101. 
a year each in the same College, founded by Mr. George Sykes in 
1796, and now consolidated into one of 36/. a year ; five of 132. 
at Trinity, founded by Mr. Peny, 1696 ; and two of lOL a year, 
for sons of clergymen, at St. John's, in the same University, 
founded by Dr. Gower in 1711. 

Apposition. 

The election to the Exhibitions depends mainly on the results 
of the Annual or Apposition Examination, which is held by 
special Examiners in the several departments, and in which the 
Mathematical marks count in a proportion of one-third to the 
Classical. The Apposition usuallv occupies seven days, the last, or 
Public Day, being the third or fourth Wednesday in June, when 
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the Founder is commemorated by an Oration in Cfreek, Latin, 
or English, prose or verse. 

The Prizes annually awarded are — 

After the Apposition, to the head Boys of all Gasses in the 
several Departments, Classical, Mathematical, Arithmetical, and 
French. 

At the Apposition, Composition Prizes are presented, viz. : — 

Grovemors* Prizes — For Greek Iambics, Latin Hexameters, 
EngKsh Essay. 

High Master's, or Sleath Prize — Latin Essay. 

Truro Prize, founded in 1851 by the Lord Chancellor, who 
invested lOOO^i for the purpose (JBooks and Gold Medal) — 
English Essay. 

Milton Prize, founded in 1851 by Sir C. M. Clarke, Bart.— 
English Poem on a sacred subject. 

At the winter speeches there is a Prize also for Latin Lyrics. 

The Truro Prize is an encouragement to private reading. 

The School Prizes are awarded upon the joint recommenda- 
tion of the Masters and Examiners. The Composition Prizes, 
except those given for Greek Iambics and Latin Hexameters, 
are adjudged oy the High Master. The Books given are of 
great value, at least 160^. being expended on them by the 
Governors. 



MONITORIAL SYSTEM. 

St. PauFs being a Day-school only, the employment of 
Monitors has reference to School-hours and the very limited 
precincts of the School, chiefly for the sake of preserving order 
and quiet in the Schoolroom — " an object of primary importance 
amid the din of St. Paul's Church-yard." The whole of the 
Eighth Form are Monitors ; two special Monitors are named for 
eadi week, and when any of the Masters are out, one of these 
takes his place and keeps order in his absence. The Monitors 
have no power of inflictmg punishment, except by placing a Boy 
in the middle of the room, and this is understood more as a 
mark to catch the Master s eye than as a punishment. 



DISCIPLINE. 

The infliction of corporal or other punishments rests for the 
most part with the Masters of the several Classes. Grave 
offences come under the consideration of the High Master, and 
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subject the offender to a more public chastisement before the 
whole School. The first-named punishment is limited to six 
strokes of a cane on the hand ; the use of the rod is now un- 
known. This comparative mildness is the more commendable, 
as the " Schola Liliana " appears, in the time of Erasmus, to 
have been the scene of much unnecessary severity. Expulsion 
can only be adjudged by the High Master with a reference to 
the Surveyor- Accountant, but during the many years in which 
the present High Master has held his office, a Bov has been 
removed in only one instance, and that not a case of actual ex- 
pulsion. The impositions set do not usually exceed fifty to 
one hundred lines. 



SCHOOL-HOURS.— EECREATIONS. 

The School'hours fixed in the original Ordinances were from 
7 to 11, and from 1 to 6. These «ight hours are now reduced 
to six, and the hour of assembling is put off till 9. Afternoon 
School is from 2 to 4, and the long morning hours are broken 
by an interval of a quarter of an hour. These hours are fixed 
for the convenience of the Day Scholars, some of whom come 
from Lewisham and Kingston. An "Absent List" is pre- 
pared by a Monitor or the head of each Class five minutes mer 
the hour, all Boys not in their places then being entered, and 
the " List" given up to the Master. 

There is no play-ground, and exercise can be taken only m 
the cloister under the Schoolroom ; but the Court of Governors 
rent a portion of the Kennington Oval Cricket-ground for the 
use of the Boys on Wednesdays and Saturdays during the 
cricket season. The Report of the Athletic Society is given 
below. 

The hour's interval between Schools is partly employed m 
lunch or dinner, for which, in pursuance of Dean Colet's direc- 
tion, no provision is made by the Company, though the High 
Master famishes dinner to a limited number in his own house. 
The rest of the Boys are left to seek it where they can, the 
Court declining to take any responsibility in the matter. 

The Vacations are six weeks from the Tuesdav following the 
third Thursd^ in July, the day of breaking-up ; wur weeks from 
the Tuesday allowing the third Thursday in December ; and a 
week at Whitsuntide, in lieu of the former Easter holiday. 
Wednesdays and Saturdays are half-holidays. 

The whole holidays ordered are — Shrove Tuesday, Ash Wed- 
nesday, the Queen's Birthday, Coronation Day, Founder's Day, 
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Fifth of November, Lord Mayor s Day, with days by command 
or request as before said.

Enforced attendance or personal service cannot well exist at 
a Day-school, and the Head Master discourages the slightest 
appearance of fagging. 
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EELIGIOUS OBSERVANCES AND TEACHING. . 

The statutable office of Chaplain was early abolished, though 
the name appears to linger in the School as the title of t&e 
Third Master, and the Chapel itself was not restored afber the 
Great Fire. The School has no connexion with the Cathedral, 
for "Dean Colet had a singular dislike of the clergy, and of 
Chapters especially, in his day.'* Latin prayers, two of which 
were written by Erasmus for the School, are read by the Captain 
at the beginning and end of each School-time. The religious 
teaching of the School comprises Scripture lessons and Greek 
Testament lessons, according to the !Boy's position in School. 
As there is no Chapel, there are no sermons. The High Master 
occasionally prepares candidates from the School for Confirma- 
tion, if asked to do so. Boys of all denominations are admis- 
sible to the School, provided they can produce a certificate of 
baptism. 

BOARDING-HOUSES. 

Boys from a distance are not boarded in connexion with the 
School. The Masters, following the example of the High 
Master, decline to receive Boarders in their houses, though not 
prohibited from doing so by the School authorities. The 
number of Boys answering to the description of Boarders forms 
but a small proportion of the whole ; but the Commissioners of 
1861, " after allowing due weight to the argument founded on 
Dean Colet's Ordinances in favour of keeping St. Paul's in the 
main a Day-school, think these exceptional cases not without a 
claim on the attention of the Governing Body." In past times, the 
High Master and the other Masters exercised the right of taking 
Boarders, who before 1838 formed a substantial proportion of 
the whole School (the late High Master had as many as thirty). 
At present a few Boys are boarded in the neighoourhood of 
the School.

The foundation and present constitution of Shrewsbury School 
are set forth in the Letters Patent of King Edward VI. and 
in a statute of 38 Geo. III. The former recite that in 1651, 
at the petition of the Bailiffs, Burgesses, and inhabitants of 
Shrewsbury, and of many others of the " whole neighbouring 
countiy there," the King granted the appropriated tithes oi 
several prebendal livings associated with the two dissolved 
collegiate churches of St. Mary and St. Chad, for the endow- 
ment of a Grammar School, to be called the "Libera Schola 
Grami^aticalis Regis Edvardi Sexti*." The School being 
in abeyance in the reign of Mary, was not opened till 1662, 
and the original charter was in the main superseded by the 
indenture made by Elizabeth on granting the valuable tithes 
of Chirbury to the School in 1671. This liberal donation was 
made at the instance of the first Head Master, " the excel- 
lent" Thomas Aston, or Ashton, sometime Fellow of St. John's 
College, Cambridge, who in the seven years of his Mastership 
entered 876 Scholars, and among whose pupils were Sir Philip 
Sydney, Pulk Greville (Lord Brook), and the sons of Archbishop 
Sandys. Of his pupils, 238 only were town Boys, the rest being 
alieni. In 1669 Ashton appears to have resigned his oflSlce, and 

^ The Latin name is given, as Dr. Kennedy (in a Letter to the 
Lord Chancellor, published by Landford, Shrewsbury) has argued 
that the word Libera never did nor could mean *' gratuitouSf^^ but 
"possessing a franchise by Royal Grant," as in the like phrases. 
Libera Capella, Libera Piscaria, Libera Warenna, &c. &c« 
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he then directed* the studies of the ill-fated Robert Deverenz, 
eldest son of Walter, Earl of Essex. But his subsequent interest 
in the School is evinced by his successful suit to the Queen for 
the Chirbury tithes, and he took that opportunity of consti- 
tuting the govemment of the School ** on as good a foundation 
as could be secured." 

By an indenture tripartite executed 11th February, 1677, a 
complete constitution was furnished to the School. The chief 

S»vemment was placed in the joint trust of the Bailiffs and the 
ead Master, under the general superintendence of the Bishop of 
Lichfield as Visitor, a certain control being vested in the Master 
and Fellows 6f St. John's College, Cambndg[e, who were autho- 
rized to nominate the Head Master, with limitation to a Bui^ess 
of Shrewsbury, if such could be found ; otherwise to a native ot 
Shropshire, and in default, to a *' sufficient man" of any other 
shii'e, preference being given to persons educated in the School. 
"The constitution of Shrewsbury School as settled 13th 
Elizabeth appears to be more distinctly public than tiiat of any 
ancient Foundation SchooL" 

By the Act of 38 Geo. III., the govemment of the School was 
Vested in .a body of twelve Trustees, together with the Mayor 
of Shrewsbury for the time being, five being a qjuorum. They 
were required to possess a certain property qualification, and to 
be resident in the county; and twelve months' non-residence 
was to disqualify a Trustee. On a vacancy occurring, the 
remaining Trustees were to nominate three fit persons to fill it, 
and of these the Corporation of Shrewsbury were to choose one. 
The Mayor was to be chairman, with a second or casting vote. 
The Master and Fellows of St. John's College were still to 
appoint the Head Master, without preference to Burgesses of 
Shrewsbury. 

REVENUES.— BENEFICES. 

The property held in trust for the School consists of tithes, 
money invested in the funds, the School-buildings, and Masters' 
houses, with a freehold at Grinshill. The funded estate 
amounts to 9000^., and produces an income of less than 270^. 
per annum. The principal tithe-rent charge is that derived 
from Queen Elizabeth's grant of Chirbury, which produces 
1000^. per annum; the annual value of ike whole, on an 
average of seven years — 1854 — 1860 — amounting to 2714Z. The 
total revenue in 1860 was 3097/. 5«. lid. In 1572 the value 
was 93/. Ss. 3d. ; in 1798, when the trust was vested in the 
present Trustees, 949/. 5«. 5d. 

The revenues are subject to payments to the ministers of the 
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parishes of St. Mary and Chirbury and to the curacies of 
Clive and Astley. 

The ecclesiastical benefices attached to the Foundation are : — 

The Incumbency of the parish of St. Maiy, Shrewsbury. 

The Chapeby of Astley. 

The Chapeb-y of Clive. 

The Vicarage of Chirbury. 

None of these is now held by any person who is or has been 
connected with the School as Master or Assistant Ma^r. 

VISITOEIAL AUTHORITY. 

The Bishop of Lichfield exercises certain visitorial powers in 
the right of veto upon the selection of the Head Master, and has 
authority with respect to the enactment of bye-laws and the 
alteration of salaries, by the Act of 38 Geo. III. and the scheme 
sanctioned by the Court of Chancery in 1863.

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By the Ashton Ordinances it was provided that the Chief 
Schoolmaster should be a Master of Arts of at least two years' 
standing, " well able to make a Latin verse, and learned in the 
Greek tongue." The same qualifications were required in the 
Second Master, and the third was to be of the degree of B.A. 
An Accidence School for youn^ beginners was to be established 
in connexion with the principal School. 

The Act of 1798 makes no higher degree than that of B.A. 
necessary ^to either the Head or the Second Master, upon 
whose appointment the Bishop of Lichfield may exercise a veto, 
and any Fellowship which either of them may hold is to be 
vacated within twelve months after appointment to their re- 
spective offices. The appointment of the other Masters is now- 
vested in the Head Master, and those paid by the Trustees are 
the Head and Second Masters, the Third Master, the Accidence 
Master (who also teaches Writing and Arithmetic to the Bur- 
gesses' sons), and the French Master. One Master acts as Tutor 
for all Boys below the Sixth, a ftmction peculiar to Shrewsbury 
School, the intention being, when a Ckss-Master finds that a 
Boy requires special attention out of School he may enter his 
name on a list of Boys to be taught in such department of study 
as he may think proper. The Masters mostly take Orders, the 
Bishop of Lichfield accepting the Mastership as a Title. They 
have no voice by right in the direction of the studies of the 
School, but the Head Master makes a point of consulting them, 
and they usually meet once a week for the purpose of discussing 
School questions. The Head Master has power ta modify the 
system and course of Study, and to change the Books and 
editions used in the School. 

BUKGESSES' SONS. 

The Ashton Ordinances make no provision for free education 
to the sons of Burgesses. They fix a graduated scale of pay- 
ments for admission, ranging from ten shillings for a lord's son 
to fourpence for every Burgess's son (bom within the liberties), 
" if he DC of ability ;" but by the Act of 1798 it was provided, 
apparently for the first time, that the sons of Burgesses should 
be educated gratuitously. . " The effect of this last provision 
has been greatly modified by the Municipal Reform Act of 
1835, which has produced and must yet produce a perpetual 
diminution of the old Burgesses." Before the passing of that 
Act the Corporation made Burgesses as they thought proper 
" on petition." These Boys may be regarded as Foundationers, 
but the term is not in use at Shrewsbury School. 
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The numbers in the School in August were 183, — ^Boarders, 
Burgesses' sons, and Day Boys without privilege, — some of the 
latter boarding in the town with persons to whom their parents 
have confided them. 

There is no fixed limit to the age of admission. Formerly 
children were admitted at the age of 6, " if qualified to begin 
the Latin accidence." The m^ority of Boys now enter between 
the ages of 11 and 16, upon such examination as is sufficient to 
determine their Forms. A new Boy is never made a Praepostor ; 
with this exception he may be placed in any remove for which 
he is considered fit. By a rule in the ** Scheme " of the Court 
of Chancery, superannuation takes place at the age of 20. Some 
Boys stay seven or eight years at the School, othe* only one or 
two, coming to close their education before entering some pro-> 
fession or business. This is especially the case with those from 
Lancashire.

Boys rise in the School altogether by proficiency. " Age and 
standmg, however, in character and conduct are sometimes re^ 
ferred to, both in striking a balance and in promotion at Lady 
Day and Michaelmas, when there are no general Examinajtions.

Iirench, though obligatory (except on the PrSBpostors), dots 
not count in l^amlnations. 

The amount of Classical work and the number of books read 
is very large, and the success at the Universities, especially 
Cambridge, proportionable. About three hours are given to 
private preparation and composition, which is done out of 
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School, by the Sixth. English prose composition is carefully 
considered. There is no English verse prize: formerly, Boys 
occasionally sent in a voluntary copy of verses. In Latin 
repetition about fifty lines of Virgil are taken at a time. 

In the Sixth Form at Shrewsbury the Head Master is accus- 
tomed to have in use at the same time one Greek book, verse or 
frose, with one Latin book, prose or verse, as Thucydides and, 
lorace, or JEschylus and Livy ; and about eighiy Imes of one 
are said with forty of the other at second and third lessons. A 
book or a play is finished before passing to another author, and 
stress is Md on the preparation of matter as well as of style and 
verbal criticism. Each Bov called up reads from ten to twenty 
lines of the author, and then the English, — ^not being stopped 
unless actually wrong, but liable to correction at the close. He 
is questioned in parsing, illustration, &c., and then marked. 
The Head Master resumes the lesson by construe, comment, 
and explanation. Places are not taken m the School during 
lesson. In the Fifth, at the beginning of a lesson, the last 
lesson is read into English by the lower Boys, and that for the 
day then construed, each Boy reading into English the portion 
construed by the Boy called up before him, and then proceeding 
to the fresh part of the lesson. A written translation of more 
difficult passages is sometimes required and brought up imme- 
diately mer lesson. The Boys of the Upper School are advised 
and expected to read a great deal of matter not included in 
School lessons, and have a Library containing Grote, Merivale, 
Macaulay, &c. The order of the Fourth Form ip changed onc« 
a month, according to the average of the Boys' marks given for 
each lesson, and summed up weekly. After the day's lesson is 
literally construed, questions are asked haphazard, and that of 
the previous day is then gone over if time allows. This, in the 
lower Forms, precedes the day's work, both being done literally. 
The marks are added and stated at the end of the week, and at 
the beginning of each month the Boys take new order. The 
Upper and Lower Third construe and take grammar lessons 
separately. In the others they are taken together. 

About 1000 lines of original Latin verse and 300 of trans- 
lation are written in the year by the Sixth. The former is 
written only occasionally in the Fifth, while nearly 1000 are 
translated from Oxenham and Wilkins. Iambics (and occasion- 
ally in the Sixth Trochaics or AnapsBstics for the best Scholars) 
are written by the Sixth and Upper Fifth, and prose is written 
from Palaestra Stili, Curriculum, or Arnold. Two copies of 
weekly translation in Latin verse and one in prose are given 
up in the Fourth, with one in Greek prose. Walford, Bradley, 
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and Arnold are used for Latin verse- and prose ; no Greek com- 
position. There is no original French composition practised. 
Arithmetic, Euclid, and Algebra form part oi the regular work 
of every Boy, hut those sufficiently advanced are taught 
Trigonometiy, Conic Sections, Mechanics, and Differential 
and Integral Calculus. Each Boy is also required to bring 
at one of the lessons an exercise set at the previous lesson. 

The Classical reading of the Sixth includes all the higher 
Greek and Latin writers; Fontenelle, Montesquieu, Fenelon, 
&c., in French. The Fifth reads Homer, Euripides, Xenophon, 
Cicero, Tacitus, Virgil» Fenelon, La Fontaine, &c, ; the Upper 
Fourth, Xenophon, Virgil, Ovid, Livy, and Palaestra ; Fleunr's 
Histoire ; the Lower Fourth, Ovid, Arnold (First Greek Boot), 
and Falsestra; and the lower Forms, Arnold, Pakestra, Tiro^ 
cinium, and Latin Accidence, beyond which last the First Form 
does not proceed. 

Text-books not named are Kennedy's Latin and Greek 
Grammars, Liddell's and Smith's Histories, Student's Hume, 
Child's History of Kome, &c., Butler's Geography, Sinclair's 
Catechism; Colenso, Drew, Parkinson, Todhunter, and Bar- 
nard Smith, for Mathematics, <&c. ; Fougers' Classiques, De Fivas 
(Grammaire), Bonnechose, Gasc, and Hall. 

The hours are from 7.45 to 8.45 or 9 ^ 10 to 12, and 3 to 5 ; 
but on Tuesdays and Thursdays 3 to 4. Saturday is a half- 
holiday. In liiese hours there are given weekly in the Sixth 
Form ten Greek and ten Latin lessons, two in History, one in 
Divinity (besides the Sunday lesson), three Mathematical and 
one French. In the Fifth Form the Greek lessons are eight. 
In the Fourth, there are seven lessons in Greek, and six in 
Latin, and one of two hours in French; in the lower Forms 
there are eight lessons in Latin, three in Greek, four in Arith- 
metic, and two in French, besides the other subjects not given in 
detidl. 

Mathematics are part of the regular studies, and therefore 
obligatory. The School follows the Classical Forms. Each 
Form is taken generally in three divisions, sometimes as one 
class. As a rule, sHH Boys have four hours of Mathematics in 
the week, except the Sixth Form, which is taken for three. 
The Differential Calculus is read to some extent. If a Boy has 
decided powers and taste for Mathematics, with industry and 
good conduct, he is excused from verse composition and allowed 
to follow his bent. 

In French also the Classical organization of the School is pre- 
served, but the divisions of the Forms do not always coincide. 

The Sixth Form has occasionally received lessons in German 
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from the Head Miister, and priyate lessons are taken £rom the 
Modem Langaa^e Master. 

There is no Drawing Class, bnt Bojs attend the School of 
Design in Shrewsbury. Boys intended for the professions of 
engineer or surveyor, ''or even solicitors and sureeons," are 
frequently excused some of the School- work to enable them to 
attend the Classes. 

*' Extra private reading, when allowed at Shrewsbury, as it is 
in a few cases, is designed to bring a Boy forward in some sub* 
ject which is of importance to him." 

Music and Natural Science are not at present taught publicly. 
The School possesses some models and diagrams in Natural 
Philosop^, but no experimental apparatus. By virtue of a gift 
fr^m the Head Master, the twebre head Bojs are ex officio Mem- 
bers of the Natural History and Antiquarian Society of Shrews- 
bury, which has a museum and £ur library. A very efficient 
Musical Choir has been organized for the School Chapel. 

Day Boys. 

Both classes. Boarders and Day Boys, pay the same Tuition- 
fees, and receive the same instruction, excepting the nightly 
Scripture readin^i. In School they are on a tooting of equality, 
but out of School they do not seem to see much of each other, 
especially in the lower part of the School. The Day Boys are 
in every respect the social equals of the Boarders, but the great 
majority go nome after School, and take little part in its amuse- 
ments. To the extent of not being under School control out of 
hours, they are exempt from its discipline, though they may be, 
and often are. Praepostors ; and they are not allowed to wear the 
School cap except m hours and in going or coming. They are 
freely admitted to the cricket-ground ; but that being at present 
rented by the Head Master, i£ey have not an equal right in it 
with i^e Boarders. 

Private Tuition, — The tutorial system of Eton, Harrow, and 
Bugby, does not exist at Shrewsbury ; but a few Boys take 
private lessons occasionally, the charge in sVich cases being 16 
guineas a year for an hour every day, with a reduction for two 
Boys joining in the same lesson. Such tuition is allowed only 
on request of parents, and forms no part of the recognized School 
system ; a necessary restriction is that subjects forming part of 
the School- work shall not be read privately. The arran^ment 
b^ which all Boys below the Sixth requiring special assistance 
will be entrusted to the charge of one Master, is intended to 
supersede private tuition. 
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EXAMINATIONS.— PKIZES AND EXHIBITIONS. 

The principal stimulant to work appears to be the desire to oh- 
tain a high place in the School, and Boys rise freely by proficiency. 
The examinations are held twice a year (though promotion takes 
place four times), and with the peculiarity that they are com- 
menced before the Christmas and Midsummer holidays and con- 
cluded on the reassembling of the School in February and August. 
There is no change of places in the Upper School between ex- 
aminations, which accordingly determine the Exhibitions also, 
when no preferential claim is advanced on the groimd of birth. 
These, as vacancies occur, are fiUed up by the Boys according to 
position, but they are open to challenge. The subjects for Com* 
position prizes are given out before the Vacation, and a large part 
of the Examinations in the Sixth consists of Original IVansla* 
tion, Philology, and other subjects not admitting of preparation, 
IVizes are given in all subjects, including iSrench, and some 
for Verses and Essays. A special Shrewsbury prize, the " Aggre- 
gate Merit Prize,' is given to the Boy, or, in case of near 
equality, the Boys who nave done best generally in conduct as 
well as work, in all Forms but the Sixth. Another kind of 
reward, also peculiar to Shrewsbury, is " Merit Money." Each 
month the marks are considered, both those given for work, 
and the merit marks for punctuality at Chapel, good exercises, 
and other grounds, and when merit money is deserved, a sum is 
awarded proportioned to the BoVs place in SchooL This money 
is charged m the accounts. The maximum is half-a-guinea, 
attainable only by the Head Boy. The highest rate for Prse- 
postors is 6*. ; for the Lower Sixth and Upper Fifth, 5*. ; Lower 
Fifth, 4». ; "then it goes down to Ss, 6d, ; and the little Boys 
would only get half-a-crown at most : they would not get the 
maximum imless they had all V's, i. e. all the highest marks/ 
Otherwise, the merit money diminishes down to one shilling, the 
TninimiiTn. If it is a very little Boy, he may be pleased with 
the smaller coin of sixpence, but that is very seldom put down." 
Shrewsbury School is rich in Exhibitions. The Scholar- 
ships, &c., appropriate to it are in value about 12002. per annum, 
and those contingent to it, 840/. About one-fouith of this 
amount is without limitation, and nearly the whole is open in 
default of oualified preferential candidAtes, whose number is 
small. The Exhibitions, &c., vary in value from 10/. to 63Z. per 
annum, and are tenable from three to eight years. Some are 
free, and tenable at anv College in either University ; the majo- 
rity, however, are tenable at particular Colleges only. In nearly 
all cases, as will be seen by the following Mst, preferences are 
given to the sons of Burgesses, and in some, to Founder's kin.

Electioirto the Careswell Exhibitions and Prizes is nuide by 
an Examiner sent by the Dean of Christ Church, who examines 
in Homer, Virgil, Greek Testament, and translation into Latin 
Prose. The Millington Scholarships are decided at Magdalen 
College, Cambridge. 

MONITOKIAL SYSTEM. 
The Prsepostors are the sole Monitors of Shrewsbury School, 
except that FiftJbi Form Boys fiU the office of School Monitor for 
a week by rotation, for the purpose described in the next section. 
They are usually the first twelve Boys in the School, obtaining 
their rank by literary merit solely, but not losing it by a change 
of places in examination. They wear hats, may carry canes, are 
not confined to bounds, and go home a day sooner ihan the other 
Boys. They read the Lessons in Chapel and call the School- 
roll ; but the importance of their position mainly results fi*om the 
relation in which they stand to the Head Master on the one 
hand and to the School on the other in matters of discipline ; 
and on entering on their office they " engage by signature on 
the part of the School to do and to prevent many things, and they 
fulfil their engagements." 

The Praepostors can set impositions to a limited extent, but 
may not now cane. This disuse of corporal punishment and 
their recognized position in maintenance of discipline, distin- 
guishes the Momtorial System of Shrewsbury &om that of the 
other great Public Schools. 
Day Boys of the Sixth form are often Prsepostors.

DISCIPLINE. 

The cane is not in use at Shrewsbury School. Flogging is 
very rare, and inflicted by the Head Master only, and only " for 
moral offences or serious or repeated indiscipline, bullying, or 
wilful disrespect." Flogging takes place in the Library, in pre- 
sence of the " Monitor of the Form." Boys in the Sixth are 
exempted. Public expulsion has occurred only once under Dr. 
Kennedy, and but very few Boys have been privately dismissed 
in the same time. 
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The customary punishments are Detentions below the Sixth, 
and Impositions in the Sixth Form. One of the Masters has 
the salfuried office of Secretary for Discipline. Bojs who have 
no penal marks, and in the summer those who are in the three 
first classes, are allowed to go home on the Saturday preceding 
the Wednesday of breaking-up. 

C. P. — Ck>mmon Penal, implies fifty lines of Milton to be 
written out. 

E. P. — Extra Penal, implies detention with School-work of 
half an hour with a Master. 

I. L. — Idle List, subjects a Boy to detention for an hour and a 
half on Tuesday, Thursday, or Saturday afternoon. A Boy may 
be punished by so many I. L.s, or may be put on for an inde« 
finite time. The Sixth is punished bv C. P. only as a rule. No 
C. P. is required to be shown up on Monday morning. 

The School Monitor acts as clerk to the *' Secretary for Disci- 
pline." Before the end of lessons he carries round the penal box, 
m which each Master deposits his paper of punishments or com- 
plaints. At second lesson he carries round the sick books and 
the " penal sheet,'* a daily MS. on which the Secretary writes 
the newly-given penal marKs and old C. P. due ; and these are 
read out to the several Forms. 

On the pa^e opposite to that containing the penal marks, 
those for merit are entered. Merit marks are awaraed monthly. 
The greatest number obtainable by one Boy is twelve — ^viz. 
for ^ood classical, mathematical, and French work, 2 each ; 
exercises, 2; punctual attendance at Chapel, 2; absence of 
penal marks, 2. Four merit marks purchase a half-holiday in 
the ensuing month ; any higher numoer is rewarded by merit 
money. 

Half-yearly Beports of progress and conduct are sent to the 
parents of the Boys. 

FAGGING. 

Four Fags are allowed to the PrsBpostonr* room in weekly 
rotation from all the School below the Sixth; they are em- 
ployed in laying the breakfast things, running on errands, and 
so forth. Ijiere is no individual fagging. On certain days all 
Boys are required to attend at football, the Praepostors engaging 
to exempt Boys named by the Head Master as unfitted to join 
in the game. Beyond this there is no fiigging at games. 

KECREATIONS.— HOLIDAYS. 
It is provided by the old statutes that " the Scholars shall 
play upon Thursday, unless there be a holy day in the week, and 
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no day else, unless it be at the earnest request and great 
entreaty of some man of honour, or of great credit, worship, 
or authority;" and that their play shall be "shooting in the 
longbow and chess play; and no other games, unless it be 
running, "wrestling, or leaping." Ashton instituted occasional 
dramatic representations. Churchyard mentions these plays, 
and gives a description of the Quarry and its rural theatre as he 
saw them. 

Saturday is now the half-holiday ; but there are others occa- 
sional and of custom — as for University honours — which amount 
almost to a second in the week. School closes at 5 on 
Monday, Wednesday, and Friday ; on Tuesday and Thursday at 
•4. Cricketers can make nearly four hours a day. FootbaU is 
compulsory on all except Day Boys, the juniors usually keeping 
the goal. There is a small play-ground of about three-quarters 
of an acre near the School with a fives-court ; and the Head 
Master rents a cricket-ground of four acres at the distance of half 
a mile. The Commissioners reconmiend that the Trustees should 
buy or rent a permanent play-ground suited to the size of the 
School. 

Besides cricket, football, and races, there is boating for Boys 
above the Fourth who can swim, and a regularly o^nmized 
regatta. Swimming is taught by a Bathing Master, ^ere is 
also a rifle corps. Provision is made for quoits and gymnastic 
exercises, in which prizes are pven two or three times a year. 
Bounds extend to a sufficient distance northwards, but Boys are 
forbidden to cross the river or to go into the town. There is an 
Acknowledged head who manages the games for the School, and 
imposes the necessary subscriptions for their support. 

The School Library is a handsome room. In 1815 it was 
taken down aa far as the windows, and rebuilt, at an expense of 
1860^., with a Gothic roof and windows. It contains many rare 
and first editions of Classics and other scarce books. The Boys 
have access to it for School-work, but have not the use of the 
books. 

The School-year is thirty-six weeks. The holidays are eight 
weeks in June and July, and eight in December and January. 
Formerly a few days were allowed in the middle of each half-year 
for the Boys to visit their Mends, and the vacations were then 
seven weeks each.

RELIGIOUS SERVICES AND INSTRUCTION. 

Besides the Divinity lesson on Monday there is a morning 
lesson on Sundays after' prayers (which are then read in the 
great School) in Greek Testament, Paley or Butler, Bible 
History, or Catechism. The Boarders attend Morning Service at 
St. Mary's Church, and at 3 p.m. Evening Service in the Chapel, 
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wKen the Day Bovs are also present, and when the Head Master, 
who is also Chaplain and Catechist, preaches. The Chapel is a 
handsome structure, richly emhellished with ancient and gro- 
tesque carvings and fretwork, and contains the arms of the 
Founders and Head Masters. A large numher of Bojs attend 
the monthly Communion. Attendance is voluntary, and entirely 
severed £rom School discipline. 

There are Morning and Evening Prayers throughout the week, 
with Scripture readings and an exposition or commentary. 

The Diviniiy lesson for Monday morning is prepared the 
previous evening from 7 to 9. 

BOARDING-HOUSES. 
Boarders are received in — 

1. Head Master's School-house, or Senior HaU. 

2. Head Master's rented house adjoining, or Junior HaU. 
In this a Matron and another Master reside. Boys pass from it 
to the Senior Hall. 

3. Second Master's house — accommodating about 20 Boys. 

4. The Master of Modem Languages has of late years been 
allowed to receive four Boarders. This is not to be regarded as a 

' Some Boys board in houses in the town, an usage the discon- 
tinuance of which is reconmiended by the Public Schools Com- 
mission. 

The Head Master rents a third house, laid out in studies, one 
to every four Boys; and in this his Boarders chiefly live, 
dining and sleeping in his other houses. There are also three 
conmion rooms for the Seniors, in one of which there is a good 
library, to which each Praepostor gives a guinea on leaving 
School. After tea, all Boys not in common rooms attend in 
great School with a Master to prepare work. At 5 minutes to 9, 
Prayer Bell rings to summon all Boys, servants, &c. Junior 
Boys go to bed at 9.30, the Seniors remaining in common room 
till 10.15. All Boys are dressed in the morning at 7.30. 

The Head Master's houses accommodate about 70 Boys. Five 
sleep in the larger bedrooms, three in the smaller. All are 
ventilated. ' 

The scale of charges is the same for Boarders in all School- 
houses. 

The Diet is uniform. Breakfast at 9 ; tea, sugar, milk, bread 
and butter. Dinner, 2 p.m. ; two meats, vegetables, bread, 
beer, pudding or tart four times a week. Tea from 6.15 to 7.16, 
aocoroing to season; supply as at breakfast. In the Head 
Master's houses, rations oi tea and sugar are given out twice a 
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week in the Senior Hall ; in the Junior the Matron makes tea 
for all Boys. 

" Bovs bring to School two pairs of sheets. No other charge is 
made for furniture. Mischief is checked hj occasional fines 
levied on the weekly allowance."

Westminsteb School is a Collegiate School attached to the 
Collegiate Church of St. Peter s, Westminster, and founded, or 
rather restored, in 1660, by Queen Elizabeth, for the free educa- 
tion of 40 Scholars in Latin, Greek, and Hebrew ; with prefer- 
ence, to which attention does not appear to have been ever given, 
to Choristers and sons of Chapter Tenants. There seems to have 
been a School attached to the Abbey long anterior to 1660 (Car- 
lisle), but unpossessed of any charter, of which Udall was Master 
in 1666. Tne statutes of Queen Elizabeth were apparently 
never confirmed, but have been always regarded as authori- 
tative, and in the chief particulars observed. The Scholars were 
to have a small annual sum for commons in Hall, and were to 
receive gowns. In addition to the 40 Scholars, the Masters 
were to be allowed to educate with them other Boys, to the 
number of 80, of whom some were to be admitted as " pen- 
sioners," — ^that is, permitted to have commons in Hall with the 
Scholars upon payment for them being guaranteed by a Tutor, 
probably the Dean or one of the Prebenoaries. The stipends of 
the two Masters and the maintenance of the Scholars constitute 
a charge on the revenues of the Chapter, the School not being 
endowed. Each of the 40 Scholars was also required to provide 
himself with a Tutor, responsible to the College for his share of 
any excess in the expense of the Scholars* commons beyond the 
statutable allowance. 

^ The old motto, which the present Head Master proposes to re- 
store, is given. ** In Patriam Populumque " dates only from the 
latter part of the eighteenth century. 
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GOVERNMENT. 
The ^vemment of the whole School, as relates to the dis- 
cipline, instruction, and ordinary School regulations, rests with 
the Head Master, subject, as respects the 40 Scholars, to the 
authority of the Dean. 

VISITOR. 

The Queen is Visitor. The yisitorial authority was last 
exercised in 1846. 

The limitation to 80 of the number of Fensionarii, Oppidani, 
or Peregrini, has not been observed, at least since 1600, and the 
number of Foundation Scholars was below 40 from 1841 to 
1847. In 1843, the entire number of Boys was only 77. Since 
1849 there has been but little variation ; in 1854 there were 
141, in 1860, 123. At Midsummer last the School contained 
148 Boys.

The only statutable Masters (as thev may be called) are the 
Head Master and Under Master, the Archididascalus and Hy- 
podidascalus, who receive fixed stipends from the Dean and 
Chapter. 

The Head and Under Masters are appointed by the Dean of 



3 Masters of Boarding-houses. 
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Clirist Cliurcli and the Master of Trinity alternately, with the 
consent of the Dean of Westminster. The Head Master ap- 
points all the Assistants of the Upper School. There is eyidenc^ 
that there was a third Master as early as 1600, and from the re- 
cords of a dispute in 1657 hetween Dr. Bushy and Dr. Bagshawe, 
the then Under Master " and a very quarrelsome personage," 
it seems that the former had appointed an Assistant to himself. 
There are now four Classical Assistant Masters, in addition to 
the Head and Under Masters, none of whom has more than 
about 25 Boys to teach. A French " Extra " Master was added 
in 1826, but, with the Mathematical Master, was not placed on 
the staff till 1846. 

There are no periodical meetings of the Masters of the 
School. Meeting are arranged when any subject presents itself 
reouiring discussion. 

The Under Master is especially charged with the superin- 
tendence of the Queen's Scholars. He assembles them in College 
every evening at 10 o'clock for prayers. He usually attends for 
grace at the Hall-dinner, where, in his absence, the Captain is 
responsible for the regularity of the Hall. He visits the Scholars 
in sickness, and takes general cognizance of their behaviour out 
of School. He prepares those who have been confirmed for 
Communion four times a year, when such Scholars are expected 
to communicate. 

The Boarding-house Masters, besides their School duties, 
superintend the evening studies of the Boys in their houses. 
They read prayers morning and evening, and are present at 
meals : owing to which, and to the sufficient provision by means 
of domestic servants for all needfril attendance, the fagging in 
the Boarding-houses has never been onerous. 

The head Boy in each house is specially charged with the 
duty of enforcing order and disciplme at all times when the 
Master is not present. 

QUEEN'S SCHOLARS. 

The Foundation consists of 40 Boys, caDed Queen's Scholars. 

Candidates tor the Foundation are admitted by open com- 
petition for vacancies, which average ten or more, at Whitsun- 
tide in each year. Under the statutes, cap. 6, they are to be 
annually examined by the Electors, with whom also rests the 
selection of those Boys among the Seniors who are to be ad- 
mitted to the University Exhibitions. These Electors are the 
Dean of Westminster, the Dean of Christ Church, the Master 
of Trinity College, Cambridge (aided by two Examiners from 
their respective Colleges), and the Head Master; and this is 
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formally tbe case, the Boys being tested in some author before 
the Electors. The candidates have heretofore been selected from 
Boys who have been a year in the School, and who are under 15 
on the 1st of January of the year of election. 

The chief test of qualification for the Foundation is " the 
Challenge ;" which, as described by Dr. Liddell, is essentially the 
same as when Carlisle wi-ote (1818). The candidates, commonly 
between 20 and 30, are presented to the Mastei in the order of 
their Forms, from the Fourth upwards. The last two Boys 
having previously prepared a cei-tain portion of Greek Epigrjim 
and Ovid, with the aid of Scholars called " Helps " (and with 
whom they have worked weeks or months before), begin before 
the Head Master as moderator, the lower Boy being cnallenger. 
If he can correct any fault in translation, he takes the place of 
the other, who becomes challenger, and proceeds in the same way. 
Grammatical questions follow ; and at the end of this competition, 
which may last for several hours, the upper Boy has to prepare 
for his subsequent challenge against the Boy next above him. 
The struggle usually lasts from six to ei^ht weeks, an^ the head 
Boys are chosen into College to fill the vacancies caused by 
election to the Universities. Those immediately below them 
are chosen, as vacancies may occur in the year, after an examina- 
tion by papers among themselves. The Help stands by while 
the challenges are going on, and acts as counsel : his previous 
assistance is not imperatively enforced, but a Boy would have 
little chance of success in the examination if he worked alone ; 
and there is a stimulus on both sides, the Help having the 
power of punishing for idleness, and receiving a present of 5L 
worth of Dooks if his " man " succeeds. Queen's Scholars now 
appear rarely to act a*. " Helps," being too much occupied with 
their own work for Election. 

The position obtained in the Challenge, or the order in College, 
was formerly retained during the period of stay — four years — 
without being affected by a Scholar's place in Class; but by a 
recent change, a Boy can obtain promotion in the list of his 
own year. The Scholars are named according to their year. 
Senior Election, Third, Second, and Junior Election. The pre- 
sent Head Master has modified the Challenge in some points. 
He holds a preliminary examination which determines the order 
in which the candidates shall present themselves, and modifies 
the final result by mea.ns of marks obtained for papers in Latin 
prose, elementary Mathematics, and French. 

The accommodation provided for the Queen's Scholars has 
been much improved since 1841. In that j^ear there was one 
large dormitory, in which the Scholais also hved by day^ They 
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dined, as at present, in the College Hall, and resorted for break* 
fast (and for lodging and the whole of their board when sick) to 
the Boarding-houses to which they had belonged when Town 
Boys. No breakfasts were then provided by the Dean and 
Chapter, or at least few availed themselves of the allowance 
of bread and cheese and beer which, it has been stated, was 
made by the Dean and Chapter. The cost of maintenance, 
coupled with that for tuition, averaged at that time from 80^. to 
1001. per annum. Under the advice and superintendence of 
Dr. Buckland in 1846, and again more recently, many improve- 
ments have been effected, by furnishing all meals at the cost 
of the establishment; by providing under the dormitory two 
large rooms for the Queen's Scholars to work in, one for th6 
Upper and one for the Junior Elections ; the former has eight 
private studies partitioned off, each commonly occupied by two 
Boys ; by rearranging the dormitory (in 1860), wluch is now 
divided into for^ distmct sleeping-places, or ** cubicles," ranged 
on each side of a central passage, and separated by close per- 
manent partitions of about eight feet high, and from the passage 
by curtain-panelled partitions ; by building a sanatorium at the 
end of the dormitory, with rooms for a resident Matron, and 
by attention to other material comforts. At the same time the 
dhapter undertook that the total expense of each Scholar should 
not exceed 4&L per annum. Since the payment of the debt 
incurred for the above improvements, tnis charge has been 
reduced to SU, or SSL a head. The Chapter has also recently 
erected a symnasium for the School at a considerable expense. 
The Sdiolars now breakout, dine, and sup in Hall. The 

Duality of the food is good, the improvement dating from Dean 
Auckland's time. They now have beef and mutton on alternate 
davs. The Seniors carve for themselves, the Juniors being 
helped by the butler. Pastry is allowed on certain days. 

The chaise of the College, as stated, rests, under the general 
superintendence of the Head Master, with the Under Master, 
who occupies a house communicating bypass^ewith the dormi- 
tory. 

BISHOP WILLIAMS' SCHOLAKS. 

In addition to the Queen's Scholars there are four Boys on 
the foundation of Bishop Williams (Lord Keeper in James I.'s 
reign), whom he appears to have intended adding to the old 
Poxmdation, but never provided funds for carrying his purpose 
into effect. The matter was investigated in the Court of Ilx- 
chequer, and in 1836 the Master entrusted with the inquiry 
found t^at the original deed of foundation, if>ever lexecuted, 
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was Lost or not to be discovered, but that certain of its intended 
provisions were recited in a deed conveying a rent-charge for the 
Denefit of the Foundation. The order made in the Court of 
Exchequer directs the election of four Scholars from Boys bom 
in Wales and the diocese of Lincoln alternately, and in de&ult 
of these, from Westminster. Vacancies are advertised. The 
Boys were to be provided with blue etowns, and to receive the 
rest of their dividends in books. Dr. Xiiddell abolished the blue 
^own, and offered to parents to remit all tuition-fees, on condi- 
tion tiiat the money (about 17^.) payable to each Boy yearly 
should be added to the School-frmds ; and this is. the existing 
usage. These benefactions are stated by a witness before the 
Public Schools Commission to be ''of very great service, but 
more to the individuals than to the School. &ey are helps to 
persons who in any case would be inclined to sena their sons to 
the School ; but the value is not sufficient to attract Boys from 
a wide sphere, because the mere expense of travelling two or 
three times a year to and from Wales would amount to a very 
considerable pro^rtion of the Exhibition itself," The same 
may be said of Lincoln, though in a less degree. 

AEEANGEMENT OF THE SCHOOL.— 
COURSE OP STUDY, 

The School — Queen's Schohirs and Town Boys being comprised 
under the one term — ^is arranged at present for teaching purposes 
into six Divisions, usually comprising each two Forms.

The Under Fourth and Under School are taken at present by 
the Under Master. The Head Master takes the Sixth Form 
and regulates the general course of study and the Books used ; 
sulject, as to the Queen's Scholars, to his general subordination 
to the Dean. When Hebrew was taught, it appears that there 
was a small additional Form called the Seventh ; and besides 
the Third and Second, the Under School has at times had a 
lower Form, called the Petty Form. The School-lists were first 
printed in 1851. 

Mathematics were introduced into the School system in 1828 ; 
French in 1846. 
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Every Dirision is now rearranged into two Classes fcft 
Mathematics and also for French: the more advanced Pupils 
in each being sent to the French Master, while the others are 
tan^ht by one of the Classical Masters of the School. No other 
modem language is taught. Portions of English Classics are 
frequently set for holiday tasks. Courses of Lectures upon 
Natural Science have lately been given once a year by Dr. Noad. 

Promotion is chiefly by Classics and the co^ate subjects; 
some weight however is allowed to Mathematical proficiency, 
and Form Marks are given both for Mathematics and French, 
which are added into the total of marks of the Term, and thus 
affect the Bemoves obtained. Mathematics rate at a proportion 
of one-fourth in the examination for Studentships and Exhi- 
bitions. 

The French Examination Marks, like the Mathematical, are 
priuted separately, and prizes given accordinglv ; but the Form 
Marks enter into the general result, as has been said above. 
.The French Examination of the Seniors is submitted by the 
Head Master to the Electors, and they take account of the results 
in deciding the Election. 

Music and Drawing are voluntary studies. The Drawing 
Master attends for three periods of two months each, or more if 
requirod, and each Pupil is usually taught for three hours 
weekly. A Singing Class is formed £rom time to time by the 
Abbey Organist, the Boys of which now form the choir at the 
School Services on Saints Days in the Abbey. 

P^vate Studies, without the direction of private Tutors, but 
under the genersd control of the Head Master, appear to have 
been followed formerly at Westminster with distinguished suc- 
cess. Each Senior Boy so studying was had up once a fort- 
night for an examination, which lasted about three-quarters of 
an hour, and tested the reality of his private work; and a 
witness before the Commissioners of 1861 stated that he had 
read the JEneid twice, the Iliad and Odyssey twice, the Ana- 
basis and CyropsBdia, Sophocles, about twelve Tragedies of 
Euripides, the Tusculan Questions, and Sallust, in this manner ; 
and he added that there were many cases of similar hard reading 
in his time. 

Eemoves are eiven mainly according to proficiency, estimated 
partly by weekly marks for lessons and exercises, partly by 
examination. Twice a year, at Christmas and Whitsuntide, 
Trials take place, in which the School is required to translate on 
paper passages firom Greek and Latin into English, and from 
English into Latin, prose and verse, with no previous pre- 
jparation. Marks are given for this, and examinations, vivd 
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wee und on paper, are conducted by the Masters, by which the 
work of the Term is tested, no Master examining his own 
Form. There is also an Examination in Aueust, but no " Trials." 
The marks for examination are then combined in certain pro- 
portions with those for Form-work, and the places are fixed by 
the result. Classics reckon as two-thirds of the whole work, 
the other third being attainable by Greek Testament and Scrip- 
tural subjects, History, Geography, and English, as far as 
answers to historical and other questions, on paper, may be con^ 
sidered English Composition. 

The rule at Westminster, that each classical lesson should 
begin with the translation of the piece done in the last lesson, 
has been abolished. No places are taken in the Sixth Form. 
In lower Forms, passages, phrases, and words are marked to 
be translated or explained on paper, and selected so as to compel 
thought and accuracy ; and before lesson each Boy is allowed 
and enoouraeed to bring his difficulties to the Master to be el- 
plained, " and this permission is used to a very satisfiustory ex- 
tent." Sometimes onl^ difficult passages are construed ; others 
(with closed books) bein^ given in English for re-translation, 
mvd voce. As the Examinations approach, the subjects are re- 
vised, considerable portions being taken. In the Greek Testa^ 
ment lesson, the English is read back into the original. 

Below the Sixth, marks are given to the Principes of each 
Form, in the proportion of one to every three Boys. Thus, in 
a Form of 15, the head Boy has 5, the second 4, and so down- 
wards. 

In the Sixth, Thucydides, Demosthenes, Plato, Homer, the 
Greek Tragedians, Tacitus, Livy and Cicero, Plautus, Lucretius, 
Virgil, Horace, Ac, are read ; in the Remove, shorter portions of 
the same authors; in the Shell, Herodotus, Homer, Yirgil, 
SaUust, Terence. The Upper and Middle Fifth read Homer, 
Xenophon, Virgil, Caesar, Ovid, &c.; the Under Fifth nearly 
the same ; Ovid, Nepos, and Greek Epigrams are read in the 
Upper Fourth ; Ovid, Nepos, and Greek Delectus ( Wilkins) in 
the Under Fourth ; and ^sop, Ovid, Nepos, or Latin Delectus 
and Latin Beader (Jacob), in the Under School. 

In Composition, the Sixth writes English and Latin prose 
and verse, original and translated. On Tuesday and Friday 
afternoons the Class usually does a piece of composition or 
translation under the eye of the Head Master without Lexicon. 
The Greek Iambics, about twenty-five copies yearlv, are usually 
from Shakspeare. Some of the Latin prose is done in Com- 
position Lecture, from Kennedy's ** PaUestra Still Latini," and 
on Friday afternoons a Greek kanslation is written^ under the

eye of the Head Master, without Lexioon. About twenty-five copies 
of Latin prose and thirty of verse are written in the year ; and 
about thirty copies, from Macaulay, &c., of French. The Eemove 
and Upper Shell write about thirty-three copies of orimial 
Latin verse, and about thirty-six and thirty-eight of transited 
verse and prose respectively; about thirty-two Greek trans- 
lations from Grecian History, or passa^ given on paper by the 
Master, and the same quantity of French, or French into 
English ; Greek pro se (Arnold, Howard, <&c.), and Latin verse 
and prose, from Walford, Yonge, Bradley, are written in the 
intermediate Forms above the Third, the Latin of the Under 
Shell and Upper Fifbh being occasionally written fr^m selections 
of English Authors. Weekly French translations are given up 
by the same Forms ; and English and Latin exercises are writ- 
ten each week by the last three Forms, the former consisting of 
translations from Ovid, &c., and abstracts of fisu^ and ex- 
planations of chapters in the Gospels, previously gone over with 
the Master. Bapier, Henry, and Ellis, are the Text-books for 
the Latin verse and prose in these classes. 

Besides Hie Text-books named, others are, Wordsworth^ 
Greek and Kennedy's Latin Grammar (likely to be altered) ; 
Westminster Fasti and Plautus; Historia Grseca (selected for 
the School) ; Penrose (Elegiacs) ; Wake and Sinclair on the Gate- 
ehism. In Mathematics, Colenso, Todhunter ; in French, Delille, 
Beleze, Sti^venard. 

No amiotated books are allowed in School-time, and the same 
rule appears to be observed at all the Schools. 

School hours are the same throughout the School: almost 
all Boys have four hours of Mathematics or Arithmetic, and all 
but the youngest, two hours of French. 

The hours of study on whole School-days, on Monday, Tues- 
day, Wednesday and Friday, are 5i ; from 8 to 9, from 10 to 
12.30, and from 3.30 to 5.30. On Thursdays and Saturdavs 
the School closes at 12. Formerly, there were three half- 
holidays, on Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday. In summer, 
afternoon School is from 3 to 5 p.m., and the evening hours till 
8, or some earlier hour, according to the season, are also play- 
hours. Saints' days are holidays, with one hour's School, un- 
less they fall on Mondav, when the Sunday's " leave " extends 
to Monday evening. There are a few other holidays in School- 
time, five or six in all, in the course of the year. 

Boys who board at home are allowed to come to School at 9 
instead of 8, one of the Masters working with them during 
the School breakfast hour, 9 to 10. Evening prayers in College 
are at 10» and the Juniors go to bed immediately, the Seniors at 
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or before 11. In the Boarding-liouses, prayers are at 9, the 
younger Boys are in bed at 9.30, the elder by 10.30. 

The Boys are commonly at School thirty-eight weeks in 
the year. 

Formerly, a general system of private tuition existed at West- 
minster, similar to that of Eton. The Assistant Master attached 
to each Boarding-house was in the habit of correcting in his 
pupil-room the composition of each Boy in his house. A special 
fee of 10^. 10s, was paid for this. The system has been paitially 
re-introduced of late, when a Boy appears to require particulcur 
attention. 

Begular reports of progress, conduct, &c., are sent to th« 
parents of each Boy five times in the year. 

The School has a Librarv containing a large number of old 
classical and mathematical volumes. There is also a small 
library of English books, maintained by a yearly payment of 58. 
from each Queen's Scholar, and under the charge of certain of 
their number. It is kept in the room formerly called the 
Museum, next the School, where the Sixth Form is taught. 
In each Boarding-house there is a good library of books, care- 
faHy selected, and supported by the Master out of the sum paid 
by his boarders. The access to it is unrestricted.

Carey, Bishop of St. Asaph, has fallen in, under which 600/. a 
year, to be distributed oy the Dean and Canons of Christ 
Church, is to be divided at their annual audit in sums of not less 
than 50L and not more than lOOZ., among such of the West- 
minster Students as shall appear most deserving. 

Three Exhibitions at Trinity College, Cambridge, value 401. 
each per annum, tenable until the holder is of standing for the 
B.A. degree, and which may be combined with a Foundation 
Scholarship of the College. In the first year, an augmentation,

The Examination is conducted before Examiners appointed by 
the Deans of Westminster and Christ Church and the Master of 
Trinity, who themselves are present at the vivd voce trial on the 
last day, the Monday after Rotation Sunday. Neither the 
Examiners nor the Head Master have the right of voting. 

The choice of the Christ Church or Trinity Election is now 
allowed to the Queen's Scholars according to merit. 

2. The Exhibitions annually open to the whole School (except 
such Queen's Scholars as are elected to Christ Church) are two 
from the bequest of Dr. Triplett, value 50L, tenable for three 
years at any College of either Universiiy, conditionally on cer- 
tificates of residence and good conduct from the Head or Tutor 
of the College. There is a surplus accumulating to form more 
Exhibitions, and from which gratuities may be awarded to 
special merit. 

One Exhibition is provided annually from the interest of 
money given by the late Dr. Thomas, Bishop of Rochester, of 
40L annual value, tenable for two years, on the same con- 
ditions as the Triplett Exhibitions. 

All the Examinations for these Exhibitions turn upon the 
regular woric of the School during the preceding Term. For 
the vivd voce portion of the Sixth Form Examination, three 
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Books of niad and tliree of Virgil, varying each ^ear, are 
brought up. This is prepared out of School. There is also aa 
Examination of the Sixth Form at Christmas, conducted by the 
Head Master and his Assistants. 

Boys intended for the Army and Navy have been sometimes 
allowed to study Euclid and Algebra instead of Greek, allowance 
being made for lost marks in estimating the claims of such Boys 
to their remove at the end of the half-year. The com|>etitiye 
examinations for the Army are said to be somewhat injurious 
to the School, in causing the removal of Boys to special training 
establishments ; and the Committee superintending them wrote 
some years ago to the Head Master of Westminster, among 
others, regretting the extent to which Boys are removed from 
Public Schools on this account, and wishing that means could be 
devised of offering such opportunities at the Schools themselves 
as to retain the candidates. The value of Westminster as a 
training School for the Army was shown in the declaration of 
the Diie of Wellington, that the Westminster officers of his 
staff were the best officers he had. Colonel Cadogan, Colonel 
Cotton (Lord Combermere), the Duke of Richmond, and Lord 
Fitzroy Somerset were the officers in question. 

MONITORIAL SYSTEM. 

The four head Boys on the Foundation, called the Captain 
and Monitors, are formally entrusted with authority by the 
Head Master in presence of the School ; and speciallv with the 
maintenance of discipline generally, and among Queen s Scholars 
in particular. They have a recognized and limited power of 
punishing breaches of discipline, or offences such as falsehood or 
bullying. The Town Boys manifest a certain jealousy in regard 
to the exercise of this authority; and, unless in very extra- 
ordinary cases, offences among Town Boys would be dealt 
with by Town Boys only. The Town Boys in the Sixth have 
all a certain authority and responsibility, especially in the 
Boarding-houses to which they belong. The head Boys are 
responsible for the lists of absentees when leave is given, and 
are charged with the duty of seeing that " Station" is kept, that 
is, that in play-hours it is incumbent on the Boys to be in the 
play-ground, unless some reason has been allowed for their 
absence. 

Grave cases of offence are reported to the Head Master. The 
three College Monitors take each a weekly turn in being *' Moni- 
tor of Chamber,** who is charged with the duty of enforcing 
the preparation of School lessons at night by the two Junior 
Elections. He is required to be present in the Under Election- 
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room every eTening from 8 to 9.30. The Captain and Monitors 
pnnish disobedience in the case of the two Junior Elections ; the 
Under Master has authority to punish in the School generally 
in case of necessity. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The punishments in use are the rod (seldom employed, 
except for ** caning "), impositions, confinement to Dean's-yord, 
or refusal of leave. Floggmg has much diminished in frequency, 
there not being ordinarily more than one or two cases in the 
half-year. It tekes place in a room at the back of the School, 
and IS inflicted (as to the Upper School) by the Head Master, in 
the presence of one Boy besides the culprit. Boys in the Under 
School are punished by the Under Master. No other Masters 
use the rod. 

EECREATIONS.— HOLIDAYS. 

The chief amusements are, according to the time of year, foot- 
ball, cricket, and rowing. The fii-st is played in an enclosed 
space in Great Dean's^yard ; and, with cricket, usually by the 
elder Boys, in Vincent-square, a large and level enclosure of 
nearly ten acres, belonging to the Dean and Chapter, and about 
half a mile from the School. Formerly the School played in the 
Cloisters; and Addison, it will be remembered, s^ys that his 
meditations were disturbed by their games of football played 
there. In Heu, the Chapter have constructed the covered play- 
ground, comprising four bays of the crypt, about 28 feet square, 
a room 32 feet by 16 feet, and another 43 feet by 26 feet, all 

Spening on each other, and now fitted up and used as the School 
ymnasium. 

The Bounds are Westminster Hall and the Courts inclusive ; 
the street along the river bank, and the main street leading to 
Vincent-square. Rowing has always been one of the chief 
recreations at Westminster ; but oi late years the increasing 
number of steamers has proved a serious inconvenience; ana 
the Thames Embankment threatens to drive away the boat- 
builders from whom the Boys have been accustomed to hire 
their boats. 

The numbers of the School have not admitted of a rifle corps. 
The Queen's Scholars have the privilege of attending Parliament, 
and are said on this account to value the cap and gown, without 
which they could not gain admission. The Scholars sit at the 
back of the seats usually occupied by the Peers. 

The BEolidays are three weeks at Whitsuntide, seven weeks in 
August and September, and four at Christmas. "Leave" is 
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largely granted from Saturday afternoon to Sunday night ; and 
or£nariIy not more than from twelve to eighteen or ^enty in 
College, and from twenty to thirty in the two Boarding-houses, 
remain in the winter, and in spring and summer still fewer. 

The Play is to he regarded rather as a part of the studies of 
the School thim to he reckoned among its amusements. For- 
merly much inconvenience used to attend the preparation — one 
witness before the Commission of 1861 stating that Boys used 
to he obliged to sleep under the stage — and partitions have still to 
be loiocked away, the occupants removing to the matron's house 
adjoining. The College Boys alone take part in the represeur 
tation of the Play, wmch is prepared as a subject of the Term, 
and not only their enunciation but their scholarship in becoming 
acquainted with " the language and cadence of colloquial Latin 
sentences " may lay claim to no inconsiderable benefit derived 
from this source. Lord Grenville once said that he never under- 
stood Terence till he saw the Plays acted by the Westminsters. 
The selection of the Actors is made by the Head and Under 
Masters, and it is a matter of considerable ambition among the 
Boys to be chosen to fill the parts.

FAGGING. 

The right of fagging belongs only to such Queen's Scholars 
(being of the Senior or Third Elections) and to such Town Boys 
as are in the Sixth Form or the Remove. A Junior in these 
classes has not the ri^t of fagging. Junior Scholars do not fag 
for Town Boys, and Town Boys m the Shell are exempt. No 
Boy above the Under Fifth is liable to be called on to attend 
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the fives-oourt. The fagging in the Boarding-houses is not 
onerous; and in College the system is now greatly modified. 
The College porter attends at 6 a.m. daily to light the fires and 
unlock the doors of College, and no Boy has to get up before 
this hour. For an hour and a half or two hours in the evening, 
during which the Juniors prepare their lessons, no fag^ng is 
permitted. It is also required that any offence necessitating 
more than a yery slight punishment should be dealt with by 
the Captain and Monitors as a body, and not by individuals ; 
and that an appeal should always he from them to the Master 
if desired. The additional servant recommended by the Com- 
missioners has not yet been appointed. 

EELIGIOUS SERVICES. 

Such of the Boys as are not " on leave," attend the Abbey 
services twice on Sundays, and on Saturday afternoons during 
School-times. On Saints' day mornings, when these £el11 in 
School-time, a service is now usually held by tiie Dean's per- 
mission at 7.45 a.m., at which the Masters officiate; the Head 
Master almost always preaching. The sermon is addressed to 
the Boys; and these services (the College having no chapel) 
correspond to a limited degree with those held at Winchester, 
Eton, Rugby, and Harrow. There is an annual Confirmation 
at the end of June, or the beginning of J^Jj* at which one of 
the Bishops, at the request of the JDean, officiates. Of recent 
years the bishop of Oxford has undertaken this duty. 

The candidates are prepared by the Head Master, and average 
from 14 to 20, always including the Boys on the Foundation who 
have just entered on their thim year of College. It has always 
been the custom for the two Senior Elections to attend Commu- 
nion on the first Sunday when it is celebrated in each School- 
time, and on Easter-day, or four times in the year. They are 
joined by the other candidates after Confirmation, and at other 
times by such Town Boys as may be present at the School and 
willing to attend. 

On Sunday evenings Greek Testament is prepared, with other 
Scriptural subjects, for the following day; the forenoon of 
Monday being occupied with these studies. Greek Testament i« 
studied in afi the higher Forms ; in the Sixth the subject is 
usnally one of St. Paul's Epistles, and a portion of the Acts in 
Greek, with Butler's Analogy and other works. 

BOARDING-HOUSES. 
These are kept at the private risk of the Masters holding them. 
Before 1846 they were held solely by Dames, with a resident 
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Master in charee of each, and cnrions stories are told of tlie 
rough accommoaation to which Old Westminsters were accus- 
tomed when about 220 boarders were " Shopped " in four houses ; 
and when a Boy was said to have shown his politeness to Lady 
Mansfield by ofifenng her the coal-scuttle on which he was seated, 
the sole chair bein^^ occupied by her sick son. When the number 
of Boarders diminished, one house was let by the Chapter ; and 
on the site of another a house has been erected, which is rented 
by the Head Master to accommodate Assistant Masters haying 
no Boardiug-houses, and to proyide a room in which Home 
Boarders can remain in the interyais between School-times. 

The difficulty of obtaining additional accommodation is dwelt 
upon in the Report of the Public Schools Commission.

The Half-Boarders breakfast at home, and only dine at the 
Boarding-house on four days of the week. They keep their 
books, £c., at the Boarding-house, and use it out of School- 
hours. 

The School Charges include Arithmetic, Mathematics, and 
French. Drawing, Singing, Gymnastics, &c., are taught, if 
desired, but are charged extra. The Fee for Drawing is three 
guineas per annum, or one guinea for each of the three Terms 
into which the year is diyided. 

The Terms of Board include ordinary medical attendance, and 
washing to the extent of four changes of linen ■^eekly. Any 
further washing must be paid for. No extra charges are 
made. 

Every Boarder must bring with him two pairs of sheets, and 
six towels. 

Payments are due half-yearly, after Whitsuntide and Christ- 
mas ; but the short Term, ending at Christmas, is charged only 
as a third of the year to those Boys who enter the School after 
the Autumn holidays. 

The Entrance-fees are due at the time of admission. 
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A Quarter's Notice is required preyioos to the removal of a 
Boy, or a Quarter's Fees will be charged.

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Ik its antiquity, the nature of its stadias, and its connexion 
with the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge, this School re- 
sembles the other older Public Schools, but it differs from all in 
this, that it is not, strictly speaking, a Foundation School, having 
neither charter nor estates, being attached to no capitular body, 
and controlled by no Trustees. 

The School was founded 1560-1 by the Merchant Taylors' 
Company, at the suggestion, it is probable, of Sir Thomas 
White, a Member of the Court of Assistants, and founder of St. 
John's College, Oxford,, who subsequently endowed the School 
with thirty-seven Fellowships in that College. One Member 
of the Company, Mr. Eichard Hills, is said to have given 500/. 
towards the purchase of the site (a part of the manor of " the 
Eose," in the parish of St. Lawrence Pountney), and this, with 
the endowments which have been bestowed and accepted on 
behalf of the School, together with the preamble to the old 
Statutes or Orders, that ** the Master, Waidens, and Assistants 
have decreed and do decree that the said School shall have 
continuance by God's grace for ever," is considered by the 
Commissioners of 1861 as throwing some doubt upon the claim 
of sole and absolute property in the School asserted by the 

The nrst Head Master, Bichard Mulcaster, was appointed on 
the 24th of September, 1561, and on the same day the original 
forty-five Statutes or Orders were promulgated. These are in 
the main copied from Dean Colet's, and contain like requirement 
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•of " good and clean " Latin Literature and Greek, " if it may be 
gotten/' from the Head, called in them also the High, Master^

The so-called '^Statutes," and the whole establishment of 
the School, have always been regarded by the Company as 
entirely under their own control, and they claim the right to 
deal with them as they please. But the School has been kept 
up by them continuously since its foundation, and the Company 
has always undertaken all expenses of every kind connected 
with it, over and above the fixed payments of the Boys, and these 
expenses amount on the average to 2000^. per annum. The 
Companv has likewise recently expended 20,000^. on the pur- 
chase or adjoining premises, which, at the approaching expira- 
tion of the leases on which they are held, wiU be devoted to the 
purposes of the School. 

The Court of Assistants, the Patrons and Governors of the 
School, consists of thirty-six Members, including the Master and 
Wardens, each Member having the right of a nomination to the 
School in succession, or somewhat less than twice in three years. 
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Presentations are generally issued on first Wednesdays in Feb** 
ruary, May, July, and November. 
The School has necessarily no Visitor.

All the Masters are appointed by the Court, and hold their 
offices at its pleasure. The Head Master has no power to ma^e 
any material change in the system and course of instruction^ 
but he selects the Books used in the School, and a list of them 
is published by the Court. He makes detailed quarterly reports 
to the Court, and communicates with it fix)m tmie to time on 
casual questions as they arise ; but the general management of 
the School is left to his judgment and discretion. 

It is required that all the Masters, excepting those for Writ- 
ing, French, and Drawing, who must be Protestants, should be 
Clergymen of the Church of England, educated at Oxford or 
Cambridge. There is no rule or usage respecting the super- 
annuation of Masters, nor any provision for it. 

The Assistant Masters have no consultative voice, but the 
Court confers with them, as occasion requires, respecting the 
studies and subjects generally affecting the School. Nor,

thongh consulted by the Head Master, are they called together 
in a Body by him on set occasions and in a formal manner. 

At the K>undation of the School there was a Head or High 
Master, and three Ushers or Under Masters. The instruction waa 
to be purely Classical, care being taken that religious training 
should be attended to by the Masters. Hebrew was introducea 
by the first Head Master, and has been ever since continued. 

The number of Masters and the range of instruction con* 
tinned unchanged until 1828-9, when, at the representation of 
the then Head Master, Mr. Bellamy, Mathematics were permitted 
to the Head Form for a year, but out of hours. At the end of 
the year the Court appointed two Mathematical Masters, and 
two Masters for Writing and Arithmetic. The Mathematical 
Masters were already on the Staff as Under Masters. In 1846, 
when Dr. Hessey became Head Master, a fourth Under Master 
was appointed m the Classical School. In 1846, after a year's 
trial of the subject, two French Masters were apj^ointed. In 
1851, the number of Mathematical Masters was mcreased to 
three, and in 1855 to four, these additional Masters also being 
already on the Staff of the School as Under Classical Masters, 
the second Under Master in the Classical School changing 
places with the third in the Mathematical. In 1856 a Drawing 
Master was appointed, and in 1857 an Assistant to the Head 
Master in the Classical School, who has not been required to be 
in Orders at the time of his appointment. 

In the absence of the Head Master, the first Classical Under 
Master is in charge of the whole School. 

THE SCHOOL. 

The School was established for 250 Boys, nominations being 
made as yacaucies occur. There are generally a few in excess 
of that number. Each Boy pays to the Company an Entrance^ 
fee of 3^., and a ** quarterage " equal to 10^. a year. In 1818 
the quarterage was 10^., or 21, a year. Beyond this there is no 
charge to the Boy except for Books, which he buys where he 
pleases. There is howeyer a Remoye-fee of 5«., when a Boy passes 
from one Form to another, payable to the Masters. Formerly 
some Scholars paid less thsm others ; and some were admitted 
absolutely free ; none how;eyer could be regarded as Foundation- 
Scholars, i. e. as especially entitled to Uniyersity preferments. 

The earliest age at which a Boy can be admitted is 9 ; no 
rule exists as to the latest, but if aboye 15, unless yery &r 
adyanced, his parents would not be recommended to enter him ; 
19, unless under exceptional circumstances, is considered the 
extreme age to which a Boy remains. The ayerage continuance 
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of Boys in the School is abont five years. Those who go to th« 
Universities remain sometimes seven, eight, or nine years. 

ARRANGEMENT OF CLASSES.— COURSE OF STUDY. 

The number of Boys in the School in November, 1865, was 
258. The present arrangement of the regular classes is as fol-> 
lows. Formerly there were eight Forms, the highest being 
called the Sixth ; the Fourth being divided into two Divisions, 
and the First also into two, called tiie First and the Petty or 
Anonymous Form.

For admittance to the School, a Boy must read and write 
&irl^, and know the Accidence in the Latin Grammar, the 
leadm^ facts of early Scripture History, and the Church 
Catechism. If more than 11 years old, he must be qualified 
for the Third Form; if over 13, for the Upper Division. 
Practically, no Boys are placed at their admission in the Head 
or Sixth Forms, which are limited in numbers. A Boy's rank 
in the School is determined by the Classical Form in which he 
is placed, and his rise in the School by his daily marks and the 
results of the half-yearly examinations. The subjects of instruc- 
tion are, besides Classics and Composition, Divmity and Scrip- 
ture History, Ancient and, to a certain extent, Modem Geo- 
graphy and History. English is tested by oral reading and the 
spelling and construction of written translations. Want of pro- 
ficiency lowers a Boy's place in his remove, or would cause him to 
lose it altogether for the time. The Classical remove takes place 
at the conclusion of each half-year, but a bye-ren^ove is not un&e- 
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qnently given at the end of tliree months. When a Boy reaches the 
sixth, he passes into the Head Form (which is limited in nnmher) 
as vacancies oocor, according to snccess at the half-yearly Pro- 
hations. When in the Head Form, places are not varied in each 
lesson, though a Boy'sposition is not at once fixed. ** There 
are three ranks in the Head Form, Monitors, Prompters, Upper 
Sixtib. A Boy in the Upper Sixth may, if he can, heat any 
Prompter in coxnpetition for a place at the Monitors' Tahle, 
and tne Eighth Prompter may oecome a Monitor hefore the 
Head Prompter does ; a Prompter may fkil altogether in his 
attempt to become a Monitor, and though he is not sent back to 
the Upper Sixth, may find himself lower on his own rank after 
an Examination than he was before it. The places of the eight 
Monitors have been hitherto considered fixed, so &t as claim to 
University preferment is concerned, though even here profi- ' 
ciency is mcucated by marks at the Examinations, and School 

?rizes by no means come necessarily to the highest Boys. 
Fnder the Ordinance of the Privy Council, the order even of tiie 
Monitors may perhaps be occasionally altered in respect to their 
claim to Scholarships at St. Johns College, Oxiord." The 
Prompters are so called because they formerly sat behind the 
Monitors on the Public Speech days, each with a copy of hia 
Monitor's speech. 

Classics are taught in Morning School only. 
. In the work of the Head Form, before beginning a new sub- 
ject, the Head Master devotes one lesson to a dictated lecture, 
mterspersed with (questions, and of which the Boys take notes, 
putting the Form m possession of the history of the author or 
of the period, the plot of the play, or controversies relating to the 
subject. From the frequent elucidation and illustration given 
of {he lesson, not more than three or four Boys are called up to 
construe, the chief errors being passed for correction : parallel 
passages are required, notice taken of various readings and 
rema^able emendations, the most difficult being translated, and 
constant reference exacted to Grammar and Lexicon or Dictionary. 
Notes are taken in this and several of the other classes, and fre- 
quently inspected. After construing, the Greek or Latin is 
often read off into English. "K a poet, such as Juvenal, 
or Persius, or Catullus, or Aristophanes, is being construed, 
the Head Master often, at the conclusion of the lesson, reads tp 
the Form a good poetical version, as those of Gifford, or Theodore 
Martin, or Mitchell, pointing out its successful or unsuccessful 
renderings." No places are taken in this class. 

Four Classical " parts " are taken each week generally through 
the School; in the Head Form about thirty lines of a poet. 
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or a moderate chapter in a prose author. Usaally the constraing 
lesson is Greek, if the ** part " is Latin, and vice versd. 

Places are taken in all Forms below the highest. In the 
Sixth, the Boys are placed a&esh each day according to the 
merit of their respective exercises, which are distributed into 
five classes, and marked continuously, 1^ 2^ &c., and for Class 2, 
6', 7*, &c, according to the number in Class 1. At the dose of 
the lesson each Boy s place is entered in a book. Below the 
Sixth, the Parts are usually Grammar and an author, Yirgil or 
Ovid, to the Third, in which and the lowest Forms Grammar 
alone is taken. 

In the Head Form, Bovs are taught *' that what they do in 
School is intended to teach them how to read for and by them> 
selves, and many of the more industrious do a great deal of 
private work." A Boy will get up a Book of Thucydides, or a 
Greek Play* or two or three Books of the Odes of Horace, or t^e 
whole of Persius, in the half-year ; and some will look forward 
to the East India Examination, and enter upon a systematic 
course of English Literature with a view to it. 

The reading of the Head Form includes, in Greek, Herodotusy 
Thucydides, Homer (Iliad and Odyssey), the Greek Tragedians, 
Demosthenes, and occasionally portions of ArLstophaues and 
Pindar ; in Latin, Livy, Virgu, Ovid's Fasti, Horace, Juvenal* 
Persius, Terence, Cicero, and occasionally portions of Lucretius, 
Plautus, and Catullus. Bp. Butler s Analogy and Sermons, and 
Paley's Evidences are also read in the Form. The Sixth reads 
Homer, the Tragedians, Herodotus, Thucydides, Horace, Cicero ; 
the Fifth, Homer, Euripides (Xenophon in Lower Fifth), Virgil, 
Sallust ; the Upper Fourth, the same, excepting Euripides, with 
Ovid and Csosar ; for Greek, the Lower Division reads Analecta. 
Church's Latin Prose, Latin Catechism, Eton Evangelia, and 
Henry's First Latin Book comprise the chief work of the lower 
Forms. 

Other Text-books are Bythner's Hebrew Grammar (by Dr. 
Hessey), Hebrew Exercises to Stuart and Lee, Zumpt and Key's 
Grammars, Wordsworth's Greek and King Edward's, Latin 
Grammars, Liddell's and Smith's Histories, and Student's Hume, 
Butier's Geography, Bishop Trower's History of England (First 
Form), Demle and Chapman's Grammars; Delille, ModMes; 
Le Brun, Mat^riels; Descarri^re, Histoire de France. In 
Mathematics, Hall's and Scott's Bridge's Algebra; Snowball, 
Trigonometry ; Todhunter, Conic Sections and Calculus ; Phear, 
Hydrostatics ; Parkinson, Evans, Hymer, &c. 

In Classical Composition, original Xatin verse is required 
occasionally. English essays, or Diographies^^or descriptions of 
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historical periods are set ordinarily once a week : if on Saturday, 
the subject is connected with Divinity. The subject for the 
August holidays is usually Dramatic Criticism, or one from 
Classical or Modem History. There are usually four transla- 
tions into Latin or Greek weekly ; one week being assigned to 
Greek prose, another to Latin, one to Iambics, and then to 
Latin Hexameters, Elegiacs, or Lyrics. These are sometimes 
varied by translation into English prose, and sometimes verse, 
or by aphilological paper or an essay. The above remarks apply 
to the Head Form. 

English Essays are occasionally written in the Sixth, and 
translations in the Upper and Lower Fifth ; the Latin and Greek 
verse are from Holden and Beatson (or Shakspeare, <&c., in the 
Sixth) ; the prose from Holden, Arnold, and Huntingford's In- 
troduction. No Greek verse is written below the Fifth ; the 
Text-books for the remaining Forms are Arnold, Huntingford, 
Hodgson (Latin Yerse), EUis, and Henry's First Latin Book. 

The Course of Education has embraced Hebrew since the 
foundation of the School, and reference to the Honours* Lists will 
show the care with which it is cultivated by the present Head 
Master. Every Boy begins Hebrew on reaching the Sixth Form. 

French is taught in the morning for an hour or two hours daily. 
A Boy is put into a French Class when he has reached the Lower 
Division, and has two lessons weekly of one hour each ; the 
Senior French Master taking the Head, Sixth, Upper Fifth, and 
Lower Division Forms ; the Junior Master, the Lower Fifth, 
Fourth, and Upper Division Forms. 

Eight and three-quarter hours weekly are given to Mathematics 
or Arithmetic, in the aftiemoons (one hour per week out of this 
being devoted to Drawing by the first four Mathematical Classes) ; 
and the average hours of work in the week are thirty-one. 

Before a Boy is admissible as a candidate for the Prompters* 
Bench, he must pass an examination in Arithmetic, and be of 
the standing of the Third Class in Mathematics at the least. 
The Boys of the Head, Second, Third, and Fourth Classes in 
Mathematics are taught Drawing. A Master attends twice a 
week, for two hours, from a quarter to 2 till a quarter to 4, and 
teaches one of the classes belonging to a Mathematical Master 
at a time, so as to leave the Master his other class during the 
hour. 

The Arithmetic and Writing and Mathematical Classes are 
entirely distinct from the Classical Forms, and promotion in 
either is independent of that in the other, excepting that a 
candidate for the Prompters* Bench must pass such an examina- 
aon in Arithmetic as is required for Besponsions at Oxford, and 
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must be in the Third Mathematical Class at the least. The ten 
Forms of the Morning School are broken into eleven afternoon 
classes, some of these being subdivided. 

A Boy who on entering the School knows little Arithmetic 
and does not write a good hand, is placed in the. Arithmetic 
School, and must work his way up to the Mathematical School, 
into which there is a remove twice a year by formal examina- 
tion, in March and October. J£ fit for the Mathematical School, 
he is placed at once in the class for which he is qualified. 

In the WrittQg and Arithmetic School, Writmg from Dicta- 
tion is taught with considerable success. It was first practised 
systematically in. 1857. 

The School-hours are from 9.16 to 1 in the morning, and 
from 2 to 3.45 in the afternoon. There is but one weekly half- 
holiday. Absence Lists are prepared every day in the Forms 
by the head Boy in each, and given in to the Master of the 
Form and also to the Head Master. Private Tuition is not 
recognized by the School authorities as part of the r^ular in- 
struction, and " parts " and exercises are in general prepared in 
the evening without such assistance. 

There is no provision for special studies in the School. 

EXAMmATIONS.— PRIZES.— EXHIBITIONS. 

The School is examined by permanent Examiners appointed 
by the General Court. For the present Examiners see before, 
« The Masters," p. 120. 

Two Classical Examinations are held in the course of the 
School-year, which counts from June to June ; they are techni- 
cally called Probations. The Christmas papers are submitted to 
the Examiuers, who also try all the Boys vivd voce. The results 
are reduced to marks, and compared with each Boy*s average 
place in the half-year. In the printed Lists a line is drawn at 
some point in the Form ; those above it move up, those below 
remain for another half-year. In the Head and Sixth Forms 
places are decided solely by the Probation. 

At the June Probation the Head Master conducts the Exami- 
nations from the Upper Fifth to the First, relative merit being 
ascertained and prizes assigned, and the remove awarded as at 
Christmas. The places at the Monitors' Table, Prompters* 
Bench, and on Upper Sixth Form are filled up according to the 
results of the Examination of the Head and Sixth Forms, the 
papers being sent in to the Examiners, who confer with the 
Head Master, if necessary. Each Examination generally lasts 
for three days and a half. From these papers the Examiners 
adjudge in June the four chief Classical prizes of the School, viz. 
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for General Greek Literature, General Latin Literature, Latin 
Verse, and History. 

Prizes are awarded in French twice a year, generally for the 
work done in the half-year combined with the Christmas paper 
and vivd voce examination. Li June, the marks of the half- 
year only are added up, and the Boys are placed accordingly, the 
best of each class receiying a prize at the end of each h^year, 
and other Boys, honourable mention. Li the Head Form iJie 
winner of the prize in both half-years is called the French 
Prizeman of the year. At the close of each half-year, French 
Dramatic Becitations, as well as Public Speeches, are giyen by 
the Monitors. June 11th, or Election Day, is the chief Speech 
Dskj ; that in December is called the " Doctors* Day." 

In Mathematics, as in Classics, an examination is held by an 
Examiner twice a year, in March and October, and a list is issued 
after each, formed on the same principle as in most of the Clas* 
sical Lists, by compounding the marks giyen by the Examiner 
with those of the half-year's work. The {prizes are adjudged in the 
seyeral sections of the Head Class to the highest Boy absolutely; in 
the other classes, to the highest Boy of not more than six months' 
standing in the class. As in the Classical Lists, each class except 
the highest has the diyiding line ; and the highest Boy in the two 
half-years is considered Mathematical Prizeman for the year, the 
prize being diyided in both Mathematics and French if one Boy 
IS first at one half-yearly examination, and another in the other. 

For Hebrew there is an examination at Christmas, and for Sir 
Moses Montefiore's Hebrew Medal, and the Head Master s Prize, 
yalue 31. 3«., in June. The Head Master also giyes special prizes 
for Essays and a LaUn Poem, set before the Summer Vacation ; 
and in the Sixth an Exercise Prize is giyen for each half-year 
by the Head Master's Assistant. There is also the Gilpin Prize, 
value 3L 4*., for good conduct ; and fifty guineas are yoted yearly 
by the Company for the general prizes to the School, which are 
assigned to the classes in eyery subject. The prizes due for both 
hdf-years are distributed in June. There are also— 

A yearly prize, in books, of the yalue of 6^., founded in 1861 by 
Sir James T^ler, a Member of the Court, to be giyen for the best 
knowledge of some portion of English History between the ac- 
cession of Henry Vltl. and that of George I., to be competed for 
by the Upper and Lower Fifth Forms directly after the August 
Vacation, the special portion of history to be studied being fixed 
a year preyiously. 

An annual Prize, in yalue 31., in books, was founded in 1863 
for the second best candidate for Sir James Tyler's History Prize, 
by C. Rickards, Esq., a Member of the Court.

The " Mercantile Prize" of books of the value of 6^., founded 
in 1861 by Messrs. Pigeon and Pugh, Wardens of the Company ; 
to be competed for by the Upper and Lower Fifth and the Fourth 
Forms, directly after the August holidays. The subjects of ex- 
amination comprise Writing, Arithmetic (including Foreign 
Coinages and Bates of Exchange), Book-keeping, as far as it 
can be known without actual practice, Commercial Geography, 
and History of British Commerce. 

SCHOLARSHIPS AND EXHIBITIONS. 

Twenty-one Scholarships at St. John's, Oxford, value lOOZ. a 
year, including all allowances, tenable for seven years. Candi- 
dates are to be under 19 on the 11th June, the day of election, 
and must have been educated at Merchant Taylors' for at least 
two years. The Electors are the Master, Wardens, and Assistants 
of the Company, and the President (or Vice-President) and two 
of the Fellows of St. John's. 

Six Andrew's Civil Law Exhibitions to the same College, value 
60/., and tenable for twelve years ; but vacated on marrying or 
taking Orders. Candidates must have been four years in the 
School, and not under 16 or above 20 years of age on the 11th of 
June, and must be Monitors or Prompters. 

One Stuart's Exhibition, at the same College, value 60/., and 
tenable for eight years. Nominated by the I^-esident and Head 
Master ; but the senior Boy superannuated is considered, if 
qualified, to have the preference, if of five years' standing and on 
tne Head Form. 

One Stuart's Exhibition to any College in Cambridge, value 
64/. 11*. 4d,, and tenable for four years. Preference is given to 
superannuated Boys recommended previous to the 11th of June. 
At first limited to Pembroke College, but the restriction was 
removed in 1854. 

Four Parkin's Exhibitions to any College in Cambridge, value 
60/., tenable for four years. One is awarded annually to the best 
Mathematician about to leave for Cambridge. The examination 
begins on the second Monday before Easter. Candidates must be 
under 19. These were also confined to Pembroke College till 1854. 

Two Company's Exhibitions at any College of either Univer- 
sity, founded 1844 and 1846, value 60/., and tenable for five 
or a shorter number of years. Filled up as vacancies occur. 

The School Exhibition at Oxford, value 63/., founded by old 
Scholars of Merchant Taylors', tenable for four years. This 
cannot be held with a St. John's Scholarship, or an Andrew's 
or Stuart's Exhibition. It is given by the President, the Head 
Master, and a Barrister educated at the School. 
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Two Tercentenary Scholarships, founded in 1861 hy old and 
actual Members of the School ; value about 30^., tenable for two 
years, and with any other Scholarship or Exhibition. One is pro- 
posed for annual competition to Boys leaving for the University 
at election-time. The subjects for examination are Classical. 

The Company's Tercentenary Scholarships, founded in 1861, 
for the encouragement of Mathematical studies. 

Two Pitt Scholarships of 30/., founded bv the Pitt Club in 
1845, tenable for four years at any College of either University, 
and awarded by the Court on the 24th of June. 

The following are called the Little Exhibitions ; they have been 
augmented by the Company to their present value ; — 

JFive Fish's Exhibitions at St. John's, Oxford, value 26/., and 
tenable until of standing for M. A. ; as are also the two follow- 
ing :— 

Four Vernon's Exhibitions at the same College, value 10/. 

One Wooller's Exhibition at the same College, value 10/. 

The Juxon Gift of 12/., for the purchase of books, to a Scholar 
at Oxford and Cambridge in alternate years ; given in October. 
It is held at Oxford in the even years ; in the odd years, at 
Cambridge. 

There are also some Medical Exhibitions to St. Thomas's 
Hospital, founded in 1855 and 1856, by the authorities of the 
Hospital and the Court jointly, and tenable for three years. One 
is filled up annually on the 24th of June. The annual value of 
each is 30/. 

The Court has on various occasions granted special Exhibitions 
to deserving candidates, and frequently it votes gifts of books 
bcTie merentilms. 

The School has a valuable Library, to which additions are 
yearly made. It was originally formed for the use of the Head 
Master and of the Under Masters when they lived as bachelors 
in the rooms where the Writing-schools now are, or from 1561 to 
about 1800, and where Kidd entertained Porson. The privilege 
of using the Library is now allowed also to the Head Form, under 
the sanction of the Head Master. The Company applies twenty 
guineas per annum to its maintenance, and every Member of the 
Court contributes six guineas on his first admission to that body. 

The School-times cover thirty-nine weeks in the year. The holi- 
days are, a fortnight at Easter, five weeks from the last Saturday 
in July, and three weeks at Christmas from December 21. There 
is also a week of recess after Election Day, June 11. Saturday 
is the weekly half-holiday. The Head Master bestows four days 
at his discretion ; and uiere are eight occasional holidays in the 
year, viz. Marb^om of Charles I., Ash Wednesday, Ascension 
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Day* Queen's Birthday, Anniyersary of the Sons of the Clergy, 
Aniiiversary of Charity Children at St» Paul's, Lord Major's 
Day, and Sir Thomas White's Birthday. 

MONITORIAL SYSTEM. 

This has heen noticed in treating of the Head Form. The 
Monitors are responsible for mischief or misconduct in the School- 
rooms or Cloister before or after School; and if they cannot pre- 
vent it, are bound to represent it to the Head Master. No power 
of punishment is committed to them. They also hear the " parts " 
(lessons committed to memory overnight) and look over uie ex- 
ercises of the lowest rank of the Head Form in the presence of 
the Head Master (who has ahready examined their own), one Boy 
bein^ assigned to each Monitor. Occasionally in the absence of 
an Under Master, his two Forms are given over to two Monitors 
for the whole or part of the morning. Junior Boys requiring 
assistance are sometimes consigned to the charge of competent 
Seniors willing to undertake it. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Punishment by flogging is inflicted by the Head Master only, 
and is very rare — " not once in three years." It is inflicted in 
the presence of the Form to which the offender belongs. Serious 
offences are dealt with o^ by the Head Master. The use of the 
cane is allowed to those XJnder Masters only who are University 
men. Public rebuke from the Head Master in presence of the 
whole School is found an eflBicient check upon serious offences. 
Cases requiring immediate decision which occur in the afternoon 
are brought before the first Mathematical Master, the gravest 
being reserved for the Head Master's consideration. Hie 
written impositions set seldom exceed 100 lines of Greek, and 
are rarely so long. 

EECREATIONS. 

The School-buildings and premises need extension, both for 
purposes of study and recreation. The only play-ground is a 
paved court called the Cloister in rear of the School, scarcely 
large enough for all the Boys to play in at once, and surrounded 
by buildings. When the leases of the property recently pur- 
chased £a,ll in, there will be room not merely for increased 
School-buildings, but for a considerable play-ground. Formerly 
the Boys hired a ground near Hampstead; at present the 
Company pay twenty guineas a year for rent of part of Ken- 
nington Oval, for cncket. In wmter the Boys go to Victoria 
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Park or elsewhere to plaj football. An AtMetic Sports Club 
has been recently formed, to which the Court contributes 10/.

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 

There is no School Chapel, the room so called having its name 
from its occupying the position of the Chapel in the old ducal 
mansion of Budaneham before the Great Fire. Prayers are 
read in the large Schoolroom before and after the School-hours, 
morning and afternoon. The lessons set on Saturday are in 
Divinity only, and Monday morning is the special time for 
religious instruction, consisting in the hijghest Forms of Hebrew, 
Greek Testament, and the Articles, Latin and English. 

In the Examinations) papers upon Divinity are set to the Head 
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and Sixth Forms, and sometiines to the Lower Forms, wUch, 
however, are generally examined in this suhject vivd voce. 

The Head Master takes much pains in preparing candidates 
for Confirmation, and afterwards for their first Communion, 
which they usually receive from him in the Chapel of the Hon. 
Society of Gray's Inn, of which he is the Preacher. About thirty 
Boys are usually confirmed each year. 

EXPENSES. 
These have been already stated, as — ^Admission-fee, 31. ; 
annual charge, 10/. ; Bemove-fee, 5«. 

BOARDING-HOUSES. 

There are no Boarding-houses formally recognized by the 
authorities ; but the First and Second Under Masters receive 
Boarders, as do one or two clergymen unconnected with the 
School, and there are also one or two Dames' houses. Day- 
boarders are received in all except the two Under Masters' houses. 
The Head Master used to receive Boarders when he occupied 
the School-house close to the School. By fer the greater 
number of the Boys reside with their parents, away from the 
Ci^, and come in by rail, or omnibus, or boat. 

The charges in the First and Second Under Masters' houses 
are sixty guineas per annum. At the other houses they are 
somewhat lower, varying in some according to the age of the 
Boys. 

Though not recognized officially, and not under the direct 
control of the Head Master, he is more or less acquainted with 
the system pursued in all these houses, and is every now and then 
appealed to by the persons keeping them.

Rugby School, or the Free School of Lawrence Sheriff, was 
founded in 1667 by Lawrence Sheriff, grocer, and Second Warden 
of the Grocers* Company, described by Fox in his Book of Mar- 
tyrs as " being a servant of the Lady !E^izabeth, and sworn nnto 
her Ghrace." In the deed called his Litent, annexed to his wiU, 
after desiring that his Trustees " should cause to be built near 
his mansion-house in Kugby a fair and convenient School-house, 
and should provide and build near to the same four meet lod^ngs 
for four poor men," he describes the School as " a free (Gram- 
mar School, to be so kept chiefly for the children of Rugby and 
Brownsover ; and next for such as be "of other places next adjoin- 
ing." The property left in trust for the Foundation consisted of 
lands in Rugby, Brownsover, and the county of Warwick ; the 
third part of the " Conduit Close " in Grsgr's Inn-fields, and 60^. 
in money. The survivor of the two Trustees named by the 
Founder is said to have applied to his own use the Middlesex 
property, which was onlv recovered with arrears through a Com- 
mission issued under the Great Seal in 1614 ; while, on the 
ground that the whole interest of the School in the Brownsover 
property was the rent of 16^. 13*. 4d. at which the Founder had 
leased it, the descendants of the first lessee for Hfe claimed it as 
their own, subject only to that payment. A second inqjuisition 
was accordingly taken at Rugby in 1653, and restitution was 
ordered to be made, with payment of arrears (amounting to 
742/. 8*. 4d.) ; and further, that the whole property should 
thenceforth be vested in twelve Trustees. Since ihe report of 
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this second inquisition, the property left by Lawrence Sheriff has 
been applied to the uses of the Foundation without disturbance. 

REVENUES. 

The annual income of the School at its foundation amounted 
to 24^. 13*. 4d, The Rugby property produced no r^nt, and con- 
sisted in a mansion which the Founder appointed as the Master's 
residence, ground for a " fair School-house," and four neat lodg- 
ings for the abns-men. Of the annual income, 121. was to be 
paid to the Schoolmaster, and 61. lis. 4d. to the alms-men. 

The Conduit Close was let in 1702, on a long building lease, at 
a yearly rent of 60^., and in 1748 the clear yearly income of the 
wnole property amounted only to 1161. 17s. Sd. ; but on ite fall- 
ing in m 1780 the rental of the Middlesex estate alone amounted 
to 1880^. 7s. In 1807 the total annual income of this and the 
Warwickshire estetes amounted to 2032^. 18*. from the former, 
and 91^. 17*. 6d. from the latter. The accumulated capital had 
reached the sum of 43,221^. 7s. Id., the interest on which raised 
the annual revenues to 3421^. 8*. ^d. These now amount on an 
average of seven years to 56531. 14*. lid., of which 265^. 3*. is 
annually expended on twelve alms-men. Two Surveyors are 
appointed by the Trustees ; and two Receivers collect the rente 
and profite, and render accounte carefully audited at the annual 
Board Meeting. " In these arrangements both the letter and the 
spirit of the statute 17 Geo. III. ch. 71 are complied with." 
Tfiie Act in question, providing for the raising of moneys for the 
better administration of the School, was obtained by Sir John 
Eardley Wilmot, Lord Chief Justice, and one of the Trustees, 
and still remains the frmdamental law of the School. 

VISITORIAL AUTHORITY. 

The School has no Visitor, but the Lord Chancellor possesses 
large powers over the management of ite revenues and the 
interpretation of ite laws under the statute Is^t named.

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The Trustees are a self-electing body, consisting of twelve gen- 
tlemen, nsnallj of Warwickshire and the neighbouring counties, 
invested with a corporate character by the Act of 1777, and em- 

Sowered to carry out all the rules and orders contained in the sche- 
ule of that Act, subject to a reference to Chancery in all questions 
as to the application of surplus income and the construction of 
general rules. The Act Mly preserves to the Board the powers 
conferred by the decree of 1653, and provides that they shall make 
" at their annual meeting in August such rules and orders for the 
better regulation of the School, and the Masters and Ushers 
thereof, as they should think proper.'* Their legislative powers 
over the management of the School are, therefore, almost un- 
limited. They choose and nominate, and can dismiss the School- 
master ; and such of the Assistants as receive stipend from them 
are equally dependent on them, though in selecting these they 
usually take the advice of the Head Master. Their power of 
electing to the Exhibitions they have for very many years vir- 
tually surrendered to Examiners sent from Oxford and Cam- 
bridge. 

Regulations framed by the Trustees for the internal manage- 
ment of the School have been very rare, the power to do so being 
practically delegated to the Head Master, with the reserve of a 
power to rescind any arrangement or alteration of the existing 
system of which they may disapprove. This ** interposition on 
their part has been, to say the least, unusual." 

It is customary for the Head Master to address t^ the Trustees, 
prior to their annual meeting, a Beport upon the state of the 
School, the changes in any details proposed for their considera- 
tion, or those which may have been carried out subsequently to 
their last meeting. 

FELLOWS. 

The Rugby Fellowships form no part of the Sheriff Foun- 
dation. By the Act of 1777, it had been provided that in case 
of removal of any Usher on account of old age or infirmity, 
the Trustees might allow him any annual sum not exceeding 
401., determinable at their will and pleasure. Fifty years after, 
by the Act 7 Geo. TV. c. 28, the IVustees were empowered to 
establish endowments in the nature of Fellowships for life, or a 
less period, of not less than 100^. or more than dOOl. per 
annum, for the benefit of Ushers who might have served ten 
.years. There are at present five Fellows receiving 700Z. from 
the School revenues annually ; but the Trustees some time since 
passed a resolution to the enect that no appointments to Fellow- 
ships should be made in ftiture, except in special cases.

The Head Master is required hy the 17 Geo. Hi. to be a 
Master of Arts of Oxford or Cambridge, a Protestant of the 
Church of Eneland, with preference to such as are duly qualified 
and have received their edxication at the School. 

The Head Master usually appoints, and has the power to 
dismiss, subject to an appeal to the Trustees, all the Assistants 
but the seven Senior Classical Masters. He assigns the divisions 
which each has to teach, a power but little fettered by the 

^ Masters of Boarding-houses. 

* Tutors of the School-house. The Tutors of the School-house 
take as pupils (except there is an expressed wish of the parents to 
the contrary) all Boys in the School-house above the Lower School. 
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custom wbicli gives tHe Forms in the Lower and Middle School 
to the Assistants according to seniority. The Boarding-houses 
are given at his recommendation, though the Assistant Masters 
standing highest on the list in order of seniority are under- 
stood to have a claim as the houses hecome vacant. Besides 
teaching the Sixth Form, in which he is assisted by the two 
Composition Masters, the Head Master examines every Form 
occasionally. 

The School had existed ahnost a century, when a contingent 
provision was made for an Usher by an Order in Chancery in 
1653. In 1780, or three years after the passing of the Act of 
17 Greo. III., three Classical Assistants, payable by the Trustees, 
were appointed. In 1800 there were five. In 1818, when the 
School ranked second among the Public Schools in numbers, 
there were nine Classical Assistant Masters to 391 Boys. When 
Dr. Arnold became Head Master, in 1828, there were seven 
Assistant Masters for Classics, Mathematics, and Modem Lan- 
guages. He added one more in 1829, and another in 1830, all 
teaching all three subjects. In 1848 there were twelve to 490 
Boys. The Assistant Classical Masters are always, by the custem 
of the School, Graduates of Oxford or Cambridge, and the 
selection is by no means limited te old Rugbeians. 

The Head Master assembles the Assistant Masters once a 
month for the consideration of the rules, usages, and conduct of 
the School; a practice introduced by Dr. Arnold, and to the 
maintenance of which *' much of the effective and harmonious 
working of the School is generally attributed." Each Assistant 
Master has a large' discretion as to the books used in his 
Division, and the amount of work done in the half-year. 

FOUNDATIONERS. 

By the terms of the " Intent," the Boys on the Foundation 
were to be taught Grammar freely^ and by 17 Geo. III. c. 32, 
Grammar and the Latin and Greek Languages and Arithmetic, 
without fee or reward. By subsequent orders of the Trustees, 
passed with the sanction of the Cowct of Chancery, they are gra- 
tuitously teught in the School Classes — Modem Languages, Ma- 
thematics, Natural Science, and Drawing. A Foundation-Scholar 
is constituted bj the residence of his parente for two years in 
Rugby, or withm ten miles of it if in Warwickshire, or within 
five iniles if in Leicestershire or Northamptonshire. The Order 
of Chancery (January 17th, 1851) which determined the qualify- 
ing time of residence, authorizes the Trustees to extend it to 
four years if it should be judged necessary by them. 
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The direct annaal expenditure on the education of Foundation 
Boys amounts at present to about 3000^., exclusive of the ex- 
pense partly incurred on their account for the support of the 
religious services of the School, the maintenance of the &bric 
generally, and similar objects. 

THE SCHOOL. 

The number of Boys in the School in June, 1865, was 499, 
distributed into three Schools, the Upper, Middle, and Lower. 
0£ these, 193 were in the Upper School, 282 in the Middle, and 
24 in the Lower. The Upper School, including the Sixtli, is 
now limited to 180. 

No Boy is admitted until competent to learn Latin ; and the 
Masters of the Boarding-houses commonly reject Boys under 
12, though no minimum age is fixed by the rules of the 
School. 

A Public Entrance Examination has been established by the 
present Head'Masterfor determining a Boy'd place on admission 
to the School. The following particulars are to be stated re- 
specting a candidate for admission : — Proposed time of entrance ; 
name in full ; day and year of birth ; name and address of parent 
or^ardian; present School or Tutor. 

The School is distributed into four Schools, the Classical, 
Mathematical, Modem Language, and Natural Philosophy 
Schools. 

Rank in the School is determined by the Classical Forms, 
but promotion in them does not depend solely on the Classical 
lessons. As a rule, the same marks are given in Mathematics 
and Modern Languages as in Classics, the preponderance of the 
latter being maintained by the greater number of lessons given 
in Classic^ subjects. 

Classical School. 

Each of the three Sub-Schools is divided into Forms, and these 
again are distributed into Divisions, which, except in the Lower 
School, form a corresponding number of Classes. Each Division 
has its own Master, though two Divisions may be parallel for 
both work and promotion.

In ihe parallel Divisions the same work is done, and Boys are 
promoted, not from one to the other, but from both into the 
Eorm above. The first institation of parallel classes took place 
in the Head Mastership of Dr. Tait. They were discontinaed 
for a time, and revived by the present Head Master. The 
system exists at Kugby alone of the nine Public Schools com- 
prised in the inquiry of the Commission of 1861, " but more 
than one School of reputation lying outside of this circle has 
adopted it." 

The 4&9 Boys, all of whom necessarily learn Classics, are taught 
by fifteen Masters, one of whom, however, gives a substantial 
portion of his time to Modem Languages. Each Master instructs 
33 Boys on an average ; the lower cksses, however, commonly 
falling below this number. 

The class-time during the week is somewhat more than 
fourteen hours through the Upper School ; somewhat more than 
twelve through the Middle; and through the Lower School 
eighteen hours and a half, inclusive of some of the preparation, 
which, except for the early mominc lesson, tskes place in School. 
About one hour in the week is devoted to History and Geo* 
graphy ; two hours, but in the Sixth Form three, to Divinity ; 
and the remainder to Classics, that is, construing, repetition* 
and occasional translations. The rest of the Classical work, 
consisting in composition, is done commonly out of School" 
hours. By a cycle introduced some years since, a Boy at the 
School for three consecutive years will have passed through a 
full course of Classical, Jewish, or English History. If a Boy 
is promoted, the continuity of his work is not broken. Modem 
History may be taken in as an extra for the examinations. 

English poetry is repeated in all Forms but the hishest ; the 
repetition of Latin poetry begins in the class above the lowest, 
and is continued into the Sixth Form. Latin prose and Greek 
poetry, not prose, are sometimes learnt by heart, and the Public 
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Schools Commissioners consider that the system of repetition 
might he extended in these, or in some of them, with advantage. 

The Divinity work is chiefly Biblical. Portions of the Bible 
are committed to memcny. Farts of the New Testament are 
read in Greek by the Upper Forms, and the Epistles in the 
highest classes. 

The Scripture History is done in the half-vear, Creogr^hy is 
a part of the holiday task, and Classical and English History 
are done either in the half-year or as part of the holiday task. 

In Class-work in Classics, the Boys of the Sixth are marked 
when called up, so that all shall be called an equal number of 
times in the course of the month. The passage when read is 
translated off into English, till a mistake is made, when the 
next Boy is required to correct. Slight inaccuracies are not 
checked at the time in the Sixth. " The aim of the lesson is 
not to give (extraneous) information so much as to make every 
Boy thoroughly to understand the author ;" and stress is chiefly 
laid upon the shades of meaning expressed by moods, tenses, 
collocation of words, &c. A^r reading a Book through, two 
or three lessons are devoted to a retrospect of what is contained 
in it. " If it be a philosophical or historical work, tihe Master 
sometimes requires an analysis of it, but always finally gives a 
careftd analysis of his own." In the Fifth, eight or ten Boys 
are called up, and on the average every Boy is set on once in 
four lessons. Notes are taken, and the lesson is ^nerally trans- 
lated by the Master. Places are never changed in the Sixth ; 
but are changed by the collective marks in aQ subjects, at the 
end of the half-year only, in the Twenty ; at the end of each 
quarter, in the Fifth ; every month in the Lower Fifth ; in- 
cessantly through each lesson in the Middle and Lower School. 

The marks given at the end of the lesson in the Middle and 
Lower School are determined simply by the place occupied; 
extra marks being given in most Forms for construing, and in 
all for Composition. 

In the Bemove and the lower Forms the chief repetition is 
Grammar, with occasional Ovid and English Poetry. The 
Latin Grammar serves in part as a construing lesson in the last 
three Forms. Besides the usual repetitions, aU Boys are expected 
to get up the substance of the Books done in Form. 

The reading of the Sixth and the Twenty includes, besides 
Homer, the Tragedians and Historians, Aristophanes, Plato, and 
Demosthenes ; and in Latin, besides the usual authors, Lucre- 
tius, Juvenal, &c. Homer, Thucydides, ^schylus, Demosthenes, 
Livy, Cicero, Horace, Virgil, are read in the Fifth ; Herodotus, 
Euripides, Cicero, Sallust, Horace, Ovid, in the Upper Middle, 
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First Division ; Homer, C»sar, Virgil, Ovid, Horace, Anthologia, 
in the Second Division ; Homer, Xenophon, Caesar, Ovid, in the 
Third and Lower Middle Form. The Remove reads Xenophon 
and Kennedv's Palaestra Latina, Sec. ; the lowest Forms, Greek 
Delectus (W ilkins') and the Palaestra. 

The range of reading in Modem Languages is extensive, in- 
cluding (Joethe, SchiUer, Voltaire, De Stael, Michelet, Mignet, 
&c. ; and Boys who are veiy backward in French or Grerman, or 
both, are required to have private tuition till their knowledge of 
them is more on a level with their Classical work. 

The editions of Classics used are chiefly the Tauchnitz, 
Teubner, Oxford and Cambridge texts, the upper Forms hems 
expected to have access out of School to the best annotated 
editions. Other Text-books are Wordsworth's and Kennedy's 
Grammars ; Rugby Cicero ; Hughes's Geography ; Liddell's and 
Smith's Histories ; CoUis's Cards of Greek and Latin Verbs ; 
Mariette's Half-Hours; Heimanns and Wittich's Exercises; 
Roche, Ahn, and Hamel ; Colenso, Todhunter, and Hall ; Drew, 
Parkinson (Mechanics). 

In Composition no original English verse is written. About 
thirty copies of Latin verse and prose (original), and about fifby 
of translation are done in the year, with eight English Essays 
and about twenty translations. English Essay writing is almost 
restricted to the Sixth. The same quantity of Latin and of 
Greek verse is written in the Twenty; the Iambics usually 
from Shakspeare ; the Latin Lyrics or Hexameters are mostiy 
translations. The original Hexameters of the Fifth are written 
from a few hints, and involve usually some historical reading ; 
the Translation, Hexameters, Elegiacs, or Lyrics, is more or less 
free; the Greek verse from English poets or Beatson, or a 
dictated translation from a Gre^ pl^j; aJ^d the prose from 
Kennedy's Materials, Crombie's Gymnasium, or Holden. No 
original composition is required below the highest Form of the 
Middle School. Wilkins* Greek Sentences ; Walford, Wilkins, 
Moberly, for Latin verse, and Beatson for Iambics, with Ken- 
nedy's Curriculum and Moberly 's Praxis for Latin prose, are used 
in the Upper Middle Form; in the Lower Middle, Moberly, 
Penrose, or Walford for verse, the Praxis for prose. Re-trans- 
lation of English literally translated is used in the Remove ; 
and Bradley or EUis in that and the lowest Forms. Only the 
lowest Class is exempted from translation into Latin verse. It 
is not usual to write Greek below the Upper School; and 
written translations into English hardljr form a part of the 
general system of the School below the Sixth Form. 

The Composition Master appointed by Dr. Tait in 1843 to 
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assist in the Sixth, was made a Form Master in the following 
year, and has since always held a class. 

"Private" Tuition. — The Tutorial system has existed at 
Rugby since the end of the last centurjr. Before Dr. Arnold's 
time the duty of the Private Tutor consisted in the correction of 
a Boy's exercises until he reached the Fifth, when the most 
difficult work, the Greek Play and Pindar, were construed in 
preparation for School. Now, the Tutor* s work, besides the 
duty of general supervision, involves the correction of one of 
the three weekly copies in the Upper School, with each Pupil 
individually ; and throughout the whole School involves two or 
three construing lessons a week with each set of Pupils. The 
subject read at these Tutor lessons, though distinct from class- 
work, which is never construed with the Tutor, becomes a part 
of the half-yearly examinations, and contributes to promotion. 
There is, thirdly, occasional special work, which generally con- 
sists of extra composition ; but special 'reading with higher 
Pupils, preparing for Scholarships at the Universities, is by no 
means confined to composition. This instruction is given to 
classes more mixed, but much smaller, than those of the School, 
each Tutor bein^ permitted to receive fees from fifty Pupils ; 
those of the Middle School being formed into two classes 
generally, and those of the Upper School into two, of which 
the Sixth forms one. The essential value of the system lies in 
this, that as a rule the Tutor keeps the same Pupils through- 
out their stay in the School, and comes thoroughly to know 
them, while he maintains an acquaintance with the work of all 
the Forms in the School. Every Boy above the Lower School and 
below the Sixth Form is required to have a classical Private 
Tutor. . : . 

A Boy can have extra private tuition in Mathematics or in 
Modem Languages. Should his time not permit this under the 
existing arrangement of his studies, he is sometimes allowed, 
with the concurrence of the Head Master, Form Master, and 
Tutor, to drop the " private" classical lessons of the week, the 
Tutor's fee being reduced by half its amount ; and Boys in the 
Fifth or the Twenty are sometimes allowed to drop Latm verses. 

Pbomotion. 

Since the recent change from two to three holidays, the pro- 
motions will be three ; one at the commencement of each Term. 
Form marks and Examination marks have an equal weight in 
determining each promotion. 

There is no competition between parallel Divisions, promotion 
carrying a Boy from a lower Division into one parallel or the

other, and thence into the Division next above. An equal 
number of Boys is selected for promotion from each parallel. 

" The title to promotion in the Classical School at Ku^by is 
very simple, being that of comparative proficiency alone ; out it 
is dso very comprehensive, including as it does even the art of 
Drawing. The tests of proficiency in Classics alone are various 
and numerous ; the application of them is frequent. The 
freedom of movement in promotion is more complete than at any 
other School under our review." — Public Schools Commission. 

The average length of stay in a Division is about seven months 
in the upper part of the School, and between five and six in the 
lower. 

For nine weeks in midwinter. School begins at 8. For the 
rest of the year, at 7, with work for an hour and a half before 
breakfiast. Of the four and a half or five hours of a whole School- 
day, three occur before dinner, and not more than two School 
lessons take place together. There is always a break of an 
hour and a hsJf between dinner and the next School lesson, with 
a similar interval before dinner as to School, but not as to 
Tutor's work. 

Mathematical School. 

The four main subdivisions of this School have the same names 
and contain the same Boys as do the corresponding portions of 
the Classical School. 

The School is distributed as follows :— 

1. Sixth Form. 

2. Upper School. 

3. First and Second Upper Middle Schools, 

4. First and Second Lower Middle Schools. 

6. Lower School ^Remove, Fourth, and Third Forms). 

So far the places m the Mathematical School depend on those 
in the Classical. 

The School, however, is subdivided into " Sets," which do not 
correspond as to the number or order of the Boys contained in 
them with the Divisions of the Classical School. The number of 
Sets is not absolutely fixed, but depends on the aptitude of the 
Boys at any given time to be classified in more or fewer groups. 

At Midsummer, 1865, the Sixth contained 4 Sets ; the 
Upper School, 6 ; the First and Second Upper Middle, 6 ; the 
First and Second Lower Middle, 5. The Lower School is taken 
in classical order. 

The Lower School is taught Arithmetic by the "Writing 
Master or his Assistant ; all above the Lower School by the 
four Mathematical Masters.

Each Boy on the average has three honrs a week in the 
Mathematical School. 

The Senior Mathematical Master and the seven Senior 
Classical Assistants are at present salaried bj the Trustees. 
Every non-Foundationer now pays 30*. annually to the Writing 
and Arithmetic Master. 

Promotion. 

Each Boy's promotion in the Classical School depends upon 
Mathematical proficiency to the extent of 12 marks in the 
hundred. A separate list for the Mathematical School is pub- 
lished periodically. When a Boy is promoted from one group 
of Sets to another, he enters the Set in the new group for which 
he is fit, and not necessarily the lowest. But the promotion is 
of course dependent on that in the Classical School, as a Boy, 
however high in the Mathematical Sets of his group or class, 
cannot advance into a higher part of the Mathematical School 
until permitted by his promotion into the corresponding part of 
the Classical School. 

By the class-teaching, an average Boy on leaving Rugby will 
have gone through Arithmetic, Algebra to the end of Pro- 
gressions, and four Books of Euclid. With Private Tuition, a 
few Boys are enabled to understand the Differential Calculus 
before quitting School. 

The Woolwich Examinations require special preparation. 

MODSBN LANGUAaES. 

The Modem Language School is arranged in the same Divi- 
sions as that of Mathematics ; the Sets, however, being less 
numerous, and the classes consequently somewhat larger. The 
actual arrangement of the Boys in the Sets of this Shool cor- 
responds more closely with their position in the Classical School 
than does that which they hold in the Mathematical, a &ct 
indicating the greater aptitude of Boys for Classics and Modem 
Languages thui for either of these studies and Mathematics. 
Places are taken in these classes for correctness of pronunciation 
as well as for knowledge ; and marks are gained in the same 
proportion as in Classics, according to the time given. 

A Boy can learn two Modern Languages without extra pay- 
ment. On the first introduction of German, Boys were taught 
French only to the top of the Middle School, and (rerman only 
throughout the Upper School. French is now begun on en- 
trance, and (rerman is added in the higher Sets of the Upper and 
Lower Middle Schools. In the Upper School Boys choose 
between German and Natural Science. 
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The class hours are two weekly, exclusive of preparation, in 
the Middle and Lower Schools ; in the Upper School one for 
French and two either for Grerman or Natural Science. 

Natubal Philosophy. 

In the Sixth and Upper School Boys who do not learn German 
are taught Natural Science. For this subject the Sixth is not 
divided ; the Upper School is divided into two Sets, the Middle 
into six. Promotion in the Classical School is affected by the 
Physical Science examinations in the ratio of 8 to 100 marks 
given in all subjects. 

Ill Notes taken during the Lecture are subsequently expanded 
out of School and shown up once a fortnight at least, when the 
Lecturer corrects them. At the close of every seventh Lecture 
a paper of questions is set. Two hours are spent in class 
weekly. 

Drawing and Music are optional. The fees for them are in- 
cluded in the School-fee of 21 guineas, paid by all alike. 

EXAMINATIONS.— prizes!— EXHIBITIONS. 

The Sixth Form is examined at the end of the Summer Term 
by three Examiners, severally appointed by the Vice-Chancellors 
of Oxford and Cambridge. They are responsible for all the 
subjects, but they procure assistance if they feel that they re- 
quire it. The rest of the Upper and the Middle School at 
^at time, and the whole School just before Easter and Christ- 
mas, is examined by the Masters. The Examinations cover all 
the subjects of instruction. 

In the Summer Examination, the Upper School, below the 
Sixth, is examined together by the same papers of questions, 
each paper being prepared by one of the Classical Ajssistants. 
The Twenty, Fmh, and Second Fifth constitute the ** Upper 
Examination." All the Middle School at the same time is simi- 
larly examined together by the same papers, the Examination 
turning upon work common to all the Forms in the two Schools, 
these Forms constituting the *' Middle Examination." The 
marks gained by each Boy are his Examination marks, to which 
are added the Form-marks of the half-vear, calculated upon a 
system which leaves to the last Boy of one Division an equal 
number of Form-marks to those of the first Boy in the Division 
below. The Boys are arranged in the order of marks (Ex- 
amination and Form-marks combined), without respect to l^eir 
Forms. This, the " Long List," determines the places of the 
Boys at the beginning of the next half-year. 
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HONOEABY ClIsSES. 

At Christmas, separate Examinations are held in each Form 
in the work of the half-year. The Masters are formed into 
Committees of two, each examining two Forms, one high in the 
School, and one low. As a rule, no Master examines his own 
Form, except the Head Master, who with a colleague takes the 
Sixth. The two Modem Language Masters examine the whole 
School in Modem Languages, and the four Mathematical Masters 
the whole Mathematical School. 

" Extras " are taken in as suhjects for examination ; and at 
Christmas those Boys who do hest are arranged in Honorary 
Classes. In the Classical and Mathematical extras, assistance is 
given hy the private Tutor, not in History and Geography. 
The Sixth choose theii* own extras, subject to the consent of 
the Head Master. In Forms below the Sixth, the Master 
announces in the middle of the half-year what extras he will 
allow in his Form, and from these selection is made. 

Six Honours Lists are issued at Christmas ; viz. in Divinity, 
Classics, Historv and Geography, Mathematics, Modem Lan- 
guages, and ^Natural Philosophy. A f^st Class in Classics 
counts 4, in other subjects 2 ; a Second in Classics 2, in other 
subjects 1. Any Boy counting 4 by this system, receives a 
prize.

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In the Mathematical School, First and Second Classes are 
awarded, each of which carries half the weight of the corre- 
sponding distinction in Classics towards procuring for the winner 
a prize of Books. In April and November also, a prize is offered 
in each main Division, the subjects being made known some 
months before the contest takes place. Nineteen guineas are 
annually given for this purpose, chiefly by the Mathematical 
Masters, J. M. Wilson, Esq., Eev. C. Elsee, F. E. Kitchener, Esq., 
and H. Brandreth, Esq. 

A Divinity Prize, of the value of three guineas, given by the 
Rev. Dr. Hastings Robertson, formerly of St. John's College, 
Cambridge, is competed for by all Boys not placed in the Sixth 
previous to Midsummer ; and one, value 4Z., has been founded 
by a friend of the School, for Knowledge of the Bible in the 
Authorized Yersion, open to all the School below the Sixth 
Form. The subject for examination in February next will be 
announced at Christmas. , 

A Prize of ^l. 3*. has been founded by the Rev. C. Evans, for 
the best examination in Horace. 

A Prize is given in February by Rev. C. B. Hntchinson, 
value 3^. 3*., for proficiency in History, open to the Twenty and 
Fifth. The subject will be announced at Christmas. 

In Modem Languages there are three Prizes, of 3^. 3*. each, 
annually given by the Head Master and Mr. Bowden Smith ; 
two to the Upper School and one to the Lower. Three Prizes 
are given twice a year by the two Masters of the School, M. 
Yecqueray and Mr. Bowden Smith ; three of 21. 2s. and one of 
11. ls,f to the Upper and Middle Schools, after a competition in 
the French and German Grammars. 

In the School of Natural Philosophy, First and Second Classes 
are awarded ; equal in value to tne same grade in any other 
branch but Classics. The Master of the School, J. M. Wilson, 
Esq., gives an annual Prize in March, value 3Z. 3*., to the best 
chemical analyst in the Laboratonr who distinguishes himself in 
some other branch of Natural Philosophy. He also gives a Prize 
to all Boys who gain 75 per cent, of me maximum number of 
marks. 

Prizes are given for the best Sketches from Nature and 
Copies. 

An extra Prize of the First Class was given by Mr. Barnard 
for the best set of Sketches from Nature made during the Holi- 
days, the number to be not less than six. 

Annual Prizes are given for Collections of Wild Flowers, In- 
sects, and Fossils, and for proficiency in some branch of Natural 
History. The Prizes are open to the whole School. 
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There are also Prizes for Singing and Music. 
In all cases the Masters give Prizes to deserving candidates 
who fail to obtain a principal Prize. 

SCHOLABSHIPS. 

Two Scholarships, instituted by the Masters, value 50 guineas 
each, are annually awarded for pure Scholarship, and are open 
to all Boys, whether in the School already or not, who shall not 
have exceeded their fourteenth year on Midsummer Day. Two 
of 16 guineas each are at the same time awarded by the Trustees 
These Scholarships are tenable for five years, provided the 
holders remain so long at the School. The holders of the 50 

guinea Scholarships are required to reside in the Boarding- 
ouse to which they may be assi^ed. The holders of the 16 
guinea Scholarships are not restricted in regard to residence. 
The Examination is usually held in June. 

Exhibitions. 

In 1777 seven Exhibitions, of the value of 40Z. per annum, 
were established bv Act of Parliament, and seven more of like 
value were added by the Trustees within a few years. By Act 
of Parliament, the valtie was raised in 1821, the number in 1826. 
From 1826 to 1834 there were twenty-one Exhibitions of the value 
of 60Z., and tenable for seven years at either University. At 
present, by order of the Charity Commissioners, the Exhibitions 
are tenable for four years instead of seven, their value varying 
according to place in examination. Five Exhibitioners are annually 
chosen in June, receiving severally 80Z., 70Z., 60Z., 50Z., and 40^., 
on condition of residence at some College or Hall at Oxford or 
Cambridge during the four years. The examination is open to 
all Boys members of the School for three years, and is conducted 
by the three Vice-Chancellors* Examiners in the work of the half- 
year, a Classical Author read privately, without assistance 
&om Tutor, Classical Composition, and Translation from un- 
studied passages of Greek and Latin. Besidence must bc^in 
with the Term next following election ; and " broken " Ex- 
hibitions, i.e. those vacated by neglect of the conditions, are 
filled up at the same time as the others. 

By an order of the Trustees, a Boy, to become capable of being 
a candidate for an Exhibition, must have been a resident member 
of the School for three years.

MONITORIAL SYSTEM. 

Discipline out of School-hours is administered chiefly by the 
Boys of the Sixth Form, or " Praepostors." In School-hours they 
keep order during the " calling over," and have the power of in- 
flictmg summary chastisement at the time in the Master's pre- 
sence. They caU the names in their own houses at dinner, at lock- 
ing-up, and at evening prayers. They see that the Boys are in 
bed at a quarter-past 10, and in some of the houses keep silence 
for about five minutes previously while private prayers are said. 
They also read prayers at half-past 9 in the absence of the Master. 
They can set impositions to all Boys below the Sixth, and may 
inflict personal chastisement — ^th^ " licking " — on any Boy below 
the Fifth, by not more than five or six strokes of a stick or cane, 
which they carry and can use at "calling over." On other 
occasions they cane in their study, or before the Sixth of the 
house, or tne whole Sixth of the School for a very public 
offence, and sometimes before the whole house. K an offence 
were committed by a Sixth Form Boy, a " Sixth Levy " would 
be called, and the decision referred to the Head Master. There 
is always a right of appeal from a Praepostor's punishment to 
the Sixth or to the Head Master. A reversal of the judgment 
of the Sixth has never occurred. 

The organization of the Grames and the management of the 
School-close is directed by the head of the Eleven, principally 
during the Cricket season ; but otherwise by the head oi the 
School, who also superintends the levy of taxes raised for those 
objects by consent of the Head Master. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Punishments consist in — 1. Solitary confinement for an hour 
or two hours. This is used only in the Lower School. 

2. Caning ; used both in the Lower and Middle Schools, but 
rarely in the upper Forms of the latter. 

3. Impositions, whether written or vivd voce. These punish- 
ments are inflicted at the discretion of the Assistant Masters. 
The rest are awarded by the Head Master alone. 

4. Flogging. The Sixth is exempt from this by the law, the 
Fifth by the courtesy of the School. It rarely is inflicted so 
much as eight times in the year. Boys of the Lower School, 
flogged for continued disorder, are generally punished privately ; 
graver offences usually in presence of four of the Sixth Form. 
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6. Removal by intimation to the parents, who are required to 
withdraw their son. This is not to be confounded with the 
occasional cases where it is suggested that the removal is ad- 
visable for the Boy's progress and advantage. 

6. Expulsion. A boy is told that he is no longer a member of 
the School. It does not occur on the average once a year. 

FAGGING. 

Only the Sixth Form can fag. The three Divisions next 
below them are exempt from serving as Fags. The rule applies 
equally to Boys in the town and in the School houses. The auties 
of the Fags consist in sweeping or dusting the studies of the 
Sixth ; at some of the houses, being withm call at supper for 
half an hour (by the " night Faes *), making toast, gomg on 
messages, and fagging at games. They have occasionaUy to get 
hot water in the mommg. At cricket a Sixth fellow may 
call upon any Fag to field for him, but the custom is dying out. 
At racquets there is no &gging. At football all Fags attend 
" Little Sides ;'* they take as much part in the game as the Sixth 
do, and are no longer restricted to keeping goals during " Big 
Side," except in three matches. Exemption from football, as 
well as from *' hare-and-hounds," "paper-chase," and "brook- 
leaping,** otherwise compulsory, is obtained by certificate, signed 
by the Master and head Boy of the house. 

RECREATIONS.— HOLIDAYS. 

The School-close, contiguous to the School, consists of more 
than thirteen acres of grass on a light soil. It contains covered 
racquet-courts recently built ; a gymnastic ground well provided ; 
and close to one side of it is a good cold bath of spring water, re- 
served to the Boys. 

The management of the Close and the regulation of games are 
committed to an assembly called the " Big Side Levee,** consist- 
ing of all Boys in the Upper School, led by the Sixth, and by 
which the tax for games is iinposed, its members paying a con- 
tribution double that of the Middle and Lower School. 

The chief games are cricket, football, and racquets. The Sixth 
make it a point of honour to hold a match in football against 
the School ; but on the side of the School, only the best players 
(Rugbic^ the "Caps**) play. The head of the School, being 
ex officio head or the game, must always be present. On 
the winter half-holidays, four excepted, the lower Boys play 
their own matches while the great game is going on. A good 
cricketer plays two " Big Sides '* weekly for three hours, except 
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in " Middle Week," or on extraordinary occasions, when there 
may be an extra " Big Side " Match. 

Kugby has Ions b^n noted for its " hare-and-hounds" and 
" house-leaping," known to all readers of the Rugby Book, " Tom 
Brown's Scnod-days." Many years back some of the Sixth car- 
ried whips and wore red coats, and the excessive exertion made 
caused the temporary suppression of the " hounds." The usual 
run is now five or six times. In house-leaping " you went out 
jumping the brooks and the hedges, and there were always one 
or two jumps the beauty of which was that you must get m." 

There are two bathing places in the Avon* reserved to the 
School. The " deep water ' is where the Swift (so well known 
to readers of Fuller) joins the Avon, and Boys are promoted to 
it when they can swim. Only the Sixth, Twenty, and Fifth 
may go to " Swift's," unless taken by a Sixth fellow. 

The Railway-station and parts of the town are out of bounds ; 
otherwise there are no bounds, and the limit of distance lies 
in the necessity of being present at lesson or calling-over. On 
half-holidays tiiere is a calling-over once or twice in the after- 
noon, according to the time of locking-uy, so that no absence 
can much exceed two hours. " Shirking " is entirely done away 
with. 

There is a Rifle Corps, enrolment in which is voluntary, and the 
rules are drawn up by the members. Every member not attend- 
ing once a week is fined. The corps won the Ashburton Shield 
in 1861. A Drilling-sergeant drills all Boys sent to him by 
parents' orders. 

Annual prizes are supplied by subscription for matches in 
athletic exercises, and tne winner of the greatest number of 
prizes holds the Challenge Cup. 

Debating Societies are occasionally opened ; but they seem to 
share the fate common to such institutions. They are promoted 
with sufiicient energy, but the material to perpetuate them fidls. 
A Magazine is also occasionally attempted. 

There is a " tolerable Library" open twice a week, when the 
Writing Master is present to assist in finding books, and to see 
that the Boys make entry in the register of those which they 
take. There are also Libraries in each Boarding-house, sup- 
ported by a payment of 10*. from each Boy. The Boys select 
the books, but refer them to the House Master for approval. 

The School-year is thirtjr-seven weeks. The holidays are eight 
weeks in the summer, beginning near the end of July ; a fort- 
night if Easter fall in April, three weeks if Easter fall in 
March, beginning on Easter Tuesday ; and the remaining five, 
or four, weeks, as the case may be, at Christinas. There are no 
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whole holidavB ; but Ash Wednesday, Good Friday, Ascension 
Day, and All Saints* Day are observed, as well as the 20th of 
October, Founder's Day. Religious Services are held on these 
days. There are three half-holidays in the week ; every third 
week there is a fourth ; on these days there are no lessons after 
dinner. But a composition exercise has generally to be done, 
and private tuition often occupies a part of the afternoon.

RELIGIOUS mSTRUCTION.-^JHAPEL SERVICES. 

The Greek Testament lesson of Monday morning is prepared 
on Sunday evening. There is a second lesson on me subject on 
Thursday in the Sixth. As at Harrow, Divinity is studied in a 
three years* cycle, so arranged that the majority of the School is 
working at the satoe periods at once. On Sunday there is a Divi- 
nity lesson from 10.16 to 11.16, which in the higher Forms

often becomes a Lecture npon chapters previonslj named. Each 
Master teaches or lectures to his own Form. 

Before 1814 the Boys attended the Parish Church. In that 
year the Trustees obtained powers to build a Chapel, at a cost of 
8000Z., which was accordingly erected close to the School, and 
has been since enlarged and miproved at a considerable cost. It 
contains monuments to Head Masters, Assistant Masters who 
have died in the service of the School, and to Boys who have 
died there or afterwards on the field of battle. Soon after the^ 
building of the Chapel, a Chaplain was appointed, " but Dr. 
Arnold, desirous of availing himself of such an opportunity of 
moulding the character of Kugby Boys," applied for and obtained 
the appomtment on the first vacancy, surrendering the salary, 
which IS yaid over to the Chapel Improvement Fund. In continu- 
ance of his practice, the Head Master preaches once every Sunday. 

The Chapel Services consist of Litany preceded by a hymn, at 
8.30; Morning and Communion Service at 11.30; Evening 
Service and Sermon at 4. These services are attended by aU 
Boys, whether in houses or town. The Communion is admi- 
nistered on the first and last Sundays of each half-year, and at 
least twice and sometimes four times in the interval. No Boy's 
absence is questioned or commented upon. There is no daily 
service in the Chapel, prayers being read each morning before 
the assembled School, and at night in each Boarding-house. 

Great pains are taken in preparing Boys for Confirmation. 
The Head Master sees three or four of the candidates from the 
School-house every evening, and those from the entire School 
once a week in Chapel, when he lectures to them. Each Master 
further prepares the Boys of his own house. 

BOAKDING-HOUSES. 

Besides the School-house, which numbers about seventy-five, 
there are seven houses, the largest holding fifty-four, the smallest 
forty-two Boarders. By virtue of the authority committed to 
him, the Head Master has the sole right of appointing to a 
vacant house, and of fixing the number of its iBoarders. The 
general rules of the Boar£ng-houses require that all Boys be 
present (unless by special exemption) at dinner at half-past 1 ; 
be in house at the nour fixed from time to time by the Head 
Master for locking-up ; be present at prayers at 9.30, and in 
bed at a quarter-past 10. A later hour is allowed to the Sixth by 
special request. Foundationers living in town are required to 
ODserve equal regularity of hours. 

The dormitories vanr much in size ; the 'largest containing 
sixteen beds, the smallest (of which there are but few) two. 
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Each Boy in the Sixth, and some in the Upper School, can have 
a single study ; in the Lower and Middle School the studies 
are generally shared between two Boys. They are small rooms 
of about seven feet square, but provided with ventilators, and 
with fire-places in the Assistant Masters' houses. The School- 
house studies are warmed with hot-air, for which no charge 
is made. The assignment of the bedrooms and studies rests 
solely with the Masters ; brothers are always put together ; 
. others are associated as much as possible with consideration for 
their place in the School, age, and character, as well as for 
their respective inclinations. The domiciliary accommodation 
is very nearly alike in all the houses. Boys in the Upper 
and Middle School prepare their lessons in their studies ; the 
rest commonly in School, in presence of a Master. Each Boy 
provides his study furniture, by an order on a tradesman, signed 
by the house Master. 

The houses are not School property, but rented from private 
individuals. The time during which an Assistant Master may 
have to wait for a house-vacancy varies greatly. Some get one 
within two years ; others may have to wait for ten. 

Except in midwinter, when they rise at 7, the Boys usually 
are up at half-past 6, to be down in " Big School " at 7. Break- 
fast in the latter case is at half-past 8, in the former at half-past 
7, or before School. It is served in Hall. It consists of bread 
and butter, tea or cofiee. Dinner, at half-past 1, consists of 
meat, vegetables, and beer; soup occasionally, and pudding 
usually. Meat is sometimes served with tea, after a long run ; 
and supper, of bread, cheese, and beer, is taken at half-past 8. 
After football. Boys who play the biggest matches are allowed 
beer at the School-house ; " all the smsLU fellows are not allowed, 
unless they happen to want it very much, when a Sixth fellow 
m^ take them. * 

The selection of Boarding-houses rests with the parents.

The charge for 
House Library will cease, but new Boys on first arrival wfll pay 
towards it an entrance subscription of one guinea. These 
changes will not involve any addition to the present charges, 
except at the School-house, where the charges have been 
hitherto a little below those of other houses, but will be so 
no longer. 

* A Fund is provided by the Private Tutors for the payment of 
the Tuition-fees of such Foundationers as require a Private Tutor. 
Parents of Foundationers must give previous notice to the Head 
Master if they wish to avail themselves of this Fund, or they will be 
charged like other Residents.

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EULES EESPECTma ADMISSION, &c. 

The following Enles are reprinted from a paper issued lately. 
Some of the ps^iculars have been anticipated, out it is thought 
Tmadvisable to disturb the arrangement and numbers. 

1. By an order of the Trustees, a Boy to become capable of 
being a candidate for an Exhibition must have been a Resident 
Member of Eugby School for three years. 

2. No Boy can remain at School after his nineteenth yewr in 
the Sixth Form ; nor after his eighteenth year below the Sixth 
Form ; nor after his seventeenth year below the Upper School ; 
nor after his sixteenth year below the Upper Middle ; nor after 
his fifteenth year below the Lower Middk. 

3. No Boy above 16 can enter the School unless he be quali- 
fied to take his place in the Fifth Form, nor any Boy above 16 
unless he be qualified to take his place in the Middle School. 

4. Each Boy, previous to his admission to the School, will be 
required to produce a certificate of good conduct from his last 
Master. 

5. Extra instruction is required for Boys so backward in 
Modem Languages or Mathematics as to be unable to join in 
the work of their part of the School. 

6. Any Parent who shall be found to have furnished his son 
with the means of defraying a debt privately contracted, with- 
out previously communicatmg on the subject with the Head 
Master, will be required to withdraw his son from the School. 

By an established rule of the School, all School Accounts must 

be discharged within one month after the expiration of the 

holidays, at the commencement of which they were delivered ; 

and unless this rule be complied with, a Boy cannot remain at 

' School after the Quarter-day. 

The Grammars at present in use are Kennedy's Elementary 
Grammar of the Latm Language for the use of Schools, and 
Wordsworth's " Grsecsa GrammaticsB Eudimenta in usum Scho- 
larum." 

Boys in the Upper School who are not destined for the Uni- 
versity, may, on application to the Head Master through their 
Tutors, be excused some portion of their present classical work 
on entering upon a course of extra instruction in Mathematics, 
Modem Languages, or Natural Science. 

Dr. Temple recommends that Boys intended for the Army 
should be put under the Drilling Master for at least half a year. 

Note. — By the division of the School year into three Terms, 
a change dating from 1865, the old Eugby School Times are 
cancelled in the paper above quoted.

The Gbammab School of Harrow-on-the-Hill was founded in 
1571, by John Lyon, ayeoman living in the hamlet of Preston, in 
the parish of Harrow. The charter by which the Governors were in- 
corporated was granted in the fourteenth year of Queen Elizabeth, 
'*for the perpetual education, teaching, and instruction of children 
and youtti of tiie said parish, and of two Scholars within the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge and two within the University of Oxford." 

The Founder possessed several small estates in Harrow and 
its hamlets of Preston and Alperton, at Bamet, at Maiden in 
Bedfordshire, and at Paddington and Eilbum in the parish of 
Marylebone, which were conveyed to the Governors by separate 
conveyances, the whole profits of the lands in Marylebone beine 
assigned to the maintenance and repairs of the London and 
Harrow highway. The repair of highways was constantly asso- 
ciated in the sixteenth century with religious and educational 
trusts, and the value of the lands devoted to this purpose by Lyon 
appears to have been less than one-third of that of the lands 
given to the School. The proportions are now reversed, the 
present yearly value of the School estates being little more than 
lOOOZ., that of the road estates about 3500Z. 

No Benefices are connected with this Foundation. 

There are dividends for the use of the School on a sum of 
1494Z. 17«,. 2d, consols, held in trust by the Governors, making 
the total of School endowment less than llOOZ. a year, and this 
is charged with some small payments to local charities. The 
Governors hold also 9724Z. 6*. 7d. consols on special trust for 
Scholarships, Exhibitions, and Prizes.

The original orders and statutes made by the Founder in 
January, 1591, are in the possession of tibe Governors. Under 
the charter there are six "Keepers and Governors," who are 
empowered to fill up vacancies in their body by the election of 
" fit and discreet persons" of the parish of Harrow^ The Bishop 
of London is autiiorized to nonunate to any vacancy not filled 
within six weeks. The Governors (who were directed to meet 
once a year) were empowered to make statutes and ordinances 
not contrary to those of the Founder, though a general power to 
alter these rules is conferred upon them. The rules themselves 
are now practically obsolete. 

Hie Governors have no privileges beyond the election or 
admission of the free Scholars, with the Head Master's consent, 
and no' emoluments beyond the statutorv payment of 13«. ^. 
yearly " for their pains." There are no Fellows on the Founda- 
tion. The Grovemors have the management of the property and 
expenditure of the Foundation solely ; they appoint the Head 
Master, "one sufficient and able man not under the degree 
of MA.," and the Usher, or Second Master, with power of 
removal for sufficient cause. Whenever the Governors are di- 
vided, the question at issue is to be referred to the Archbishop 
of Canterbury. 

There is no special Visitorial authority exercised over the 
School, unless that vested in the Bishop of London as above 
mention^ be regarded as such. 

It has been the practice of the Grovemors to leave the admi- 
nistration of the School entirely in the hands of the Head 
Master, who " is completely unshackled by any superior admi- 
nistrative authority, and consequently it is open to him, and 
must therefore be his duty, to make such changes from time to 
time as may appear to him at once desirable in themselves and 
opportune in respect of circumstances." He appoints all the 
Assistant Masters, gives permission to open Boarding-houses, 
and is responsible for the financial arrangements of the School.

The Head Master receives a small annual stipend from the 
Governors. He receives also the "School charge" paid by 
Foundation-Boys, and the 5L paid by each member of the 
English Form. His emoluments arise cniefly from the annual 
payments and payments on entrance made by Boys not on the 
Foundation, and from the profits of a large Boiarding-house, 
which holds 63 Boys when full. His gross receipts fiur exceed 
his net income. There is no Building Fund at Harrow ; the 
revenues of the Foundation are inconsiderable, and the expense 
of raising and maintaining the new and costly structures which 
have risen in the last fifty years, and are still rising, falls on the 
Head Master alone. There is, however, a small " CSiapel Fund," 
contributed by a minority of the Assistants, and the repairs of 
the old School Buildmgs fall on the Governors. 

The Second or Lower Master is also on the Foundation, as the 
'* Usher" of the old Grammar School, and receives stipend from 
the Governors, with oomj^nsation in lieu of residence. He has 
no specific powers or duties other than those of the Assistant 
Masters, from whom he is now generally selected by seniority. 
He must be of the degree of B.A. at the least. 

The Classical Assistant Masters, besides the stipends paid to 
thep by the Head Master, and the profits of their houses, are 
allowed to receive private Pupils. 
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The position and powers in and out of School of the Mathe- 
matical Masters are the same as those of the Classical Masters. 

The two Modem Language Masters also receive private Pupils, 
and hold small Boarding-houses. 

There are Masters resident at Harrow for Music and Drawing. 

FOUNDATION-BOYS. 

It is open to all parents residing in the parish, on application 
to the Governors, to place their sons on the School Foundation. 
Residence, irrespective of duration of such residence, confers the 
privilege. The statutes direct that "a meet and competent 
number of Scholars, as well of poor to he taught freely for the 
stipends aforesaid" (the moderate payments still made to the 
Head and Under Masters) ** as of others to he received for the 
further profit and accommodation of the Schoolmaster," should 
he " set down and appointed by the discretion of the Keeper and 
Governors from time to time." From the " others," elsewhere 
called "foreigners," unless of Founder's kin, the Master was 
allowed to take such payment as he thought fit ; and it is to the 
" foreigners," and not to its endowment, that the School owes 
its growth and greatness. 

Harrow was almost exclusively a parochial School till about 
the middle of the seventeenth century, when the great increase 
in the numbers of non-Foundationers began. During the 
eighteen years prior to 1863 the number of Foundationers varied 
from 16 to 37 ; in 1817 they were only 5 or 6. Since 1849 they 
have hardly increased. The average number of home Boarders 
not on the Foundation, whose friends, that is, have not appKed 
for its privileges, has been 10 during the same eighteen years. 

The present Foundationers are the children of parents bdlonging 
to the higher classes, many of whom, especially widow ladies, have 
come to live in the parish for the sake of the advantages a^ofded by 
the School to their sons. As the farmers and tradesmen of Harrow 
do not now send their sons to the School, Dr. Vaughan estab- 
lished a separate Day-school for their benefit, which is called 

The English Fobm, 

and where a commercial education, including French, is given by 
a Teacher or Teachers appointed and paid by the Head Master. 
The latter examines the JBoys periodically, and they are also 
examined by one of the Modem Language Masters, and the 
Senior Mathematical Master. A fee of 51, a year is paid for each 
Boy, the aggregate amount being about half of the total salaries 
of the Teachers employed. The Head Master receives a Meekly 
report of the progress of each Boy in the English Form. 
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THE SCHOOL. 

The nnmber of Boyb in the School at Midsummer, 1865, 
was 515, including Foundationers and home Boarders. It 
has fluctuated considerably, varying between 1842 and 1862 
from 79 to 492. The average duration of a Boy's stay is about 
three years, or rather more, owing to the fact that some 
leave the School very shortly after they enter it. None are 
admitted after the completion of the fifteenth year, except for 
reasons of peculiar urgency ; hardly any are under 12. Some 
stay to their twentieth year. The fiemove is the highest Form 
in which a Boy can be j)laced on entrance. 

The Entrance Examination in Greek and Latin, and in Latin 
Composition, prose and verse, is conducted by the Head Master 
and some of the Assistants. Mathematics also form part of this 
Examination. 

The course of Study consists of Classics, Arithmetic and Ma- 
thematics, Writing, IVench, and German. Natural Science is not 
taught, though there is a voluntary periodical examination in it. 

The arrangement of tiie Forms for Classical teaching is as 
follows : —

There are thus 15 ascending Divisions, includinffthe Removes, 
and counting the Third Form and the Third Fourth, which 
are heard together, as one. The Upper Division of the Sixth is 
taught by the Head Master. Two Assistant Masters do not 
take a Division in School, but are employed as Composition 
Masters of a part of the Head Master's IHvision. 

IV is intended to adopt the recommendation of the Public 
Schools Commission, that the maximum age for admission into 
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the Fourth Form should be 14 ; for the Shell, 15 ; for the Fifth 
Form 16 ; and that no Boy should be allowed to remain at the 
School after he has passed either of those ages without obtaining 
promotion into the Form for which it is the maximum, unless 
he come within the exceptions mentioned in General Recom- 
mendation XXY. 

The study of Natural Science, and of Music or Drawing, will 
probably form parts of the regular School- work from admission 
until a Boy reaches the Second Division of the Fifth Form. 

The time given to work varies in the different Forms. First 
School begins at 7.30 ; the latest closes at 6.30 p.m. Generally, 
about from four^nd a half to six hours are spent in School on a 
whole School-day, and about two hours on a half-holiday, or 
Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays. Including the time given 
to prepai-ation, there are upwards of six hours work on whole 
School-days. In most of the Divisions there is little School- 
work done on Tuesdays, but, as at Eton, much is prepared with 
the Masters as Tutors. 

It is a recognized principle that, as far as possible, the work 
of each Form should be somewhat in advance of that below it. 
A Boy in the Sixth Form for three years will have read Sopho- 
cles, most of ^schylus, about four plays of Aristophanes, three 
or four of Euripides, and portions of Thucydides and Demos- 
thenes. Compendiums are now discarded. 

System of Peomotion . — Couese of Study. 
Each Division is considered to have a maximum number. 
When at the beginning of a quarter or term (there are three in 
the School-year) that number is not ftdl, the vacancies are filled 
frqm the Division below. Of these promotions, two-thirds 
are given by merit, the remainder, known as the " Charity 
Removes," being reserved for Boys who may have been for one 
year in the Lower Form. Even in this latter case the remove 
would be reftised to a Boy who had been notoriously idle ; but 
the number thus remaining for a whole year in the same Divi- 
sion is very small, so that practically, except in the lowest two 
Divisions of the School, the promotions usually go by merit- 
Marks are ^ven throughout the quarter for each lesson in 
Classics (including Divinity, History, and Geography), Mathe- 
matics, and Modem Languages. These marks are added to 
those gained on Examination at the end of the quarter ; and the 
places in the Division, and consequently on the promotion-list, 
are determined by the sum total. 

In the Upper Sixth, places are not changed. A Boy once 
placed in it retains his position till those above him leave the 
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School. The system of promotion by merit therefore includes 
about 94 per cent, of the School. 

To determine the relative values to be assigned to Mathe- 
matics and Modern Languages, the average of the marks of the 
first four or five Boys in each Division is taken as a standard. 
Of this average, one-fourth is taken as that for the same number 
of the highest Boys in Mathematics, and one-ninth as the 
average in Modem Languages. 

Examination-papers are set, and quarterly marks are given 
for Ancient and Modem History, as for other subjects. 

As will be noticed below, there is a ^rther arrangement 
of places in the several Divisions each week oi^fortnight, which 
extends to the entrance to the Sixth, and includes about 88 
per cent, of the School. On the Monday of each week, the 
respective heads of the Forms bring the new Class-lists to the 
Head Master, who compares them with those of the previous 
week. Copies of these weekly " placings " are likewise sent to 
all the Tutors. 

Two printed lists are published each quarter, one showing 
the places of the Boys in their several Forms ; the other, the 
results of the Quarterly Examinations. 

The two Divisions of the Sixth Form do the same work in 
School, though not the same Composition. 

In the highest Division of the School, the author in use 
for the week is read off into English without taking the Greek 
or Latin, errors are immediately passed for correction, and in- 
formation is not given by the Head Master till it is shown that 
the whole Form needs it ; a plan followed in many of the Forms. 
The Boys are appKed to according to their particular excellence ; 
one for grammar, another for terseness or elegance of transla- 
tion, a ttiird for history, &c. From five to seven are called up 
in any one " School ; " each Boy is marked for construing, and 
for the questions which he answers or fails to answer, but not 
usually for those passed on to him. At " Fourth School " on 
whole School-days, a written translation of part of the lesson is 
brought and read. No places are taken, but the marks given 
for composition in the week are occasionally read out. At 
Second School on Mondays, the Form writes a translation firom 
an unread passage of Demosthenes, Horace, <&c., into the MS. 
books, which is read in the latter half of the hour by a part of 
the Form. Note-books are largely used through the School. 

In the Lower Sixth the construing lessons of each Term con- 
sist of two Greek and two Latin subjects, prose and verse, which 
are read in turn for one week in each month ; and a written 
translation is brought up at " Fourth School," Each Boy con- 
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stmes at least twice a week ; and at the end of each month, the 
marks obtained for Construing, Composition, Bepetitions, and 
History, and Divinity, are added, and the places changed accord- 
ing to lie result, which is announced on the first Monday in 
each month. In the Fifth Form, places are redistributed every 
fortnight, and marks are ftirther given for the manner in which 
the note-books are kept. With each Greek and Latin lesson in 
the Shell, a list of words is brought up with the derivations and 
literal meanings given, and a short explanation of the proper 
names of the passage. Places in the Middle Shell and all 
Forms below are changed once a week ; in the Lower, at each 
lesson as well ; and in these Forms the previous lesson is gone 
over. In the Fourth Form, the chief object being to ground 
thoroughly in grammar, the geographical and historical allusions 
and illustrations are few beyond what is necessary to the subject. 

The authors read in the Sixth are the same as in the highest 
Form of other Public Schools ; Homer, Demosthenes, JEschylus, 
Livy, Ac, are read in the Fifth; Homer, Euripides, Cicero, 
Virgil, Horace, in Remove. The Shell adds Xenophon to Homer, 
and Euripides and Caesar in the lower Divisions occasionally ; 
Xenophon, Csesar, and Ovid are read in the Fourth. 

Ltt Composition, each Monitor has in turn his "Monitor's 
week." During this, instead of the regular work he does his 
" Monitor's Exercise," generally from forty to sixty Iambics from 
a passage selected by himself and approved by the Head Master. 

The Composition of the Upper Sixth comprises some copies of 
Latin and Greek verse and Latin prose (original), and English 
Essays ; translations in English verse (occasional), and Latin 
and ureek verse, froni English poets chiefly, the Greek usually 
frt)m Shakspeare. The Greek and Latin prose translations are 
drawn from a large variety of English authors. An original 
French Theme is occasionally required, besides the customary 
translations into and from this language and German. The 
Composition of the Lower Sixth is not very different from that 
of the Upper, but the Greek verse is translated from Kennedy's 
Pakestra as well as Shakspeare ; and the Latin and Greek prose 
from Kennedy and Wilkins. The quantity of Latin prose 
written in the Lower Sixth and Upper Fifth is verv considerable. 
Greek is rarely written below the Second Shell. T?he Text-books 
for translation below the Bemove are Kennedy (Curriculum), 
Oxenham's Elegiacs, Wilkins' Lyrics, Bland, and EUis ; but ex- 
ercises are frequently set based upon the author in hand, with 
more or less of explanatory words and phrases. 

Other Text-books are. Dr. and Bp. Wordsworth's Grammars, 
Butler's Analogy, Horse PaulinsB ; Plautus (Fleckeisen), Hero- 
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dotu8 (Blakeeley or Gaisford), Thucydides (Foppo, Arnold), Pa* 
le^'s ^schjlos and Euripides, Linwood's Sophocles, Tauchnitz' 
Cicero, &c., Oxford Horace, &c., Buttmann, Machmichaers and 
Long's Anabasis, Long's Caesar, Liddell's, Smith's, and Simpson's 
Histories, Beatson's iambics, Butler's Geography, and Harrow 
Atlases, Page's Geology; Colenso; DeliUe, Masson (Choix), 
Barrau, Guizot ; Heimann's Materials, Tiark's Grammar, Schiller. 

The School-hours for Classics, including repetition and com- 
position, average &om fifteen to twenty in the week ; History 
and Geography, three ; Divinity, two. 

Mathematics. — This subject was made compulsory in 1837, 
though introduced in Carlisle's time by Dr. Butler. For instruc- 
tion the School is rearranged upon the same principle as that 
adopted at Eton and Rugby. 

In all the groups below the Sixth Form, the classification is 
governed by proficiency in Mathematics. In the Sixth this is 
round impracticable, as all cannot attend at the same time, the 
Composition Masters requiring the presence of several, and the 
Divisions consequently present considerable difference in attain- 
ments. 

Every Boy above the Fourth Form has three hours a week in 
the Mathematical School, and every Boy in the Fourth, two. 
Preparation usually occupies from two to three hours a week 
more. Any Boy whose parents desire it may have private 
tuition in Mathematics, and two of the Masters have generally 
about 20 such Pupils each. It is understood that the Boy is not 
to do with his Tutor work which he has to show up in School. 
In the Sixth there are a few Boys who read Conic Sections, and 
in private tuition some are in the Differential Calculus. 

Modem Languages. — ^The study of Modem Languages has 
been made compulsory at Harrow since 1851. Every Boy below 
the Fifth learns French. In and above the Third and Fourth 
Divisions of the Fifth, if he is able to read and translate a 
French Classic at sight, he is transferred to German, unless his 
parents specially request that he should go on with French- 
The time given to Modem Languages is two School-hours a 
week, except in the lowest Form, where it is an hour and a half, 
and each lesson is supposed to require an hour's preparation. 
In classifying the Boys, the same plan is followed as in arranging 
them for Mathematics. There are twenty-one French and &^e 
German Divisions, the maximum of each being 24. A few 
Bojrs have private tuition for two additional hours a week. 
Ongjial French composition is practised in the higher Forms. 

Sistory and Geography, — In i the Upper Sixth the Boys give 
one hour a week in School to some portion of History, Ancient 
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or Modem, preyioufilj read. In the other Forms there are septa- 
rate lessons in Ancient History, and, up to the Upper Fifth, in 
Geography, which take two or three hours a week. The " Holiday 
task" is always Modem History, which at School is only read 
in the Lower Forms ; the task counts in the Examinations, and 
is often prepared with great care. The subject (EngKsh History) 
is usually £vided into three cycles, from the Saxon times to 1815. 
A Boy takes the whole in three years, the cycle applying to the 
entire School, so that all the Forms read the same period at the 
same time, but in books suited to their respectiye ages and capa- 
cities. 

Dravavng omd Music. — ^These subjects are taught as extras, 
and out of School-hours, by resident Teachers. Reports are sent 
in every fortnight by the Drawing Master to the Tutors. The 
lessons are of an hour each, twice a week ; but the minority of 
the Pupils exceed that time. 

The time allotted for Musical tuition is fifty minutes, twice 
a week. 

Physical Science, — ^No branch of Physical Science forms part 
of the regular course of study at Harrow, but there is every 
quarter a voluntary examination, open to tiie whole School, in 
some one department of it. A subject is chosen each year, and 
part of it read each Term. 

By the introduction of Mathematics and Modem Languages 
about five hours less in the week are devoted to Classics than 
formerly. Including preparation, the time now given to both 
these subjects is about ten hours a week ; but it does not appear 
that Classical study has suffered from these changes. 

If a Boy shows a special aptitude for a particukr subject apart 
from Classics, he is urged and encouraged bjr his Tutor to pre- 
pare for the periodical competitions for Qie prizes given in such 
subject. In the case of Mathematics, a Bo^ is sometimes allowed 
to devote to them the whole or part of the time, from two to three 
hours weekly, now given to Verse-composition. This exemption 
is generally, though not exclusively, granted in favour of Boys 
preparing for the Woolwich Examinations. But such exemp- 
tions are rare, and not recommended. 

"Pbivate" Tuition. — ^Monthly Rbpobts. 
As at Eton, every Harrow Boy has a Tutor, and in both 
Schools the work done with him consists in the preparation of 
School lessons, composition, and what is called at Eton ''private 
business." In the Sixth Form this latter work occupies two 
hours a week, in the Fifth and Shell one hour ; the subject in the 
former case being chosen by the Head Master, in the latter by 
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the Tutor himself. In the Fourth there is no private reading, 
all work heing prepared in the School. Except in the ^p^i^ 
Sixth all compositions are looked over and corrected hy the Tutor 
before they are shown up to the Form Master ; and in the Shell 
and Fourth it is done in nis presence and with his help, if neces- 
sary. It is the custom, as at Eton, for all Boys in the lower 
part of the School to prepare in Pupil-room the lessons to be con- 
strued in School, the Kind and amount of assistance given being 
left to the discretion of the Tutor. At Eton, however, only the 
first two Divisions are exempt from construing in Pupil-room ; 
at Harrow the whole of the Sixth and Fifth Forms, or six 
Divisions, are so. It is not usual for those Bovs who prepare 
their lessons in Pupil-room to construe them to the Tutor before 
going into School. 

Monthly Reports are regularly forwarded to the parents of 
every Boy. Thejr are drawn up in a tabulated form, the details 
beinff collected, signed, and forwarded with his own comments 
by the Tutor. If the Boy does not board with his Tutor, the 
report is signed bv both Tutor and House Master. 

The relation or a Pupil to his Tutor varies with the house 
in which he boards. A Classical Assistant Master with a large 
house (from thirty to forty Boys) has as Pupils his house Boys, 
and perhaps some of the home Boarders. One with a sniall 
house (of seven or eight Boys) has besides them any of the 
home Boarders and a certain number from the houses of the 
Head or Mathematical Masters. The ag^egate of these is ex- 
pected not to exceed forty. The parents of home Boarders gene- 
rally select their sons' Q^itors. 

As at Eton, a Boy's relation to his Tutor is permanent, while 
that borne to the Master of his Form is constantly changing. 
The tutorial system has existed at Harrow since the beginning 
of the present century. 

EXAMINATIONS.— PRIZES.— SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Examination-papers are set at the end of each School-quarter 
in the various subjects of instruction, those of each Form below 
the Sixth being looked over by its own Master. The Sixth 
Form Examination is conducted by a Graduate or two Graduates 
of Oxford or Cambridge and two of the Assistant Masters. The 
examination of this Form lasts nearly a fortnight ; of the other 
Forms, about a week. 

The following Examinations are voluntary. 

1. In Divinm* ; for the Beaumont Prizes, by an Examiner 
chosen by the Blead Master. 
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2. In Mathematics; for the Neeld Medal, and the other 
Mathematical prizes, by an Examiner similarly chosen. 

3. In Modem Languages; for the Botfield Medal, by the 
Modem Language Masters (but not necessarily so). These are 
fl- n Tiiial . 

There is also the yoluntanr quarterly Examination in Natural 
Science, conducted by two oi the Assistant Masters. 

Each Master also holds the quarterly Examination of his own 
Form in the holiday task of Modem History, immediately after 
the reassembling of the School. 

An annual Examination is held for two prizes, of 2L and 
IL lOs, respectiyely, but not yet permanently established, given 
to the two Boys below the Fifth Form who come first and 
second in some specified branches of English Literature. It is 
voluntary on the part of the Boys examined. 

The following is a list of the Scholarships and Frizes annually 
competed for. 

Two "John Lyon's" (or Founders) Scholarships, of 30/. 
each, tenable for four years at either University. The number 
given is regulated at the discretion of the Governors. Under 
the statutes, as above stated, a preference is given to the 
Founder's kin, and to Boys bom m the parish; a privilege 
which will probably be abolished. 

The Ss^er Scholarships, of fifty guineas a year for four 
years to daius College, founded in 1830, by John Sayer, an old 
Harrovian. 

The Neeld Scholarships. Two of 30/. for three years to any 
College at Oxford. 

The Isabella Gregory Scholarship, of 100/. for four years to 
either University. 

Earl Spencer's, of 30/. for three years to either University.

The Beaumont Prizes, of 10^., 51,, and 5L respectively, the 
last being divided into two of 3Z. and 2L, and awarded to the 
Fifth Form and the Lower School. 

The Scholarships are awarded to the Boys who do best in 
the quarterly Examinations ; the annual Prizes to those who 
show the most marked proficiency in the subjects indicated. 

Rewards called " Copies " are given to BDys who have dis- 
tinguished themselves in the composition of the quarter, in 
M(3em Histonr, Modem Languages, Mathematics, and Natu- 
ral Science. They are awarded at discretion, but limited in 
number, the value (taken in books) being graduated in the 
various Forms : for the Sixth, 10*. ; Fifth, 7s. 6d. ; Remove and 
Shells, 6*. ; Fourth, 3*. 6d. The cost of these ** Copies " is 
charged to the parents. 

Pnzes of books are ^ven by the Head Master to the first 
and second Boys of the Sixth in the quarter's marks and com- 
position, and also to those who gain First Classes in the Sixth 
and two Upper Fifth Forms, and to the first two Boys in the 
two Lower Fifth Forms. They are also ^ven to all boys who 
have gained four Copies in the same subject, and to any Boy 
who may have taken four head removes. 

The Public Speeches are delivered on the last Thursday of 
June. 

MONITORDLL SYSTEM. 

Every member of the Sixth is invested with a certain degree 
of responsibility, more particularly the Boys of the Upper 
Sixth, who come into close relation with the Head Master. It 
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is, however, to the Monitors, or first 15 Boys of the School, that 
anthoritj is most formally assigned. It extends over the whole 
School, though they are not aOowed to inflict corporal pnnish- 
ment in support of it on Boys ahove the Second Division of the 
Fifth. None below the Monitors may do so except the head 
Boy of a lare^e house, who is invested in it with monitorial 
power. A Monitor is bound to keep reasonable order in his 
house, especially in the evening; to assist the Master who 
calls the Bill in School in supposing discipline ; to investigate 
and punish serious offences, or violation of any well-known 
School-rule, and to report to the Head Master gross offences, 
especially if committed by a Boy high in the School. Such 
reports are of very rare occurrence. Punishments inflicted by 
the Monitors, as recognized representatives of the School, are 
considered of more efficacy than if inflicted by a Master. Such 
punishments are imi>08itions, which are rarely set ; extra fag- 
ging, if a Boy is subject to it ; repiimand ; and canine, which 
IS not restricted to particular offences, but is seldom inflicted 
unless something of impertinence or of a deliberate character is 
involved. The heaviest punishment, which would be inflicted 
for gross bullying, is a " public whopping," or caning by the 
Captain in presence of the whole School. A Boy may appeal 
either to the Monitors in a body, or to the Head Master, 
and the appeal suspends the punishment, and if the Head 
Master supports the Monitor, the appellant must either submit 
or leave the School. Such appeals are very rare. 

The Monitorial authority, which is looked upon as *' the key 
to the Harrow system," is practically found to be free from the 
dangers which may be expected from entrusting power to the 
young. Any tendencies to its abuse are kept in check by publie 
opinion and the traditions of the School, and cases of tyranny 
are extremely rare. The system is approved of and cheerfrdly 
submitted to by the School at large. 

The Captain of the School is considered as the head of the 
Monitors, and to a certain extent responsible for the proper 
administration of the system ; and his position, and the powers 
lodged in his hands, form an important feature of it. The 
money spent on games (a considerable sum) passes through 
his hands ; he has the management of the com{>ulsory football, 
and is ex officio Captain-Commandant of the Bifle Corps. All 
the Monitors are ex o^fflcio members of the Debating Society, 
and of the Philathletic Club. They alone, too, have access to 
the Monitors' Library, though if a Boy in the Lower School 
wishes to ube it, he will ask a Monitor to lend him his key, a 
request seldom made except by a Boy of the Sixth.

DISCIPLINE. 

There is no absolute uniformity in the punishments inflicted. 
Each Master determines for himself what he will award. The 
ordinary punishment for being " turned/* is to write and trans- 
late the lesson. Grenerally speaking, punishments consist of a 
number of Latin lines, from mj to five hundred, or a 
" Georgic." A punishment recently introduced is " extra School," 
when, once a week. Boys sent to it sit for a considerable time in 
a Master 8 presence writing out Grammar. A book is kept in 
which the names of all Boys thus punished are entered. Extra 
School is inflicted, for offences of aggravated neglect. 

The offences which come before the Head Master are of two 
classes : — 1. Of Boys absent from or late in Chapel, punished 
respectively by five hundred and three hundred lines ; and of 
Boys absent from a " Bill," punished by three hundred to four 
hundred lines, if the absence arises from negligence, and not 
from desi^. 

2. Of Boys " sent up" by a Master, or detected by the Head 
Master in some serious offence. In the former case, a paper 
recording the offence is sent up from the Master by the 
" Monitor" for the time being, i. e. a young Boy in one of the 
lower Forms, to the Head Master ; who, when the Boy appears, 
enters the name and charge in a special book, and then makes 
the necessary investigation. For grave offences, a younc^ Boy 
below the Fifth will probably be flogged ; a Boy high in the 
School will receive a serious warning, or be required to bring 
privately some written punishment, or will be sent awav. 

Corporal punishment is inflicted only by the Head Master, 
the " cane" not being in use at Harrow. He rarely flogs any 
Boy in the Fifth Form ; in other words, any of the first 200 in 
the School. The punishment of a Monitor would be a public 
reprimand before the Form, or degradation either among the 
Monitors or in the Form, or dismis^. Flogging takes place in 
the Fourth Form room, with the School custos as witness. 

FAGGING. 

^ All Boys in the two Divisions of the Sixth — ^that is, the first 

sixty in the School — ^have the privilege of &gging. All below the 
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Fifth, except the tliree or four composing the Third Form, are 
liable to be fagged, though three years* service gives exemption. 
Besides being sent on messages, tne younger Boys act as break- 
&st and tea Fags in house, as cricket Fags and as racquet Fags. 
The breakfast and tea Fags bring up break&st and tea things, and 
remove them, the washing being done by servants. In some houses 
the whole of this duty is discharged by servants. The Bemove 
and First SheU are night Fags, and the rest are day Fags. 

On every evening of the summer quarter, a certain number of 
Fags in regular rotation are sent down to field at cricket for about 
an hour and a half. A certain number is told off* every week for 
this duty, and if a Fag is sent down a second time in his week, 
he appeals to the Captain of the Eleven. 

At football there is no regular fagging. 

The fagging at games by fixed rotation is a security against 
the younger Boys losing an evening unexpectedly ; and the large 
number on the roll, about 250, prevents the compulsion from 
falling frequently on any particular Fag. 

RECREATIONS.— HOLIDAYS. 

The average time given to cricket is estimated at about fifteen 
hours in the week; a Boy taking every opportunity to play 
could make it twenty, a considerable average. On the three 
half-holidays — Tuesday, Thursday, Saturday— cricket is played 
from 2 to 6, and each evening most Boys go down till " lock- 
ing-up" time, ranging between half-past y and half-past 8. 
The cricket-ground is only about twelve acres in extent, an 
additional piece being rented by the Boys themselves at 20L a 
year. The great Public Schools Match of 1866, played between 
Eton and Harrow, was won by the latter School. 

The football field, rented by the Head Master for the use of 
the School, covers forty-six acres. The game is played on three 
afternoons in the week, for about an hour and a naif each time, 
during the chief part of two School-quarters, and is compulsory on 
all Boys below the Upper Fifth, those excepted who have been 
three years at School, or who produce a medical certificate that 
the game would be injurious to their health. Each Monitor also 
has the right to exempt four Boys if he goes down to the game 
himself, and the Captain of the School can excuse as many as he 
thinks fit. All the games ^o on at once ; one being connned to 
Boys below 14 or 14J, ana managed by two Boys called Club 
Keepers, generally influential Boys from the middle of the 
School. 

The School raises for its games about 270/. at the beginning 
of the cricket quarter. 
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There is one large covered, and two uncovered raoqnet-conrts, 
and seven fives-courts, the greater part of which have been 
lately built ; there is also a large " School-yard" of 961 square 
yards. 

Besides these games, prizes are given for leaping and run- 
ning and other athletic exercises, and for swimming. Fencing 
is learned by a few Boys. 

The School bounds are limited only by the railway ; a restric- 
tion, however, which does not apply to Monitors, 

It is necessary for a Master and the Drill-Sergeant to be 
present during the rifle practice. 

The Debating Society meets weekly for about two quarters 
in the Monitors' Library, and consists of about thirty mem- 
bers. The members are admitted by ballot. In several of the 
houses the Boys have established small debating societies on^ 
their own account, which meet once a week for about two hours 
in the evening. 

There is also a School-club, the object of which is the main- 
tenance of athletic sports ; the first ten Boys being always ex 
officio members, the rest being elected by ballot. 

The " Bills " at Harrow are the lists called over on holidays. 
In the adjustment of them, intervals of about two or two and a 
half hours are lefb, it bein? thought undesirable that Boys should 
be able to be absent for longer periods. " In calling the ab- 
sences, both at Eton and Harrow, the title is given, from a 
Duke to a Baronet. There is no further distinction at Harrow." 
— Caslisle. 

An " Exeat " is a short holiday from Friday or Saturday till 
Monday, which each Boy is allowed to have once a quarter, if it 
is sanctioned by his Masters in Classics, Mathematics, and 
Modem Languages, and provided that his holiday task work is 
satisfactory. A Boy, to avail himself of an Exeat, which must 
not be taken in the first month or last fortnight of the quarter, 
must have his home or suitable friends within a reasonable 
distance. Sometimes from 300 to 400 Boys will be absent on 
an Exeat Sunday. 

The School-year lasts for thirty-eight weeks, unless an extra 
week has been added to a vacation. There are three vacations, 
of three weeks at Easter, six at Midsummer, and five at Christ- 
mas. The first begins on the Tuesday in Passion-week ; that of 
Midsummer on the last Tuesday in July or the first Tuesday in 
August; the third, on the first, second, or third Tuesday in 
December. The Head Master can alter the times of vacation 
if he sees occasion to do so. 

Sometimes a Thursday or Saturday is made a whole holiday 
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in honour of some special occasion, such as the appointment of 
a Harrow man to some high place, or the gain of University 
distinction by the School.

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION.— CHAPEL SERVICES. 

The cycle of study followed in Modem History is also ob- 
served in Scripture History ; a certain part of the Bible being 
read throughout the School in each quarter, on an arrangement 
suited to the different ages. The Boys are examined orally in 
the Sunday afternoon School-hour, 3.15 to 4.15, and at first 
School on Monday morning; and there is also the regular 
quarterly Examination. The cycle includes the whole of the 
Old Testament, except the Psalms and some of the Prophets. 
The Gospels are read in all Forms below the Sixth, which takes 
the Epistles almost exclusively. 

There are three Sunday Services ; the first at 8.30, being the 
Communion, and the second at 11, the rest of the Morning 
Service. There is also morning service at 8 on the fii^t day of 
each quarter and on every Saint's day ; and full morning service 
at 11 on Ash Wednesday, Ascension Day, and Founder's Day. 
There is evening service on the last evening (Monday) of 
each quarter. In Lent, the School assembles in Chapel at 7.30 
on Wednesday and Friday, instead of hearing prayers in 
School. The morning sermon is preached by the Assistant 
Masters in regular order ; that of tne evening, with very rare 
exceptions, by the Head Master. It has been customary to 
request the vicar of Harrow to preach once in each School- 
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quarter ; and once in each quarter a sermon is preached, followed 
by a collection for some missionary or other charitable object. 

The Choir consists of fifteen Boys, who volunteer their ser- 
vices, and meet to practise twice a week. Besides the general 
exeat, they receive a choir exeat. 

A Conmrmation has hitherto been held in the Chapel in alter- 
nate years. Notice is given of the approaching celebration 
towards the close of the School-quarter immediately preceding ; 
and after the holidays the names of Boys who wish to be con- 
firmed are transmitted by their Tutors to the Head Master, 
who prepares and examines the Boys of his own house week by 
week ; the other Masters doing the same with such of their 
house Pupils as are candidates. Immediately before the Con- 
firmation, a revised list is made out, from which are excluded 
the names of any who may have-fidled to obtain the sanction of 
their Tutors and of the Head Master. 

The Communion is celebrated usually three times in each 
quarter. No exeat is issued in the weeks of celebration. On 
one at least of these occasions, all Boys who have been confirmed 
are invited to meet the Head Master in the Chapel on Saturday 
evening. Attendance on the Communion is not compulsory 
nor registered ; but a Boy habitually absent may be privately 
remonstrated with. 

BOARDING-HOUSES. 

These are now kept, as a rule, by Masters only. The Assist- 
ants were first allowed to take Boys into their houses in Dr. 
Heath's early days, 1771. When Carlisle wrote, there were also 
" Boarding Dames," and the charges, except in the case of the 
present " Small houses," were higher than they now are. Iz 
rests with the Head Master to give permission to keep a house 
and to fix the maximum number of Boarders. The houses are 
of two classes, the " Large " and the " SmaU. " Of the former, 
the Head Master s accommodates 63, the others, 36 or 37 Boys 
generally ; the " Small " houses contain only 6 or 7 Boys each. 

The rooms have from two to five beds in each. Some of the 
Seniors, however, have single rooms. The Boys not engaged 
with the Tutor in Pupil-room, prepare their work in the bed- 
rooms, which are provided with the necessary accommodation. 

There is a Sanatorium at Harrow, as at Eton, Rugby, Ac, 
besides which most of the houses have sick-rooms either in them 
or closely adjoining. 

The diet is on the whole uniform, though there is no regula- 
tion on the subject. The regular meals are, breakfast at 9, 
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dinner at 1, teii valuing from 5.30 to 6.30, supper at about 8.30 
or 9. Seniors go to bc^ at a quarter to 11, otners not later than 
half-past 10. 

At breakfast, bread, rolls, and toast and batter, with tea and 
coffee, are provided. At some of the " small houses," where the 
Bojs take their meals with the &mily, hot meat is siipplied. 
At dinner there is always meat and pudding, or fish ana meat, 
or soup and meat ; either fish or soup commonly once a week. 
Beer is also provided. Tea is as at breakfast, wim the omission 
of coffee. At supper there is cold meat and cheese, with beer. 
The Boys in each house all dine and sup together. At breakfast 
and tea, the Sixth Form, and in some houses other Boys of the 
Upper School, have their medls in their own rooms<

The site on which this Foundation stands was anciently part of 
the estates of the Knights of St. John of Jerusalem, from whom 
it was purchased in 1349 by Sir Walter de Many, well known to 
the readers of Froissart, who sold it in 1361 to the then Bishop 
of London, for the purpose of founding a convent of Carthusians, 
which the Knight endowed. After the suppression of the Mo- 
nasteries, it passed to the Howards, and was purchased in 1611 
by Thomas Sutton, " Citizen and Girdler," who in 1609 had pro- 
cured an Act of Parliament for the foundation of a Hospital and 
Free Grammar School at Hallingbury, in Essex. This he re- 
moved to the Charterhouse, in virtue of Letters Patent granted 
June 22nd, 1611. By these Letters sixteen persons therein named 
were appointed Governors and incorporated, with powers to hold 
lands and chattels ; the endowment of Sutton being of the then 
large annual value of 4493Z. 19*. lOJrf. In 1627 the Governors 
published statutes to which their seal and that of Charles I. were 
respectively attached. By the Letters Patent, which authorize 
the Governors to make statutes under their common seal, the 
Hospital is governed, except so far as they have been modified 
by subsequent orders of the Governors and the statutes 3 Car. I. 
and 8 Geo. L c. 29. > 

The objects to be carried out in accordance with the Letters 
Patent were the foundation of a Hospital for poor and aged 
people, and of a Free School. Power was given to Sutton, and 
after his death to the Governors, to place m the Hospital and 
School a Master and such number of poor people and other 
members and ofScers, and such poor children or Scholars, as 
should seem convenient ; and also " one learned, able, and suffi- 
cient person to be Schoolmaster of the said School*** and "one 
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other learned, able, and sufficient person to be the Usher thweof ; 
and also one learned and godly preacher to preach and teach the 
word of Grod to all the said persons, poor people and children, 
members and officers, at or in the said house." 

In the event of the Governors neglecting for two months afte^ 
a vacancy to nominate to any of the above-named offices, the 
power of doing so devolves to the Crown. In their own Body 
the Governors have the power of filling up vacancies, it being 
ordained that the election shall take pla^ in two months.

By the statutes of 1627 it is provided that there be two as- 
semblies of the Governors, ''one in December, to take the year's 
account and view the state of the Hospital ;" ''the other in 
June or July, to dispose of Scholars to the Universities or trades, 
and to make election both of poor men and Scholars into places 
vacant." By an order, however, of the 29th March, 1651, the 
times of holding the assemblies were changed. Other assemblies, 
termed " accidentarv," are to be held upon death or resignation 
of a Governor, Omcer, or Incumbent of a Foundation-living. 
By the statutes of 1627, too, a Committee of five at least are to 
be chosen for the next year at the December meeting, " whereof 
any three, the Master being one, may proceed in any business 
left to the Committee ;" and under 8 Geo. I. c. 29, any 
number of Governors under nine and not less than five, assem- 
bled on four days' notice, may act as a corporate meeting. 

The powers of the Governors as regards the School, " comprise 
the appointment of the Schoolmaster and Usher ; the nomina- 
tion of the Scholars in such numbers, on such conditions, and 
under such regulations as they may think fit ; the authorizing 
such houses as they may think proper to be used as Boarding-

Iionses, and the reflation as well of the number to be re* 
ceiTed in each such house as of the total number of Pupils 
to be permitted to resort to the School ; the visitation of the 
School, including the power of reforming and redressing all 
abuses and disorders, of punishing and displacing if necessary 
any officer or member of the Foundation ; the eledion of Foun- 
dation Scholars to Exhibitions at the Uniyersities ; and the 
grant of outfits (now fixed at 100^. each) to those Scholars who 
produce from the Schoolmaster certificates of «>od conduct, and 
who, not proceeding to the Universities, enter uie Army or Navy, 
or are amcled or apprenticed to any trade or business." They 
have also authority to make, under their common seal, such 
rules, statutes, and ordinances for the government of the School 
as they may think convenient. 

ENDOWMENTS AND INCOME. 

No part of the property originally granted to the Governors is 
held in trust especially for the School. The kinds of property of 
the Foundation consist of houses and buildings in Iiondon and 
Hackney; &rms in various counties ; tithe-rents; manorial 
profits and quit-rents ; timber ; and interest of moneys. Every 
farm is surveyed and reported upon every three or four years. 
They are ordinarily let on lease for twelve years, and by the 
Letters Patent, leases of more than twenty-one years are for- 
bidden. The total income on an average of seven years ending 
1861 was 22,74/71. 5«. 9d,, or nearly the same amount as in 1818, 
when Carlisle published his "Concise Description." Of this 
sum, only 140^. is the aggregate amount of interest on frmds 
held in special trust for the School. The amount expended on 
the School in the years 1860, 1861, and 1862, as given in evidence 
before the Public Schools Commission, was — 

1860 .... £7,223 

1861 .... 8,104 

1862 .... 11,492 

No less than 4162/. 16«. of the last-named sum was laid out in 
the improvement and enlargement of the Scholars' apartments ; 
the annual expenditure upon the School, therefore, may be esti- 
mated at 8000/. Surplus revenues are by the charter to be 
expended for the benefit of the Foundation ; and the payments to 
the ** poor brethren," and the number of the Scholars have been 
increased in accordance with this provision. 

The Benefices in the gift of the Hospital are ten in number, all 
but one being Bectories. To one the Qovemors present twice in 
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five times. The incumbents of these livings are, and always 
have been, Scholars on the Foundation, but the Preacher, School- 
master, and Usher are now eligible.

The Foundation provides for and recognizes onlj the " School- 
master and Usher " — ^the Head and Second Masters — ^the former 
of whom, legally styled Schoolmaster of Sutton's Hospital in 
Charterhouse, is required to be of the degree of M.A., and 
27 years old at the least ; the latter B.A., and 24. There are 
now, and have been since 1845, six resident Masters, all of 
whom take part in both Classical and Mathematical teaching. 

From 1822 to 1829 there were eight Masters in residence and 
six Boarding-houses. The appointment of the Assistant Masters 
rests with the Head Master, subject to the approval of the 
Governors. There is no provision for the superannuation of the 
Masters of the School. The Head Master has full power to 
change from time to time the books used in the School, and can 
modify the system and course of study within certain limits ; but 
no substantial change can be made m the case of the Scholars 
without sanction of the Governors. The Assistant Masters 
have a consultative voice in the direction of the studies, and 
in all matters of importance it is the custom of the Head Master 
to confer with them and to receive suggestions. 

For instruction in French, two Masters attend twice a week, 
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for two hours on eacli occasion. The study is obligatory on all 
who do not learn German. A German Master instructs the 
Sixth Form once a week for two hours, and such other Boys as 
wish to learn. The Drawing and Singing Masters, and the 
Lecturer on Chemistry, attend each twice a week. 

Besides houses for the Head and Under Masters, rooms are 
allowed to the Second Assistant, who superintends the Foun- 
dation Boys, for which he receives a special salary from the 
Governors; to the Third Assistant and to the Mathematical 
Assistant, who ranks as the Third Master in the School. For 
all the Masters who may desire it, there is a well-provided 
dinner prepared daily in Hall at the charge of the Hospital. 

The choice of the Head and Second Masters is not limited to 
former Scholars of the Foundation. According to old order, 
** Carthusians were to be preferred, asteris joaribtis" This is 
now struck out of the rules. It is not necessary that the 
Usher should be in Holy Orders, nor does it appear by the 
''Orders" signed by Charles I. that such qualincation was 
necessary in tiie Head Master. 

SCHOLAES. 

The Foundation* Scholars are, with exception of the eight 
elected by competition, nominated by the Governors in rotation. 
The number as fixed by the statutes of 1627 was 40, to which, 
however, certain additions have been made from time to time, 
and in September last there were 52 on the Foundation. It 
is intendea to increase the number to 60. The Boys nominated 
must be between the ages of 10 and 14, and able to pass an 
examination proportioned to age in Classics and Arithmetic. This 
examination was instituted by orders made by the Governors in 
1844 and 1845. It is " more severe than it used to be," but it 
does not appear that any Boy nominated has ever been rejected. 

The Scholars board in a house appropriated to them; to 
which, as already stated, very considerable, additions have 
recently been made, to the material improvement of the dormi- 
tories, arrangements for washing, <&c. In the house are two 
common rooms — one for the upper, the other for the lower 
Boys ; breakfast and tea being taken by all in the former. There 
is also a dining-hall. Twelve of the upper Boys have small 
studies, which tbey furnish for thenrselves ; in this, as well as in 
the Boarding-houses, the privilege to hold them being generallj 
settled by their standing in the house. The Head Master is 
responsible for the management and discipline of the Scholars' 
house; questions of diet and clothing and the general arrange- 
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ments being referred to the Master of the Hoepital. There is 
also an Assistant Master resident in the house, who direcUj 
superintends it. All expenses incurred in making repairs and 
in arrangements of any of the houses are defrayed by the 
Governors ; the domiciliary accommodation in all is of the same 
character, and the resident medical attendant calls everv morning 
at each. He orders special diet if necessary. In the Foundation 
house and Head Master's house the Monitors have washing-stands 
in their rooms ; the other Scholars have a common lavatory, with 
basins and cupboards, and a perpetual supply of water. In the 
house of the Second Master, the latter arrangement alone exists. 

The scale of diet is the same in all the houses — ^viz. breakfiEhst 
at 8.46 (bread and butter and tea or coffee ; for the juniors below 
the Shell, milk). Dinner at 1 p.m. (hot and cold meat, vege- 
tables, beer, pudding, and tart). Tea at 7 p.m., the juniora 
having a pint of milk. Meat is supplied down to the end of the 
Upper School. 

Tor upper Boys, supper is provided at 9.15 — ^bread and butter 
and half a pint of beer. If a Boy wants an additional piece of 
bread, he asks for a " beavor" (bevere) — a bit taken with drink; 
a term also in use at Winchester. Afber 9 o'clock prayers, the 
younger Boys go to bed, and are locked in their rooms, the Sixth 
and Upper Fifth being allowed to sit up till 10.30. All but the 
fourteen seniors are locked in. In the Head Master s house, the 
head Boy in each room keeps the key, and the Commissioners of 
1861 think that this rule should be general. All the locked 
rooms are fiimished with bells conmiunicating with the Monitor's 
room. 

The Foundation Scholars receive gratuitously, board, lodging, 
and education, which includes Classics, Mathematics, Fren<£, 
German (if in the Sixth Form), History, Geogranhy, and 
Divinity. They are provided with clothes during tne School 
Terms (their waistcoats they find themselves), a gown, and, if in 
the Upper School, with a cap, or trencher. If they pass a satis- 
fiictory examination, at the age of 18 they receive an Exhibition 
of SOi. for four years, with 201. extra in the fourth, at any 
college of Oxford or Cambridge ; others receiving the gratuiiy of 
100^. before mentioned. In case of illness they are tended by 
the Matron in the apartments provided in her nouse, and they 
are nursed and dieted without charge for medical attendance or 
medicine. Foundation Scholars have also the preference before 
mentioned to the nine Hospital livings. By an order dT the 
Governors, of 4th March, 1856, Scholars are considered as super- 
annuated on completing their seventeenth year, unless reported 
by the Examiners as fit to remain as candicCates for Exhibitions. 
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Exhibitioners leave at 18, bat the Head Master may recommend 
Boys for an extra jear. 

For the Exhibitions there is at present no oompetitiye examina- 
tion. Every Scholar who satisnes the Exanuners (nominated 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury) ,'^so &r as to render it most 
probable that he will pass the first public examination, may 
receive an Exhibition, if voted bv the Governors, and on receipt 
of a certificate of conduct from tue Head Master. 

AERANGEMENT OP THE SCHOOL.— COURSE OP 
STUDY. 

The numbers of the School have varied materially from time 
to time. In 1825 they were 480; in 1836, 99; 1846, 187; 
1856, 133. In September the total number was 138. By an 
order of the Governors the number is limited to ^00. 

The School is arranged in separate Classical, Mathematical, 
and Prench denartments. The Classical has eight Forms, of 
which the Fii^ is divided into Upper and Under Fifth, the 
"Shell" coming between the Fourth and Third. The lowest 
Form is known as the " Fettles." The Mathematical has seven 
Divisions, and the French three. In all, except the Fifth and 
Sixth Classical Forms, a Boy rises mainly by proficiency^ 
though age is not disregarded. The plan of adding marks for 
attention and progress in Mathematics to those gained in 
the Classical work has been adopted for some time past. In the 
Sixth, Boys rise only by seniority, except in cases where places 
may be forfeited by misconduct. Marks are given, and a prize 
awarded each Term for the highest number gamed. 

In some of the Forms, the Boys are required to produce a 
written translation of the previous lesson, which is read in no 
regular order, before taking the new lesson. This, after being 
construed either regularly through the class or by Boys selected 
at random, is finally read off by those near the bottom of the 
Form. Though marks {bene, satis-bene, satis, &o.) arejziven in 
the Upper Fi£h, to determine the place of each Boy, a Boy does 
not lose a place (except for misconduct) unless his marks fieJl 
considerably short of those of the Boy below him. In the Lower 
Fifth, and the Forms below it, the lowest Boy is marked one, the 
next above him two, and so on ; and these marks, combined with 
those for exercises and repetition, determine the place of each for 
the week ; the sum total of the places tskeii each week deter- 
mining those of each Boy for the quarter. It is customary to 
promote one or two Boys from the top of this Form into the 
Upper Fifth at the end of each quarter. Places are taken in each 
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lesson throngli the School from the Fourth Form. Thucydides, 
Demosthenes, and Plato are read in the Sixth ; the Tragedians 
in the Upper Fifth ; Herodotus is hegun in the Lower Fifth ; 
Homer ana Horace are begun in the Third ; Cicero and Xenophon 
sometimes in the Third ; Charterhouse Selections, Ovid, Greek 
Testament in the Second. 

In the Sixth, a wide range of authors beyond the general 
practice is read, ah author, e. g. Juvenal, being taken up in one 
quarter and changed for another in the next ; but portions oi 
Homer and Virgil are read every quarter. 

In Composition, English verse is occasionally written. English 
Essays are set in the Sixth and Upper Fifth, the comjposition in 
which Forms is examined by the Head Master. The Sixth Form 
writes thirty-six Sunday Essays and eighteen on historical or 
general subjects, and translates a passage weekly in School with- 
out Dictionary or Lexicon. The composition of Greek verse 
begins in the Fifth with the reading of Attic poetry, much of 
which is learned by the higher Boys, and repetitions are held 
every morning, one of English poetry or history^ being occa- 
sionally allowed to a Sixth Form Boy. No original Greek 
verse or prose is written ; but the Sixth and Upper Fifth Forms 
give up about eighteen copies yearly of Latin verse and the 
same of prose (original), and from thirty to forty copies of 
translation (Holden, Kennedy's Palaestra, Charterhouse Selec- 
tions, &c.), Greek and Latin. The Text-books for Composition 
in the Forms below the Upper Fifth are Wilkins, Collis 
(Iambics), Walford, Kennedy's Curriculum, Arnold, Ellis and 
Henry, Major (Greek Praxis), and Howard. 

Other Text-books are Madvig, Key or Donaldson (Latin 
Grammar), Donaldson or Jelf (Greek), the Charterhouse Authors 
and Grammars, Stoddart (Latin Delectus), and Wilkins (Greek). 
In Mathematics, Goodwin ; Williams for Statics; Colenso and 
Todhunter. In French, Brasseur, Noel et Chapsal, Mariette 
(Half-hours of Translation), Poulain de Bossay (Histoire), 
Demogeot (Litt^rature), Ahn (First French Course). 

In Sie lower Forms, all Boys learn Latin, Greek, Mathematics, 
History, and Geography, and the greater number French. When 
a Boy has reached the Fourth or a higher Form, if desirous of 
following a special course of study, he may leave off Greek and 
Verse Composition, and devote a corresponding time to Mathe- 
matics, (fee. Modem History is always a sucgect of examina- 
tion, and high marks are given for it. It is studied once a 
week ; Divinity on Sunday, morning of Saints* days, and the 
greater part of the " First School," and part of the Second, on 
Monday. The elements of Hebrew are also taught.

In Mathematics the average namber of hours engaged is seven 
or eight in the week for each Boy. Those occupied in special 
preparation give to them abont eighteen. 

ifliost of ukQ work done is prep€u:ed in School, except by the 
Sixth Form, in which all lessons are prepared out of School ; but 
in the evening, work is done in the several houses for the next 
morning, and from 8 to 9 p.m. (the hour called " in banco") all 
onder Sojs are required to be at work, and order is main- 
tained by a Monitor. During this hour the Head and Second 
Masters visit the Boys from time to time. The upper Boys 
prepare their evening work in the long rooms or in their 
studies. 

It is not usual for a Boy to have a private Tutor ; in the few 
cases where it is judged requisite, or desired by parents, the 
Head Master generallv selects a Tutor according to the position 
and requirements of the Boy, 

The School has no collection of Natural Hist^ ; it has one 
of Mechanical Models, as arranged by Professor Willis, and the 
Lecturer in Chemisti^ uses his own instruments durine his 
lectures. About 40 Boys attend the lectures on Chemistry, 
which is a voluntary study. 

Part Singing is taught to two classes, all the Scholars in 
certain Forms being required to attend ; and 501. is granted by 
the Governors for instruction. 

A Drawing Master attends twice a week for two hours. 
The average attendance (which is voluntary) is about 30. Draw- 
ing is taught from casts, vases, or flowers, and the Boys are al- 
lowed to copy from the Chapel or School, or other suitable object. 

Durine Summer Quarter the Master abstains from coming on 
half-holidays, not to interfere with the cricket matches. 

The hour for morning School is 7.30 throughout the year ; 
for Day Boys living at a distance, 9.30. On regular School- 
days the intervals between times of School are from 8.30 
to 9.30, and from 12 to 2 ; and after 4 p.m. there is time for 
play till "locking in," which varies with the season. Wed- 
nesday and Saturday are half-holidays; occasionally an extra 
half-holiday is granted for special reason, e. ^. a Boy obtaining 
a Scholarship or high honour at the Universities. 

The Boys are at School thirty-eight weeks in the year. The 
holidays are — From the second week in May, four weeks ; from 
the 12th or 13th of August, six weeks; from the 12th of 
December, five weeks. An extra week is occasionally given 
on special grounds. The Terms are called "Long Quarter," 
" Summer Quarter," and " Oration Quarter." 

In the house of the Foundation Scholariif and in each of the 
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Boardin^-hotises, is an excellent Library of modem literatxire and 
works of reference. The management is entrusted to a Monitor 
in each house, subject to the supervision of the Masters of the 
houses, no book being admitted without their sanction. Each 
Boy p^s an entrance subscription, and a small subscription 
every Term, to the Library of his own house. There is also 
a School Library, consisting of philological and classical works, 
to which addition is made from time to time, and from which 
books may be taken by leave of a Master. 

Boys not on the Foundation consist of two classes. Boarders 
and l)ay Boys. The Grovemors have provided for the latter 
two comfortable rooms which they may occupy between School- 
hours. The Day Boys are generally sons of clergymen, medical 
men, lawyers, and men of business. 

PROMOTION m SCHOOL.— PRIZES, SCHOLARSHIPS, 
AND EXHIBITIONS. 

The ordinary and regular promotion in the Forms takes place 
once a year, and depends on the annual Examination. In 
the Lower School, a Boy remains as a rule in the same Form 
for a year. A clever Boy may get a remove more frequently 
through superior marks and general conduct. The whole 
School is examined annually, in April and May, in Divinity, 
Classics, and Mathematics ; and those who learn French, Ger- 
man, Drawing, and Chemistry are also examined in those 
subjects. For the Scholars there is an additional examination 
in December in Classics and Arithmetic, and a report is also 
presented from the Head French Master of their progress and 
conduct. All Foundation Scholars of the age of 16 are specially 
and strictly examined in Classics and Arithmetic, and the Ex- 
aminers have to certify in the case of every one of them above 
16 that they consider him fit to remain, and to become a candi- 
date for Exhibitions to the Universities. 

As regards Mathematics, the weekly marks are added to the 
Classical marks, so as to affect the place in the Classical Form ; 
but at the General Examiuation the promotion in each branch 
is distinct. It is in the "occasional promotions" that the 
joint marks obtain. The French Classes are left entirely to 
the French Master, who holds an annual Examination, but 
is free to move a Boy at the end of a quarter if he thinks fit. 

Drawing Prizes are given at the May Examiuation, the 
Master selecting his own time for giving out the subjects. 
Holiday tasks are voluntary. 

Prizes are awarded in all the Classical, Mathematical, French, 
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and German Divisions ; and Medals are given in the Fifth and 
Sixth Forms for Latin prose and Greek verse translation, and 
for original composition in English and Latin verse. Divinity 
Prizes are given by the Eeader, and two prizes, to the Fira 
and Sixth Forms, by the Preacher, for a Theological Essay, 
Prizes are also given in Chemistry and Drawing by the re- 
spective Teachers. These are all open to general competition. 
Prizes are also given for private study done out of School by 
the two highest Forms. 

There is no speech or recitation day, like the Apposition 
at St. Paul's ; the prizes however are presented in the presence 
of those connected with the School. An oration is delivered on 
Pounder's Day by the Senior Gown Boy. 

Of the Foundation Scholarships, two are open annually to 
competition among all Boys, whether Day Boys or Boarders, 
who have been at least one year in the School before iihe Ex- 
amination. The subjects for this Examination are Divinity, 
Arithmetic, and Greek and Latin translation, with Grammatical 
questions. 

A Scholarship has been established in memory of the late 
Hon. J. C. Talbot, tenable for two years at Oxford, Cambridge, 
Dublin, or Durham, of the annual value of 35^., with an annual 
Gold Medal, and a prize of Books. For the latter rewards, all 
Boys of two years* standing may compete. The subjects for 
examination are Divinity and Classics. 

An Exhibition of 20f. value, called the Havelock Exhibition, 
has been established in memory of Sir H. Havelock. The 
subjects for examination are liatm, French, History (Ancient 
and Modem), Geography, English Dictation, and Mathematics. 
Special Examiners are appointed by the Master and the Head 
Master. Mathematics form the chief element in the Examina- 
tion, Cateris paribus, a preference is given to a Boy intend- 
ing to enter Government service. 

By will, bearing date 1720, ten Exhibitions were founded by 
Dame Elizabeth Holford, at Oxford, for Boys upon the Charter- 
house Foundation proceeding to Christ Church, Worcester, Pem- 
broke, or Hertford, the last being transferred to University 
College. The Holford Scholarship at Pembroke College is 
filled from candidates on the Foundation at the Charterhouse ; 
or if two candidates are not sent up, then from the whole School. 
At University and Worcester there are two Exhibitions of this 
Foundation m each College, in aid of Exhibitions from the 
School.

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MONITORIAL SYSTEM. 

The duty of helping to maintain order in School is assigned 
to four Boys selected from the Scholars in the Sixth and Pifth 
Forms, and csJled " Gown Boy Monitors." Each of the four 
takes the duty in turn for a week, hoth for the School at lai^e 
and for the house where the Foundation Scholars hoard. In 
each of the two Boarding-houses two or sometimes three Boys 
are selected to perform similar duties, their authority not ex- 
tending to the School. The Monitors keep order, call over 
names, attend floggings and produce the rod, read prayers in 
presence of a Master, suppress hullying, and report serious 
offences. Inquiry into hreaches of discipline and cases of mis- 
conduct is usuaUv |)rosecuted through the Monitors. If a 
Monitor is himself guilty of serious oifence, the Head Master or 
the Master of his house degrades him from his office for a time 
proportionate to his offence. There are also Monitors and 
" Uppers" among the Day Boys. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Caning is not in use at the Charterhouse. The punishments 
are flogging and impositions. There is a hook in which the 
name of a Boy is entered when guilty of any ordinary fault, 
and he is flogged only after several entries are made against 
him, and when impositions fail in producing amendment. The 
book is brought to each Master at the close of each " SchooL" 
Grave oficnces are visited with immediate punishment. In the 
case of upper Boys flogging is not employed, their punishment 
consisting in impositions and degradation from their rank and 
privileges. When serious offences are brought before the Head 
Master by a Junior Master, he satisfies himself as to the truth 
and character of the charge, and awards or sanctions the punish- 
ment. 

AMUSEMENTS. 

The extent of the ground allotted to the Boys for games is five 
acres. There are also cloisters for exercise and amusement in 
unfavourable weather. In one comer of the play-ground are two 
fives-courts. On its "upper" and "under* green, cricket is 
played, and, on the latter, football also. Hockey is played on the 
gravelled ground. In the summer the School is allowed the 
privilege of playing against other cricket-clubs, and other clubs 
occasionally play on the School-gi'ound. The School has re- 
sumed its matches against the old Carthusians. 
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There is also a gymnasticpole ; and jumping, qnoits, and run- 
ning 4ire practised. A few Boys take lessons in ranoing. 

La accordance with the Beconunendations of the Commissioners 
on Public Schools, arrangements have been made for teaching 
swimiming. Baths for the use of the Boys have abo been pro- 
vided in uie Foundation and Head Master's houses.

FAGGING. 
The power of fagging is assigned by the Head Master to the 
Monitors and certain of the Suth and Fifth Forms selected as 
worthy in his opinion to exercise such power. The technical 
phrase is " to give a Boy his privileges." Among the Founda- 
tion Scholars the privilege of fegging is limited. Tyrannical 
exercise of the power is foflowed by its revocation. The privil^e 
is exercised over Boys below the Fourth Form, and consists in 
the right to exact certain personal services, such as making tea, 
fetching hot water, &c., nigging out at cricket (limited k> an 
hour a day), but no menial services are allowed ; these are dis^ 
chained by an attendant, and include the looking after fires in 
the rooms where the scholars sit, and attending to the lavatory, 
duties formerly performed by the "Fire-feg" and "Cocks-feg" 
(the latter so called firom the water-taps). There is a cert^ 
number in each house holding the " privilege." 

EELIGIOUS OBSERVANCES AND TEACHING. 

All Boys attend Morning Service in Chapel on Saints' days, 
and all Boarders and Schol^s upon Saturday evenings and on the 
morning and evening of Sunday, — ^the latter service, at which the 
head Boys read the Lessons, being especiallv for them, and choral. 

Prayers are read each morning in School by the Head Master, 
and in houses by the Masters ; and at night a portion of the 
Bible is read in each house by a head Boy, followed by prayers 
read by the Master of the house. 

Boys are specially jgrepared for Confirmation by the Head 
Master, and the rite is annually administered in the Chapel 
(generally on the Tuesday in Passion Week) by the Bishop of 
London. Formerly it was celebrated in Bow Church. The 
Holy Communion is celebrated on the ^reat festivals and on the 
first Sunday in every month, and there is special Communion for 
the School on the first and last Sunday in each Quarter (six times 
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^ ), to wUch those who have been confirmed are specially 
invited. There is no compulsion on any Boy to attend. 

The duty of preaching oelongsto the Preacher, who is one of 
the officers of the Foundation, appointed by the Grovemors. At 
the Sunday Evening Service the Sermons arepreached by the 
Head Master and those Assistants who are in Holy Orders. 

The School is regularly instructed during a portion of the 
Sundays, Mondays, and Saints' days in the Bible, Catechism, 
and Greek Testament ; and there is a Sunday exercise, consisting 
in the Upper Forms of an Essay on some theological subject, 
in the Lower of an analysis of some portion of the Joible. 

BOARDma-HOUSES. 

The selection of a Boarding-house rests entirely with parents.

The foundation of this School is ascribed to Thomas Burton, 
an inhabitant and Merchant of the Staple at Calais, 1495. But 
Carlisle states that the lands and tenements conveyed by him to 
certain persons were given for the maintenance of a Chantry in 
the Parish Church, and that at the Eeformation a decree was 
passed to convert them to the use of a Free Grammar School and 
other purposes.

Gbantham School, one of the few Grammar Schools dating 
before the Reformation, was founded in 1528 by Richard Fox, 
Bishop of Winchester, and with Morton, chief counsellor to 
Henry VII. In his Deed of Foundation the Bishop left certain 
lands to his College of Corpus Christi, Oxford, upon condition 
that they should pay a fixed stipend to the Schoolmaster at 
Grantham, and keep the School and School-house in repair. 
Among the early scholars were Newton and Sir William Cecil, 
afterwards Lord Burleigh, at whose suggestion the Foundation 
was augmented in 1663 by Edward VI. At the passing of the 
Municipal Reform Act the government of the School was with- 
drawn from the Corporation and vested in Trustees chosen from 
time to time by the Court of Chancery.

The old Grammar School, founded and endowed by the Bishops 
of the See, was dissolved at the Reformation ; and the present 
School was established by a Charter of King Edward VI., May, 
1547, in which it is called "the first Foundation of King Edward 
VI." (See Bury St. Edmunds.) The original deed, which made 
over certain estates for the maintenance of a Grammar School 
to the Mayor and Aldermen of the city, specified that instruction 
should be free ; and " as usual, the iree instruction proved to be 
a failure, and the School only flourished when the free element 
was ignored." About 1840 the School almost ceased to exist, 
the Head Master declining to take boarders ; it experienced a 
temporary revival under Dr. Woolley, Principal of the University 
of Sydney, and his successor, but again sunk to about 40 Boys. 
The New Scheme of 1868 placed the School under a separate 
body of Governors, appropriated 1600^. a year from the frinds of 
the Great Hospital for the benefit of the School, abolished the 
Free Boys, and ordered that a regular staff of not less than six 
Masters should be established. A distinct Concanercial School 
was at the same time established for the benefit of the trading 
and artisan classes.

The Grammar School of Bedford, one of the sixteen Schools 
of King Edward the Sixth, originated in Letters Patent bear- 
ing date 1562. By Lcidenture, 1666, Sir William Harpur, for- 
merly of Bedford, then Lord Mayor of London, and Dame 
Alice his wife, gave lands to the extent of about thirteen acres, 
principally situated in the neighbourhood of Lamb's Conduit 
Street, in London, for the endowment of the School as a Free 
and Perpetual Grammar School according to the Letters Patent, 
and for certain other charitable purposes. The School-house, 
Schoolmaster's-house, and other premises adjoining, were also 
included in the ^fb. 

The Funds of the Harpur Charity are managed by a body of 
Trustees, consisting of certain ex officio members, viz. the Lord 
Lieutenant of the ODunty ; the representatives in Parliament for 
the County and Borough of Bedford ; the Mayor, Aldermen, 
and Town Councillors ; the Recorder, and the Head and Second 
Masters of the School ; and of eighteen others, elective. 

The Revenues of the estates are comnuted at the present 
time at about 13,000^. per annum, from which various charities 
in the town, besides the Grammar School, are supported. 
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Visitors. — The War4en and Fellows of New College, who 
have the privilege of appointing the Masters, of visiting and 
examining the School, and of making orders thereupon. 

The School is open to the sons of all inhabitant house- 
holders, or of deceased inhabitant householders, of any of the 
five parishes of Bedford, who must be above 8, and under 15, at 
date of admission. They must ftirther earn their qualification, 
either by one year's previous residence, or by payment of a sum 
of ten guineas to the Charity. A fee of one gumea annually is 
paid to the Foundation by each Boy, unless bom in the town. 

Applications for admission must be made to the Trustees on 
the Friday evening before the first Thursdav in January, April, 
July, and October ; at which time the regular printed Forms of 
Application must be presented, duly fifled up. These Forms 
are obtained from the Clerk to the Trustees of the Harpur 
Charity, at Bedford. Certificates of registration of birth, of 
vaccination, and of marriage of parents (and in case of a 
widow, a certificate of her husband's burial), must likewise 
be presented.

The general arrangement of the School is in Divisions, cor- 
respondmg to the classes of the Classical Masters.* 

Promotions from one class to another take place generally at 
Midsummer, and are made by the Head Master. This period 
for removes is chosen to correspond with the annual exami- 
nations held by New College at that time. 

The range of instruction reaches from the commencement of 
the Latin Grammar in the junior class up to the highest 
books in Classics and Mathematics taught at Public Schools, 
the Senior Boys passing directly to the Universities. Boy» 
who are designed for the Army, Navy, or other professions not 
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leading them to the University, are allowed to substitute extra 
instruction in Mathematics, Modem Languages, and " Modem '' 
subjects generally, in lieu of portions of their Classical studies. 

Two Examiners are annually appointed by the Warden and 
Fellows of New College. 

ExllibitioilB. — After the Midsummer Examination, the Ex- 
aminers with the Head Master select the two most worthy 
candidates from amongst those Day Scholars who are going 
to Oxford, Cambridge, London, Dublin, or Durham Universities, 
to be Exhibitioners. 

The Exhibitions, of SOL each, are tenable for four years, subject 
to a College certificate of regular residence and good conduct. 
No Boy is eligible after the age of 19, nor of less than four years* 
standing in the School. 

School prizes are awarded every year at Midsummer, from 
the ftmds of the Charity. Two or three are usually given in 
each class. 

The Warden and Fellows of New College also give annually 
two prizes for Composition in Latin and English, Prose and 
Verse.

This School owes its foundation to King Edward YI., who 
in 1552 granted the lands of the Guild of the Holj^ Cross, which 
had fallen to the Crown on the dissolution of Eebgious Houses, 
to certain inhabitants of Birmingham for the support of a Free 
Grammar School, to be called " The Free Grammar School of 
Eling Edward the Sixth," for the education of Boys and Youths 
in Grammar for ever, under a Head Master ana Usher. The 
first Head Master was Nathaniel Brookesby, Clerk. 

The statutes drawn up in accordance with the charter were 
confirmed by the Bishop of Lichfield and Coventry, October 21st, 
1676, and ratified by a Decree of Chancery, 1678. Among the 
provisions contained in them, it is enacted that no Governor 
shall rent any messuages or lands belonging to the School. 

Till 1707 the Hall of the old Guild was used as a Schoolroom ; 
but it was then taken down, and a more commodious edifice raised 
in its place, which stood till 1832. The present School was built 
at an expense, including ftimishing, of 67,000^., from the designs 
of the late Sir Charles Barry. 
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The present value of the estates is about 11,000^. per annum. 
By Act of Parliament, 1830, a part of the revenues are devoted 
to the establishment and support of four branch Schools in 
different parts of Birmingham, containing nearly 1100 Pupils. 

Visitonal authority is exercised by the Bishop of Worcester, 
whose confirmation is always attached to statutes and orders 
made by the Governors from time to time.

By the statutes, the number of Boys admitted to the Founda- 
tion was limited to 130. No age was specified at which they 
are to be admitted, nor is there a fixed age for superannuation. 
Of the whole number on the School Lists, only twenty are non- 
Foundationers. 

Foundationers receive a gratuitous education, and are admitted 
on the nomination of the Governors. Of these nominations, 
however, one-third have been thrown open to public competition. 
The candidates are grouped according to age, a certain number 
of vacancies being assigned to each group. 
. When a Boy is absent on the reassembling of the School after 
a vacation, he will be considered to have left the School, if his 
absence is not then satisfactorily accounted for ; and his place 
will be filled up accordingly. 

In order that vacancies may be filled up without delay, it is 
particularly requested that all parents, intending to wimdraw 
their sons from the School, will inform the Head Master as soon 
as possible.

By the Act of 1830 it is ordered that the Head Master and 
Second Master, on retiring from the active management of the 
School, be entitled to annual pensions to the extent of one-half 
the amount of their annual salaries as paid when performing 
their duties. 

The School is divided into the Classical, English, and Lower 
Schools. Four of the classes are worked on the parallel system. 

The English School is presided over by the Second Master and 
the Head Assistant Master, who take each one class, the First 
in two Divisions. 

In the Classical School, German is taught only in the First 
Class ; French to the Eighth inclusive. In the English School, 
German is studied in three classes ; Mathematics only in the 
First and Second ; Chemistry in the First. 

A Public Examination is held at Midsummer by four Ex- 
aminers from Oxford or Cambridge. 

Exhibitions. — There are ten Founder s Exhibitions, of the 
annual value of 501. each, tenable for four years at any College 
of either University. The first mention of Exhibitioners occurs 
in 1677.

This great Institution owes its origin to the munificence of 
Edward VI. In consequence of the increase of destitution 
which resulted from the suppression of the Monasteries, Henry 
Vin. had been prevailed upon, at the instance of Sir Richard 
Gresham, Mayor (father of the emiAent merchant), to grant the 
conventual ground and buildings of the Monastery of the Grey 
Friars, with the Hospital of St. Bartholomew, " for the relief of 
the poore" in 1645. The gift was specified in an indenture 
executed between the King and the Mayor and Commonalty of 
London, bearing date, December 27, 1645, and afterwards con- 
firmed by Letters Patent ; but no advantage was taken of the 
grant till 1652, when Edward VI., moved by a sermon preached 
by Bishop Ridley, became patron of the Foundation, which 
was enlarged and endowed with possessions in London and 
many counties. Three Hospitals were established by the same 
charter of Edward VI., Christ's Hospital (for the education and 
apprenticing of children), representing the original Monastery; 
St. Thomas's, and Bridewell. To these St. Bartholomew's, 
although previously founded, was added; and again, subsequently^ 
but not as a Royal Foundation, Bethlehem. The charter of 
Christ's, Bridewell, and St. Thomas's Hospitals was presented 
to the Corporation by the young King a little before his death ; 
about 340 children being then in the Hospital first named of 
the three. The dress was then of russet cotton, changed to its 
present fashion on the first attendance of the children at the 
Spital sermons. 

The School possesses little or no income under the charter. 

Much of the Hospital was destroyed by the Great Fire, 
which further affected its revenues by the destruction of houses 
on its estate; but the south front, "and most part of the 
fabric," was rebuilt between 1676 and 1682 by Sir Robert Clay- 
ton, some time Lord Mayor, from the designs and under the 
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superintendence of Wren. In 1680 the Great Hall, which had 
also suffered, was rebuilt by Sir John Frederick, then Presi- 
dent. The latest remnant of the old Priory was the wall of 
Whittington*8 Library, on the north side of the Quadrangle, 
of which the Hall formed the west, till removed in 1827 to make 
way for the range of wards which occupies its place. 

The Great Hall, opened in 1829, is a grand structure in Tudor 
Gothic, and contains many valuable paintings, a fine organ, and 
some modem stained glass. 

The Writing School, for the accommodation of 600 Boys, 
was commenced in 1694, at the expense of the President, Sir 
John Moore, under the superintendence of Sir Christopher 
Wren, and opened in the following year. 

As the prospects of the Hospital improved, the dispensation 
of its charities was enlarged. In Camden's time 600 children 
were educated, and 1240 pensioners relieved. The "Place 
House " at Ware (still vested in the Governors), and another 
branch establishment at Broxboume, proved inadequate to the 
increasing overflow of the parent Institution, and in 1683 
the foundation of the Hertford School was laid, and the build- 
ing completed in twelve years, with accommodation for about 
400 Boys. 

Benefices. — ^There are twelve Livings in the gift of the 
Hospital. In the case of six, the presentation is alternately in 
the gift of the Haberdashers' Company. These Benefices are 
held oy former Pupils of the Hospital. 

THE ROYAL MATHEMATICAL SCHOOL. 

At the instance of Sir Robert Clayton, Sir Christopher Wren, 
and Samuel Pepys, and others, supported by the Duke of York, 
afterwards James II., a Royal Charter was obtained from 
Charles II. for the inslifeution and endowment of a Royal 
Mathematical School for 40 Boys, which was opened in 1673. 

Though Christ's Hospital itself is a Royal Foundation, these 
40 Boys are distinguished as King's Boys, the original Letters 
Patent reserving for the royal service as many of the Boys as 
might be required ; but beyond the grant of the charter, little 
was done by Charles for the maintenance of his Foundation. 
The King's Boys wear a badge upon their left shoulder, em- 
blematic of their ftiture career; those on the Stone Foun- 
dation (forming a supplementary School called the " Twelves," 
from their number) wear one of a different device upon the 
right shoulder, the Boys enjoying the same advantages, and 
receiving on their discharge the same outfit and presents. The 
Foundation was further enlarged by the " Twos," sons of Naval 
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Lieutenants of seven years* standing, admitted on the bequest of 
John Stock, Esq., in 1780, and also distinguished by a badge. 
The system of Mathematics compUed for the use of the School 
had the assistance of Halley and Plamsted. 

One of the most important benefactions made to the Hospital 
was iliat of Samuel Travers, Esq., in 1724, increased by his 
nephew, and forming the Travers and Holditch Mathematical 
Foundation. The provisions of the will stipulate for a separate 
Master, to be accommodated with a house ; and within the first 
twenty years of the present century the entire establishment 
was kept perfectly distinct. It is now united with the Royal 
Mathematical School, but the Foundation is not Naval, and 
forms the Junior Mathematical School, without the agreement 
signed by tiie parent on the admission of a Boy to the Royal 
Mathematical School, that he shall enter the naval service. 

REVENUES. 

The support of the Hospital has always materially de- 
pended on bene&kctions and bequests. During the forty-eight 
years which elapsed from 1653 to 1600, the donations and 
legacies, principally made or left by Governors, amounted to 
9828^. 9*. Sd.; the estates given within the same period, 
exclusive of Lady Manr Ramsey's munificent bene&^ction, 
producing a present rentsu of more than 4000^. 

The estates left by Dame Mary Ramsey, widow of Sir Thomas 
Ramsey, Lord Mayor in 1577, and sometime President, pro- 
duce a present annual rental of upwards of 40001. Attacned 
to this bequest are the Advowsons of five of the Hospital 
Livings, and by a codicil a large additional sum was bequeathed. 
Among other benefactors was WUliam Garway, Esq., whose 
estate near Arundel now produces above 1800^. per annum. 
Mr. Richard Thornton left 15,00OZ. to the Hospital in 1865. 
But it is not within the limits of this notice to mention 
any considerable number of those to whom the revenues of the 
Hospital are indebted. 

The total income may be set at about 70,000^. a year. The 
Hospital has numerous charities for the blind and aged, funds 
for Exhibitions, apprenticing, outfits and allowances for sea, 
with deductions for drainage, professional charges and insurance, 
rebuilding, repairs and improvements, and a variety of specific 
expenses for outgoings under wills, trusts, &c. These bring 
the Income for the general maintenance of the establishments. 
Salaries, BoM*d, Lodging, Education, Books, Washing, &c., for 
about 1200 Boys, down to about 46,000^. a year. 
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President, H.R.H. The Duke of CAMBBiDaE, K.G. 
Tredsn/revy William Gilpin, Esq. 

The government of the four Boyal Hospitals was, at a Court 
of the Corporation held September 28th, 1567, vested in a body 
of sixty-six Governors, of whom fourteen were to be Aldermen. 
By 22 Geo. III., confirming certain Articles of Agreement 
between the City of London and the Governors of the four 
Royal Hospitals, the original administration was modified, and 
the share in the government of Christ's Hospital belonging to 
the Corporation is vested in the Mayor, Aldermen, and twelve 
Common Councilmen, chosen by the whole Court. Besides 
these Grovemors ex officio — ^thirty-eight in number, including 
the President and Treasurer — noblemen and gentlemen, upon 
paymeut of 500^., and passing a baUot, are presented with a 
staff, and are elected Governors by benefaction. Of these there 
are at the present time upwards of 400. The Aldermen have a 
presentation annually, and the Lord Mayor a second in his 
year of office. The other Governors have a presentation once in 
about four years, each child presented being subject to the veto 
of the Committee of Almoners or Court of Governors. 

The general business of the Hospital is conducted by the 
Treasurer, who is Chairman of Committees, and the Committee 
of Almoners, consisting oi the President, Treasurer, six Go- 
vernors chosen as Honorary Members and not subject to re- 
election, and thirty-six others, of whom nine retire annually, 
with power of being re-elected in some cases. 

The Warden is an officer of recent appointment. His duties, 
which formerly belonged to the Steward, consist in the enforce- 
ment of discipline among the Boys when out of School in their 
Wards and Hall. He is present in Hall at meals, hears com- 
plaints, regulates minor details as to Holidays and Leaves, and 
appoints the Monitors of Wards. He is assisted in his cor- 
respondence by the Librarian. 

At Hertford a more direct authority is vested in the Steward 
and superior Officers in the absence of the Treasurer ; but 
the Treasurer and members of the Committee from time to time 

Sroceed thither, in order to visit the Schools and the other 
epartments of the Institution. 

THE MASTERS. 

The appointment of the Masters, and of all other Officers of 
the Institution, rests with the Grovemors ; but the two Assistant 
Masters in the Upper. Grammar School and in the Mathematical 
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School are selected by the Head Master of those Schools 
respectively.

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fOUNBATIONERS* 

All Boys admitted at Christ^s Hospital are on the t^ounda* 
tion, wear the statutable dress, and receive the fall advantages 
of the Institution without expense to their parents or guardians^ 

Lists of the Governors and forms for admission on preseiitation 
are obtained at the Office of the Hospital. 

The vacancies m tne Hospital in London are filled three times 
a year from Hertford, the Boys senior by position being first 
sent up, without regard to age. The age of eligibility foi* ad- ' 
mission is restricted to the period from 7 to 10, and the gene- 
rality of Boys leave the School at the age of 16. 

THE SCHOOL. 

The earliest sub-Schools of the Hospital Were the Grammar 
and petite School already mentioned, the rudimentary character 
of the latter being shown by the promotion of the Master in 
1673 to the office and dignity of Porter. The Boys of the 
Grammar School showed proficiency in Classical learning at an 
early period, Noel's Catechism in the original Latin being a 
Text-book, and private Pupils being found m it as early as 1570. 
The Writing School, founded in 1677, was enlarged by an en- 
dowment of Lady Mary Bamsey ; a Beading School) established 
in 1778, has been discontinued as unnecessary, owing to subse- 
quent regulations. In 1783 a Grammar School was established 
at Hertford for the purpose of forwarding the younger children 
in the rudiments of Latm, previous to their removal to London ; 
while four years later, twelve of the Governors made a contribu- 
tion for the formation of an English Library attached to the 
tipper Grammar School in London. 

In 1820, a series of regulations was drawn up for the manage- 
ment of the Grammar School, which continued in force till 1866. 
The alterations then made were principally as follows: — The 
Grammar School was divided, into Upper, Middle, and Lower 
Schools. The Upper Grammar School consists of the Grecians, 
Deputy Grecians, and the Great and Little Erasmus (the latter 
names derived from the larger and smaller colloquies of Erasmus 
formerly read in the two classes respectively). The Great and 
Little Erasmus divide their time, as do all the Forms in the 
Under Schools, between the Grammar and Writing Masters ; and 
it is not till a Boy attains the rank of Deputy Grecian that his 
studies are exclusively directed in an University course. For- 
merly, the selection of the Grecians rested with the Head (or Upper 
Grammar) Master ; it is now determined by the joint recommen- 
dation of the Head Miuater and the Head Mathematical Master. 
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The whole body of Grecians comprises twenty-five. These, when 
complete, are subdivided into five fiill or Exhibitioner Grecians; 
a second " parting " of eight Second Grecians, and a third of 
twelve Probationary Grecians. The full Grecians proceed to 
the University with Exhibitions at an age not exceeding 19i. 
At the end of their first year the twelve Probationers are reduced 
to eight, and subsequently to five. 

The iMiddle School contained two Classes, called the Sixth and 
Fifth, since reduced to one Class. This School is now usually 
called the " Latin School," from the circumstance that the Boys 
in it learn Latin, but discontinue the study of Greek. 

A Boy in the Latin School attends the English and Com- 
mercial Schools and the French and Drawing Schools. 

The Lower School consisted of four Classes, now re-arranged 
as three ; each of the lowest two is enlarged and placed under 
two Masters. 

The old Writing School was at the same time divided into 
English and Commercial Schools. The former designed for the 
study of English History, Geography, Reading, and Spelling; 
the latter for Writing and Arithmetic. 

When these alterations were made, the French and Drawing 
Schools were enlarged, and at present about 500 Boys attend 
them. 

The Lower Grammar School use the Eton Latin Grammar and 
the Elementary Greek Grammar, prepared by Dr. Jacob for 
Christ's Hospital. In the Upper Grammar School Dr. Jacob's 
larger Greek and Latin Grammars are used. The " Latin Be- 
ginner," compiled by Dr. Rice, is the Text-book at Hertford.. 

The education of the Mathematical School is partly Classical 
also. Boys for the full nautical course are permitted to remain 
in the Hospital till 16. In the Mathematical School the Classes 
are called " Orders." 

EzMbitions and Prizes. — ^In 1666 an allowance of twelve 
pence a week was given to an Exhibitioner at Cambridge. In 
1569 an application was made to Secretary Cecil to petition the 
Queen for preferment for the children at the University ; and a 
supply of books with eight pence a week till he obtained a Fel- 
lowship was ordered in the same year to a student at Oxford. 
These grants were not permanent, and the Hospital Exhibitions 
owe their foundation to the munificence of Lady Ramsey, in- 
creased by subsequent benefactions, especially that of Mr. Sergeant 
Moses, who was supported at Cambridge as an Exhibitioner. 

The Exhibitioners leave subsequent to the Speech Day, Sep- 
tember 21. Their average number is five, of whom four proceed 
to Cambridge and one to Oxford, the latter receiving 100/. for 
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four years, the former 80^. each. A large increase of the Exhi- 
bition Fund has accrued by the falling in of leases. 

Other Exhibitions. — The Thompson, three in number, open 
to Oxford or Cambridge, the stipends being increased by a like 
amount with the bequest by the Governors. 

The Rowed Exhibition, open to Oxford or Cambridge. 

The Times Scholarship, of 30/. annual value, tenable for four 
years. 

The Pitt Club Exhibition, of 30/., tenable for four years. 
A handsome Silver Medal is further given to the Pitt Scholar. 

These. two, the " Times" and the "Pitt,** are held as additional 
to the Exhibitions provided from the Funds of the Hospital, and 
are given by competition to the best general Scholar in the com- 
bined subjects of Classics and Mathematics. They vacate in 
different years. 

The Prizes are numerous. The chief are— 

A Grold Medal, value about 10/., under the will oi the late 
Bev. George Richards, D.D., a former Grecian, for the best set 
of Latin Hexameters, to be recited on St. Matthew's Day. 

A Gold Medal, value 5/., established by Alderman Thompson, 
for the best Classic of the year ; and 

A Gold Medal, of like value, for the best Mathematical 
Scholar of the year. 

These three Medals necessarily fell to the Grecians. 

The "Gilpin Prize" and the "Unknown Governors' Prizes" 
for good conduct, are limited to the Grecians, Deputy Grecians, 
and Boys of the First and Second Orders in the nautical part of 
the Royal Mathematical School. 

The Vidal Prize is a handsome gift of books presented half- 
yearly to the best Scholar of each " First Order" m the Mathe- 
matical School in succession. 

Prizes of Books are given half-yearly to almost every class in 
the School, of greater or less value, according to the classes. 

Each Grecian on leaving receives books to the value of 201., 
a Bible and Prayer Book bound in purple morocco, and 10/. 
towards his outfit. Further donations of 10/. towards ftirnish- 
ing rooms at College, and 20/. for caution-money are made, and 
rewards are given for University distinctions. 

School Honrs. — The Boys rise at 6 in summer and a quarter 
to 7 in winter, and break&st at 8. In London the hours of 
work are from 9 to 12 and from 2 to 6. At Hertford, besides 
an hour before breakfast in spring and summer, the Boys are in 
School from 9 to 11.30, and from 2 to 4 in winter, 2.30 to 6 in 
summer. Twice a week the Grecians and Probationers go to 
French School from 7 to 8 p.m. 
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Monitors. — A power of control is vested in the Monitors of 
the Wards, who are appointed by the Warden from the Deputy 
Grecians, and sometimes the Great Erasmus, and who have 
certain privileges, such as extra leave-tickets, supper in ward 
instead of Hall, &c. Grecians* and Monitors* Boys receive 
a small payment in the half-year and a present on leaving. 
Each Grecian has his own "fioy.** The Monitors have two 
to their ward, one of whom brings them their tea or coffee, 
&c., at supper, the other cleans their shoes and makes their 
beds. The wards are visited by Masters at uncertain intervals, 
who inflict punishment if necessary in conjunction with the 
Warden. 

Discipline.— 'The punishments are those usual in the older 
Schools. The Head Beadle flogs in presence of the Warden, and 
Warden*s Boy. Impositions are usually written, and fair writing 
is required ; generally one sheet of foolscap or " striking,*' i. e. 
foolscap without lines. There is no solitary confinement, except 
for runaways. Boys kept in are detained in the day-room. In 
. cases of ordinary house offences, the offender stands before the 
Warden during dinner, being ordered to " stand at the stone," 
from the stone in the centee of the old Hall at which the 
culprit was placed. Grave offences, such as " eloping,'* or de- 
stroying the Hospital dress, are dealt with by the Committee. 
In the rare and extreme case of expulsion, the Boy is stripped 
of the dress ; his school-fellows are cautioned against following 
his example, and, after the infliction of the appointed chastise- 
ment, he is discharged from the Hospital. 

Printed reports of conduct and progress are sent at the end 
of each half-year to the parents or guardians. 

There are excellent Libraries for the use of the Boys at both 
Establishments. 

Vacations, &C. — The vacations are, about ten days at Easter, 
beginning with the Wednesday in Passion Week ; five weeks 
in summer, from the 15th of July, if Wednesday, or the first 
Wednesday after the 16th; four weeks at Christmas, from St. 
Thomas's Day, usually. If this day M\a on Monday, then from 
the following Wedntesday, in general. The special days now ob- 
served are, the Queen's Birthday, Ash Wednesday, and Ascension 
Day ; Founder's Day, October 23rd ; Queen Elizabeth's Acces^ 
sion, November 17th, called also Barnes Day, under- the will of 
Mr. Barnes, a great benefactor. The second Wednesday of each 
month is a whole leave-day for Boys on the Warden's Visiting 
List. Besides the leave-tickets already mentioned, others are 

fiven by the Masters to deserving Boys. Wednesday and 
aturday are half-holidays. Boys are permitted^ to pass the 
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two principal vacations with their friends; but those who 
remain in the Hospital have frequent leave to visit. 

Christ's Hospital has two important anniversaries, which are 
rendered imposmg by the number of its Scholars. The origin 
of the Public Suppers is uncertain, but orders for their re- 
gulation occur at a very early date. They are now held on the 
Thursdays throughout Lent, and open with a chapter from 
the Bible and the prayers appointed by Bishop Compton. ' The 
visitors are admitted bv ticket, independent of the personid 
introduction of friends by the Governors, Masters, &c. The 
Grace is followed by an Anthem ; and the ceremony is concluded 
with the " Bowing round," in which the Boys advance two and 
two according to their Wards, with the Under Matrons at their 
head, and bow to the Treasurer (or President) before they leave 
the Hall. 

The annual commemoration of St. Matthew's Day is the 
Speech Day of the Hospital. The Lord Mayor and Aldermen 
and the Governors of each Hospital attend with the Boys at 
Christ Church, where a sermon is preached by one oi the 
former Exhibitioners of the House. They then repair to the 
Hall, where the orations are delivered by the Grecians, and a 
collection is made, after which the Chief Clerk delivers to the 
Lord Mayor a list of the Governors of the several Hospitals, 
in order to their registry and confirmation. 

On the Monday and Tuesday in Easter week, the Boys of the 
Hospital, with the legend " He is Risen," attached to the left 
shoulder, form part of the civic procession to Christ Church, 
when the Spital sermons are delivered. The procession of the 
first day is in the order of the Schools ; on the second, according 
to the wards, headed by their Under Matrons. They assemble 
on the Monday in the square of the Royal Excnange; on 
Tuesday they proceed direct to the Mansion House, where they 
are regaled with wine and buns, and each junior receives, on 
being presented to the Lord Mayor, a shilling ; each Monitor 
half-a-crown, and each Grecian a sovereign.

Drawing is taught to all Boys whose parents desire it, as a 
part of the ordinary School-work. There are two distinct 
Classes, one for General, the other for Scientific Drawing, each 
of which is subdivided into an elementary and an advanced 
course. 

Boys in upper Classes are allowed to substitute the study of 
Scientific Subjects for Greek and other parts of the ordinary 
School-work. The course comprises Mechanics, Physics, Che- 
mistry, Botany, and Zoology, as required for the preliminary 
M.B. Degree, London; or Mechanism, Physics, Mineralogy, 
Geology, and Theory of the Steam-engine as a preparation for 
Engineering. There is also a special Commercial Department ; 
French is taught in all but the lowest Form ; German in the 
higher Forms only. 

No Boy is admitted under 8, nor unless he can read and write 
correctly, and work the first four rules in arithmetic. The 
Trustees may limit the number of admissions, examination for 
which takes place on the first day of each Term. 

IbLhibitioiLS. — There are four of 50Z. each, tenable for four 
years at Oxford, Cambridge, or Durham, by Boys of four years' 
standing. One is filled up each Midsummer, preference bein^ 
given, cmteris paribus, to Foundationers. Boys of the Scho^ 
are eli^ble to tne four Milner Scholarships at Magdalene College, 
Cambridge {701, per amium), and to the Hastings Exhibitions at 
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Queen's College, Oxford, one annually open to competition, value 
751. to 90/.

The Grammar School of King Edward YI. at Bromsgrorey 
Worcestershire, was founded 1663; and re-founded and re- 
endowed in 1693, by Sir Thomas Cookes, founder of Worcester 
College, Oxford, who established there six Scholarships, leading 
to six Fellowships, for Boys of two years* standing at Broms- 
grove School, if qualified.

In the year 1666, Sir John Porte, or Port,* of Etwall (made 
Knight of the Bath at the coronation of Edward VI.), gave 
certain estates in the counties of Derby and Lancaster for the 
foundation of a Hospital at Etwall, and a Grammar School at 
Bepton.

Felsted Gsammas School, in Essex, was founded in 1564 by 
Eichard, Lord Rich, and reconstituted by the Court of Chancery 
1861, on the recovery of alienated property to the amount of 
about ISOOl. per annum. The estates are vested in a Board of 
Trustees for the maintenance of a School for Day Scholars and 
Boarders, the latter to be received into the School-house on 
terms covering the actual expenditure, without leaving profit to 
the Trust-funds ; instruction to be given in the whole range of 
subjeets required for the Universities, in Modem Languages, 
and in Natural Science ; the School-house to be managed by 
the Head Master, with the aid of three resident Masters. Boys 
bom or resident in the county have a prior claim, to admission ; 
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but the applicatioiis exceed the admissions in the proportion of 
four or five to one. Felsted is conducted on the system of a 
Public School, in the absence of supervision by Masters out of 
School, in respect of government by Monitors, Grames, &c. On 
completion of the new buildings in June, 1867, the new School- 
house will accommodate 165 Soys. 

The Trustees, gentlemen of the county, do not present indi- 
vidually, but elect to vacancies as a body.

Eyes). In 1527 Cardinal Wolsey founded his School or College, 
obtaining the alienation of the School endowment for the pur- 
pose ; the foundation-stone is now preserved at Christ Church ; 
and he may be considered the founder of the present Grammar 
School, a charter having been granted by Henry VIII. after 
the discontinuance of th^ Cardinal's College, which was renewed 
and enlarged by Queen Elizabeth, 1565. The present buildings 
were erected in 1852 by the Corporation, who share with certain 
Charity Trustees the government of the School. The founda- 
tion-stone was laid by the Prince Consort. The Head Master 8 
house has accommodation for upwards of fifty Boys.

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The Grammar School of Bichmond, Yorkshire, was founded and 
endowed hy the Burgesses, 1667, with the sanction of Queen 
Elizabeth. On the renewal of the Corporation Charter, 1668, 
the right of nominating the Master, and of being Guardians and 
Governors of the School, devolved upon the Lord Lieutenant 
of the North Biding, the Mayor ana Bector of Bichmond, and 
other gentlemen, who constitute the present Board of Trustees. 
The present School-buildings were erected in 1850, to the memory 
of the Bev. James Tate, Canon of St. Paul's, and formerly Head 
Master. They are about to be considerably enlarged. 

At the Third Form, a division of the School commences into 
two sides, called the Classical and Modem, the latter devoted to 
the subjects of the various competitive examinations.

The Lincoln Grammar School is the representative of the two 
Schools which existed there from a very early period, the Cathe- 
dral and Corporation Schools, which were united by virtue of a 
Deed dated 1583. In the seventeenth year of Queen EUzabeth 
Mr. Justice Monson eave the Grey Priaiy with its grounds to 
the Corporation; and this has ever since been used as the 
School ; the Chapel and domestic offices being now made into 
two large Schoolrooms, while the basement story has a long, 
finely-groined ambulatory, portions of which are mvided off into 
class-rooms. By a decree of Chancery, 1858, a house accom- 
modating about thirty Boarders was built for the Head Master 
at a short distance from the School.

This Royal Grammar School, of which Dr. Parr was once 
Master, was refounded in 1684 by Queen Elizabeth, who by 
lietters Patent made certain grants to the BaiUiffs, Burgesses, 
and Commonalty on condition that they should apply part of the 
revenues in erecting and endowing a Free School. In 1844 new 
statutes were drawn up by the Bishop of London, who is 
Visitor, and the Dean of St. Paul's, as revisors of the original 
statutes. The Head Master is. appointed by the Mayor and 
Coloration, but the government of the School is administered 
by Trustees. 

The old School-house was sold in 1853, and the present build- 
ings having been raised on a new site, were opened in the same 
year.

Oakham School {vide Uppingham, helow) was founded by 
Robert Johnson, Archdeacon of Leicester, in the reign of 
Elizabeth, about 1584; but the statutes of the School are 
dated 7th June, in the first year of Charles I., 1625, the year 
in which the Archdeacon died. There are twenty-four Go- 
vernors, seven of whom are ex officio, for both Schools, viz. the 
Bishops of London and Peterborough, the Deans of Westminster 
and Peterborough, the Archdeacon of Northampton, the Masters 
of Trinity and St. John's Colleges, Cambridge.

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AsCHDEAOoir Johnson's Grammar School and Hospital at Up* 
pingham, coeval with that at Oakham, was founded about the year 
15^, and endowed with certain lands and impropriations. The 
Statutes and Ordinances drawn up by the Founder bear date 
1625, the year of the Founder's deaui, and treat fully of the 
government of both his Schools, the Master in each being insti- 
tuted Warden of the Hospital, and the Usher, Sub- WMden. 
The government is vested in a body of twenty-four Gtovemors, 
of whom seven are ex officio, viz. the Bishops of London and 
Peterborough, the Deans of Westminster and Peterborough, the 
Archdeacon of Northampton, the Masters of Trinity and St. 
John's Colleges, Cambridge. A. C. Johnson, Esq., of the 
Founder's family, is Patron. The seventeen Governors not ex 
officio members of the Board, are elective, and are still, as at the 
date of the Statutes, nine gentlemen and eight beneficed clergy- 
men of the Diocese of Peterborough. Under the conscientious 
and judicious management of the Governors, Uppingham School 
has acquired a wide and increasing celebrity. Between 1S54 
and 1864 the numbers increased from 25 to 260. l^e School* 
house, picturesque and well adapted for its purpose, and in 
which the Head Master resides, is coeval with the Foundation. 

Boys bom in the town can attend the School Classes at a 
small payment (see below). The age of admission is about 10 ; 
there is no superannuation. The number availing themselves 
of this privilege is here also very small. 

The Master is elected by the uovemors. With the exception 
of the Second Master, who is nominated by the Head Master, 
and appointed by the Governors, the Masters are appointed 
by the Head Master.

The School consists of two Divisions : — 

A. The Division of Classics, Mathematics, and General 
Instruction. 

B. The Division of Modem Instruction, under the general 
direction of the Vice-Master. 

In the Division of Modem Instruction, Pupils are prepared for 
general and mercantile pursuits, for the Departments of Engi- 
neering, Architecture, Civil Service, and Military Science in the 
College, for the Military Academy at Woolwich, and the Militery 
College at Sandhurst, and for the Navy and Commercial Marine. 

The regular course of instruction excludes Greek ; and to the 
suhjects common to this and the Classical Division adds English 
Literature, French and German conversation and correspondence, 
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Chemistry, Drawing, and classes for Commercial pnrsnits, Naval 
and Military studies, and Engineering and Architecture. 

A course of Lectures on Experimental Science is delivered to 
the Boys of each Division evei^ Term urithout extra charge. 

Instruction may also be obtained in Fortification, Italian, 
Chinese, the Oriental Languages, Fencing, Drilling, Sin^ng, 
Dancing, and the Engineering Workshop, on payment of the 
specified College-fees. 

The progressive course of Mathematical and Arithmetical 
study established, is applicable to both Divisions of the School. 

Exhibitions. &0. — Two Entrance Exhibitions are annually 
given, value 15/., to Boys under 15. Two Inghs Scholarships, 
tenable for one year, of about 50^. per annum each, open to 
Students of the College, and to Pupils who have been at least one 
year in the School. First Class Scholarships ; two annually, of 
30^. each, tenable (together or separately) for two years ; open 
to all Pupils of four Terms' standing, and under 18 on the 1st 
of January before election. Second Class Scholarships ; four 
annually, of 201, each; open to all Pupils of three Terms* 
standing, under 16 if of Division A, and under 15 for Division 
B, on the 1st of January before election. Numerous Prizes for 
Composition and general subjects are awarded each Term, and 
given at the distribution held before the Summer Vacation. 

Twelve Boys, sons of clergymen or of members of the learned 
professions, are elected by the Council Choral Exhibitioners of the 
College. They receive a free education, including instruction in 
Music. Candidates must be under 10, unless with the advan- 
tage of previous musical training.

Henry Maiden, M.A., Professor of Greek, has the charge of 
the highest Greek Class. 

Boys are admitted into the (Upper) School at any age hetween 
9 and 16, if competent to enter the lowest class. 

Classes for heginning a language are formed only in the first 
Term after the summer holidays. Any Boy may omit Greek, or 
Greek and Latm, and devote his whole attention to the otilier 
hranches of education. 
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To enable the Head Master to complete the arrangements of 
the new classes before the re-opening of the School in September, 
parents are requested to communicate any suggestions tiLat they 
may wish to make as soon as possible alter the commencement 
of the holidays. These su^estions should espedally include a 
statement of their wishes wiw regard to such subjects as Greek, 
Mathematics, Natural Philosophy, Chemistry, Book-keeping, 
German, when the time for commencing those studies may M 
thought to be drawing near. 

Latin, with Composition, French, Mathematics, and in some 
classes Arithmetic, English and Ancient Histoiy, are the prin- 
cipal subjects of the morning. Greek, English, German, Arith- 
metic, Book-keeping, Writing, Natural Philosophy, Chemistry, 
and Social Science, of the afternoon. 

" The ffreat variety of subjects on which instruction is com- 
municated is a peculiar feature of University College School, and 
there is no one of those fields of instruction in which Boys 
may not with advantage exercise themselves and compete tor 
prizes." 

The Classical teaching in University College School is based 
upon the Crude Form System. 

The general Examination of the School is held at the end of the 
Summer Term. Examinations take place also in the other Terms. 

ExhibitioilB.— The interest of a benefeuition, called the " Hol- 
loway Fund," is applied to defraying the School-fees of de- 
serving Boys who need such assistance. There are no other 
Exhibitions attached to the School. But the School itself is the 
" Junior School " of the College, into which a large number of 
its Pupils pass, and at an earner age than Boys usuallv leave 
the older Schools ; so that the Exhibitions and Scholarships of 
the College are open to the competition of the School, and a 
number of these ai*e at the present time held b^ its Pupils. 

A large sum is expended by the Council in Pnzes. Among the 
Prizes is the " Cook Prize," founded by subscription as a memo- 
rial of the Rev. W. Cook, M.A., formerly Mathematical Master.

Ik Jvly, 1831, at the suggestion of the late Captam W. H. 
Dickson, E.N.,a few distinguished Admirals, amongst whom were 
Sir Joseph Yorke, Sir Henry Blackwood, Sir Thomas Williams, 
Sir R. Keats, Sir Thomas Hardy, Sir E. Codrington, and Sir 
Charles Rowley, met to establish a School for the sons of Naval 
and Marine Officers. 

The late King, William IV., warmly entered into this project 
for the estabKshmeut of a Royal Naval School, intended to supply 
the vacancy left by the abolition of the College at Portsmouth, 
and became an annual subscriber of 100^., a subscription con- 
tinued by her present Majesty. The School was opened, 1833. 

In 1843 seven acres of freehold land at Counter-hill, New 
Cross, Kent, were purchased from Christ's Hospital and the 
Clothworkers* Company, and a design for the School was 
ac<3epted from Mr. John Shaw, since employed as architect 
of WeUington College, the foundation-stone being laid by the 
late Prince Consort. 

The School was incorporated by Act of ParKament, 1840. 
Preference of admission is given to sons of Officers who are 
members of the Corporation. 

In addition to receipts from Pupils, voluntary contributions, 
and annual subscriptions, the School is supported by payments 
giving a right to the nomination of Pupils. 

Her Majesty the Queen has the right of continuously nomi- 
nating the son of a Naval or Marine Officer of Ward-room rank 
for gratuitous education. Donors of 5001. paid at one time are 
entitled to a similar privilege. 

There are three modes of acquiring the privilege of nominating 
Pupils. 1. By a debenture oi26L held for two lives, with a pay- 
ment of SI, on transfer to the second life. This gives a right of 
continuous nomination of one PupiL 2. By payment of 10^., 
entitling to one nomination only. 3. By annual payment of 
21. 10s., made half-yearly so long as the Pupil remains in the 
School, in addition to the sum paid for board and education. 

By the Act of Parliament the Royal Naval School is bound, in 
virtue of a grant of 8000Z. from Lloyd's Patriotic Fund, in 1844, 
to board and educate twelve Boys gratuitously in perpetuity; 
and seven, being sons of Naval or Marine Officers of Ward-room 
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rank, at an annual payment of 7/.'from each, in consideration of a 
grant from the Royal Patriotic Fund.

No Boy is admitted under 8 nor above 14 ; nor can any remain 
after 18, unless under special circumstances to be allowed by the 
Council. None above 18 are permitted to compete for the medals. 

The Madras system of education, that of the late Dr. Bell, 
is adopted in the School. German is taught to the more ad- 
vanced Pupils without extra charge, except for books. The 
Pupils are qualified for the Universities, the Military, Naval, 
and East India Services, and for mercantile and other pursuits ; 
and opportunity is allowed for extra studies and acquirements, at 
the expense of the parent or guardian, in Drawing, Fortification 
Drawing, Hindustani, Music, and Dancing. 

Exhfl)itions. — A public Examin ation by competent Examiners 
is annually held before the Midsummer Vacation. Besides 
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the IHokson Gold MedaJ, commemorative of the Pounder of 
the School, there are several Silver Medals ; one, called the Bell 
Medal, in honour of Dr. Bell, who gave 10,000Z. stock to the 
Institution ; and Vellum Medallion Certificates are also awarded. 

Two Naval Cadetships, a nomination to a Commission in 
the Boyal Marines, and nominations for a Clerk's Assistant 
and a Second Class Cadetship are annually given by the Lords 
of the Admir^ty, the successful competitor for the first Cadet- 
ship being entitled to receive for one year the dividends on 
lOOOZ. stock invested' by the Earl of Yarborough as a Scholar- 
ship. The sons of Naval or Marine Officers of and above Ward- 
room rank, who have been two years in the School, and are 
between the ages of 12 and 14 on the day of examination, are 
alone eligible to compete for these Cadetships. 

There are two University Scholarships — one of 10^. per 
annum, to be hereafter increased, tenable for four years, 
and open to the whole School; the other, the Malcolm 
Scholarship, being the interest of 973^. 3*. Id. consols, be- 
queathed by Mr. Robert Malcolm, Surgeon R#N., to be held for 
three years, open to the sons of Naval and Marine Officers only. 

A present of Books, of not less value than ton guineas, is made 
to each Boy proceeding to either University, provided his 
conduct has been satisfactory. 

The Ogle Exhibition, interest of 1000^. stock bequeathed by 
Admiral Sir C. Ogle, Bart., provides for the gratuitous board 
and education in perpetuity of the son of a Post-Captain. 

School Hours.— 7 to 8 ; 9.30 to 12.30 ; 2.30 to 4.30 ; 7 to 8. 
Wednesday and Saturday are half-holidays. 

VacatioilS. — Six weeks at Midsummer, and to those Boys 
for whom their friends may desire it, four weeks at Christmas.

The School possesses a swimming bath and gymnasium.

This School owes its origin to the bequest of John Carpenter, 
Town Clerk, or Secretary, to the City of London in the reigns 
of Henry V. and VI., executor to the will of " Sir Richard 
Whityngton," and a person of much consideration. Stowe says 
that " he gave tenements to the citie for the finding and bringing 
up of four poore men's children with meate, drmke, appS^, 
and learning at the Schooles in the Uniyersities untUl they be 
preferred, and then others in their places for ever." No deed 
creating the trust has been found, but the Commissioners for 
Inquiring into Charities, in 1823, give in their Report a full 
account of his donation. 

In January, 1827, the attention of the Corporation being 
directed to their Charities by the Report, the Common CouncU 
agreed that four Boys from 8 to 16, sons of freemen, should be 
sent to Tonbridge School at the expense of the City. 
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This arrangement was soon superseded; and in 1833 the Court 
of Common Council agreed that the site of Honey Lane Market 
should be appropriated for a School which should secure to the 
citizens of London a liberal and useful education for their chil- 
dren on an extensive scale. The Act, directing the intended 
School to be founded by the Corporation, and to be endowed 
with a proposed contribution from Carpenter s estates, received 
the Eoyal assent August 13th, 1834. 

The proposition to found the School originated with Mr. 
Warren Stormes Hale, Alderman of London, and Chairman 
of the School Committee from its conmiencement. The building 
was raised at the expense of the Corporation, at a cost of about 
20,000^., and was opened February 2nd, 1837.

By the Act of 1834 the Corporation have appointed a Com- 
mittee, consisting of the Lord Mayor, twelve Aldermen, and 
twenty-nine Members of the Common Council, to whom they 
have delegated all the powers of the Act, the election and re- 
moval of the two principal Masters excepted. Seven Members 
of the Committee form a quorum. 

The meetings are held on the first Wednesday of each 
month. 

Candidates for admission te the School must be recommended 
by an Alderman or Common Councilman ; and the Form, when 
filled up and signed, must be left with the Secretary between 
10 and 4, to be entered in the Register and submitted to the 
Committee.

No Master or Assistant Master is allowed to take private 
Pupils, or to give private Tuition to any Pupils of the Institu- 
tion without consent of the Committee. 

The School is estimated to accommodate 600 Boys, but the 
average number is generally higher. Its object " is to ftimish 
a liberal and useful education for the sons of respectable persons 
who are engaged in professional, commercial, or trading pursuits, 
without the necessity of removing them from the care and control 
of their parents." The School is described by the Public School 
Commissioners as " a great metropolitan School educating a large 
number of Day Scholars with distinguished success.** 

Boys are admitted between the ages of 7 and 15, if possessed 
of a sufficient knowledge of Reading, Writing, and Arithmetic, 
to be competent to enter a division of the junior class. 

The School consists of two great divisions, the Lower, or 
English School, and the Upper, or Grammar School. 

This School is rich in its rewards. Not less than twenty 
Scholarships, in addition to the eight of the old Foundation, 
have been founded since 1838. 

Foimdatioil. — Properly this consists of the eight Carpenter 
Scholarships. Candidates must be between 11 and 15 years of 
age, and have been at least three years in the School. Gratuitous 
education, books not exceeding 21. per annum ; 25^. per annum 
towards maintenance ; and 50J. on leaving the School, provided 
the Scholar continues therein three years after election, and ob- 
tains a certificate of merit and good conduct during that period 
from the Head Master.

The foundation-stone of the College was laid by the Earl of 
Derby, October 22nd, 1840, an,d the Schools were formally 
opened by the Right Hon. W. E. Gladstone, January 6th, 1843. 

The Directors are chosen by the Life-Governors, who con- 
sisted, in the first instance, of a hundred gentlemen, the earliest 
and Ifurgest contribntors, and who annual^ fill up aU vacancies 
in their body. 

This College is a gronp of three distinct Schools, adapted for 
three different ranks of society. The arrangements of the 
building ar^ such, that the Schools, though under one super- 
intendence, are entirely separated from one another. There are 
also three play-grounds and three dining-rooms. 

The Lower School snpplies an Engush education, with the 
elements of French, Mathematics, and Chemistry. In the 
Middle School the same subjects are more fully taught, with the 
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addition of Latin, Frencli, and German. In both these Schools 
Drawing and Yocal Music form part of the course. The Upper 
School prepares Boys for the Universities ; French, Drawing, and 
Chemistry being added to Latin, Greek, and Mathematics, as 
essential parts of the course. Within the Upper School there 
is a "Modem Division," in which German takes the place 
of Greek, and provision is made for giving more time to French 
and Physical Science. 

Thefe is also in each School a Preparatory Department, in 
which the younger Pupils are kept apart from the others daring 
the hours of study and recreation.

Exhibitions and ScholarBhips. — ^An Exhibition, of the 
value of 40/. or 60^ a year, and tenable for three years and a 
half at one of the Universities, is annually vacant ; and in every 
alternate year there is a second Exhibition of half that value, 
vacant at the same time.

Candida^s in all cases must have entered Liverpool College 
two years before. They must be under 20 years of age. 

A Scholarship in this College means free education for half a 
year, obtained by competition, and with the power of competing 
again under certain conditions. There are at present 7 such 
Scholarships in the Upper School, 14 in the Middle, and 16 in 
the Lower, vacant half-yearly. 

The Rules of the College Scholarships in the various 
Schools can be obtained at the Office. In each School, one 
Scholarship is awarded for the best Entrance Examination, one 
or more to the best candidates in the University Local Examina- 
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tions, and others to the Boys who stand highest in the Half- 
yearly Class-lists helow the ages of 9, 10, 11, 12, and 13. 

Prizes in Books and Medals are given half-yearly, both for 
special subjects and for merit in the aggregate class-work of the 
half-year.

Cheltenham College is one of the important Proprietary 
Schools which have arisen in this centuir. It was founded in 
1841 in order to provide a Classical, Mathematical, and general 
education of the highest order on moderate terms. 

The Proprietary consists of 660 shares, which entitle the holders 
to nominate one Pupil for each share with the sanction of the 
Council. The shares are transferable, subject to the same sanc- 
tion, and a register of shares for sale is kept in the Secretary's 
Office. A list of Proprietors is annually published, to be obtained 
on application to the Secretary. 

The Council is empowered to nominate Pupils for all shares on 
which no nomination has been made by Proprietors, at the com- 
mencement of each half-year. Pupils so nominated are subject to 
an annual payment of 6^. for the Senior Departments, and 4tL 
for the Junior Department, in addition to the Tuition-fee. Ap- 
plication for Council nominations to be made to the Secretary ; 
for an ordinary nomination, to any Proprietor.

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The CoU^ is divided into three Departments : — 

(1) The Classical Department, the scheme of subjects in which 
is, generally, that of the ordinary Public School teaching. 

(2) The Modem or Military and Civil Department, in which 
the main studies are Mathematics, Latin (Greek* is omitted), 
French, German, Sanscrit, Hindustani, History, Geography, 
Drawing ; and in the upper classes. Experimental Science, with 
special classes for the Competitive Examinations of Woolwich 
and Sandhurst, for direct Commissions, for the Navy, Indian 
and other Civil Services, and for mercantile pursuits. 

(3) The Junior Department, serving as a preparation for the 
two other Schools. Boys are admissible at 7 ; none may leave 
the Department before 11, nor remain in it after 13, unless by 
special permission. 

A distinct part of the College Buildings, with a separate 
entrance, is reserved for the Boys of this Department, and a 
separate Boarding-house is opened for them, to which the Priu- 
cipal strongly recommends that they should be sent.

In the Classical Department the classes are usually divided 
each into two parallel divisions, reading the same subjects and 
being supposed equal in knowledge and ability. 

The Sandhurst and Direct Commission Classes are established 
for Boys who require individual teaching. The Civil Class is 
another special class for Boys intended ror Government offices 
or commercial life, and particular attention is paid to English 
Composition and Precis Writing. 

There is a special class for the India C. S. Examinations, which 
can be entered only by those who show sufficient proficiency in 
the subjects taught in one of the two Senior Departments. 
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Examinations ore lield at Midsmnmer and Ghristmas by 
Examiners specially appointed.

The control of the Master, subject to the authority of the 
Council, extends over all Departments of the CoDege, excepting 
the financial arrangements and the supply and disbibution of 
provisions, with which the Bursar only is concerned. This 
control is in the case of in-Boarders delegated almost absolutely 
to the house Masters. 

The College is distributed into three sub-Schools : the Upper 
School (preparatory for the Universities) ; the Modem School ; 
the Lower School (chiefly preparatory for the Upper). 

The object of the Modem School is twofold : — 

1. To prepare Boys for definite Examinations, in which they 
would not succeed if they competed direct from the Classical 
School. 2. To attempt to give a really good Public School 
education on other basis than that of instmction in the dead 
languages. 

The age of Boys in the Lower School varies from 10 to 14. 
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No Boy above 14 can be placed in it without special penmssion 
from the Master. 

All Boys belonging to the Lower School are lodged and taught 
in a separate part of the College buildings. 

Periodical and special inspections of the School, called 
Beviews, are held by the Master. 

Boys requiring special preparation for any Examination, 
or additional ins&uction, must have a private Tutor. Private 
Tuition is a^Torded^ gratuitously to twenty Boys in or above the 
Fifth Form, selected by the Master. 

EzhibitioilS. — 1. Six Exhibitions, thtee of 50/., three of 
40L, tenable for three j^ears at Oxford or. Cambridge. One 
Exhibition of each class is vacant annually. 

2. Three "Old Marlburian Scholarships," tenable for two 
years at the School, of 20L per annum, with gratuitous private 
Tuition, and open to members of the School under 17 on the 
1st of January Defore the Election. 

The Examination for this Scholarship is in the same subjects 
as for the Exhibitions, and every third year it is open to Boys 
under 16, and is confined to subjects taught in the Modem 
School. 

3. A certaiQ number of " Senior Scholarships," of 50Z. a year 
each, with free nomination, open to all Boys under 15 on the 
1st of January before the Election. Of these, two at least, 
tenable during good behaviour as lon^ as the holders remain 
at the School, will be open for competition every year. 

4. A certain number of " Junior Scholarships,* of 20L a year 
each, with free nomination, open to all Boys under 14 on the 1st 
of January before the Election. Two vacant annually, and 
tenable at the College for two years, or until election to a Senior 
Scholarship. 

5. Three Scholarships (two founded by the late Dean Ireland, 
the third by the late Archdeacon Berens), each of 15/., tenable 
as long as the holders remain at the College. Candidates 
must be under 14 on the 1st of January previous to the 
Election. The "Ireland" Schcdarships axe limited to clergy- 
men's sons. 

6. A Scholarship, worth 16Z. a year, confined to the sons of 
clergymen who have served for five years as Chaplains or 
Missionaries within the limits of the late East India Company's 
charters. Tenable for two years, and renewable on reoomo 
mendation of the Master, for a like period. Candidates for this 
Scholarship must be under 14 on the 1st of January previous to 
the Election. 

7. Two Scholarships, each of the value of 20/., tenable for 
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one year, are given annually to the Modem School. Open 
to all members of the Modem School under the age of 17 
and 15 respectively on the 1st of January previous to the 
Election.

BossALL School, near Fleetwood, Lancashire, was founded in 
1844, chiefly through the exertions of the Rev. St. Vincent 
Beechey, " with the object of giving to the sons of clergymen and 
others an education similar to that of the great Pubuc Schools, 
but without the great cost of Eton or Harrow, and embracing 
also a more geneial course of instruction in Modem Literature 
and Science. 
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In 1850 the Council detennined to make it a permanent Insti- 
tution, by the purchase of the estate and an ample outlay in new 
buildings^ so uiat fall accommodation might be provided for 400 
Boys ; and subsequently the Bossall estate was purchased, and 
the necessary buildings were erected, including Dormitories, 
admitting of division bv compartments and Studies. The Chapel 
was built with the help of large voluntair contributions. A 
Libraiy was also formea, which is supported by joint contribu- 
tions ^om the Council and the friends of the School. 

No Boy is admitted under 9 years of age (nor under 7 at the 
Preparatory School) nor above 14, except with special sanction 
of the Head Master. The mode of admission is oy nomination 
and annual payment, or by annual payment, alone. 

A donation of fifty guineas entitles the donor to one nomina- 
tion. A donation of one hundred guineas constitutes the donor 
a Life Governor, and entitles him to vote at all General Meet- 
ings, and to have always one Pupil at the School on his nomi- 
nation.

There are no Boarding-houses at RossaU, except the house in 
which the Boys of the Preparatory School live. To avoid the 
danger of bringing together so many Boys as those comprised in 
the Classical and Modem Schools, subject tq none but g^eral 
supervision out of School, Hall, or Chapel, each Boy on his ad- 
mission is specially assigned to a Master, called in this particular 
the Master m charge, at the discretion of the parent or Head 
Master, for moral and religious supervision out of School. 

Brief services are held on School-days in the Chapel, and lull 
services on Sundajj'. 

The School is divided into two distinct Departments for in* 
struction, the Classical and the Modem Schools. 
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The two lowest classes of the Classical School form a Lower 
or Preparatory School for the Modem. 

The Subdivisions of the Modem School are, the Military, 
Naval, Civil Service, Civil Engineering, and Mercantile Classes. 

Latin and G^rman«re optional, except in the Commercial Class, 
where German is tanght to all, and Latin generally excluded. 

In order to excite greater emulation in Qie MidSle and Lower 
Schools, a system of Competitive Examinations for Private 
Tuition was introduced in February, 1863. The successfol 
candidate is entitled to receive private tuition gratuitously in 
the evenings of the ensuing year ; and a second prize of the 
same kind may be given to the candidate in the lower class of 
the Division who shows superior merit. 

School Examinations are held annually at Michaelmas, 
Christmas, and Midsummer, the last being the general School 
Examination in Classics, Mathematics, French, and German, 
conducted by Examiners selected hj the Council. 

The Examination for University Exhibitions is held on 
Octobers. 

Besides the general Council prizes, special prizes are pre- 
sented bv Masters and other friends of the School. 

EzhibitioilS. &C. — Seven Swainson Scholarships, of 201, 
each, open to all Boys, whether in the School or not, under 14 
on ilie first day of Examination, and tenable for five years 
with or without nomination. The Founder adds a hancbome 
present of books to each Swainson Scholarship. 

There are three Beechey and Osborne Exhibitions, of 50/. a year 
each, and the Council Exhibition, tenable for three years at any 
College in Cambridge or Oxford ; and another of 10/. a year in 
books, tenable for three years, founded by Lord Egerton of Tatton. 

School Hours. — The average number of School hours in a 
week is thirty-three, to which must be added the time given to 
composition in the evenings. Saturday is a half-holiday ; and 
occasional days are given. 

Vacations. — ^The vacations are seven weeks at Midsummer 
and five at Christmas. 

The School has an enrolled Bifle Corps, the 65th Lan- 
diasbire. 

Expenses. — Pupils nominated by Donors pay, if sons or de- 
pendent wards of clergymen, 40Z. ; if sons of laymen, 50^. Those 
not nominated, 50Z. and 60Z. Two guineas are to be paid on 
admission for the use of plate and linen. The only other neces- 
sary charges are for books, stationery, and breakages, and one 
guinea per annum for medical attendance. A charge of one guinea 
(optional), or two guineas for two evenings in the week, is made 
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for extra French or German Conversation and Beading lessons, 
or for Drawing.

The system of instruction pursued in the College includes the 
usual branches of teaching, with the addition, without extra 
charge, of French, German, Yocal Music, Geometrical and Free- 
hand Drawing and Water Colours, and Swimming. In the 
Modem Department it embraces a greater amount of Mathe- 
matics, History, and Modem Languages than are taught in the 
School at large. No Day Boys are received, and there are no 
Boarding-houses. The Masters are provided with rooma in the 
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College, and take their meals in Hall with the Boys. The 
School-buildings are about to be enlarged. 

Short Choral Services are held twice a day in the Chapel, and 
a sermon is preached on Sundays.

St. AwdeeVs College, near Beading, was first evened as a 
small private School by Thomas Stevens, Bector of Bradfield, in 
1860. The view of the Founder was, that the basis of the 
system should be a thorough Classical education ; but that, by 
means of a large staff of Masters, each Boy should, when ne- 
cessaiT, receive individual attention out of School ; and in this 
way tiie necessity of resorting to private Tuition as a regular 
and recognized institution has been obviated. A§ numbers in- 
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creased, the intentions of the Founder hecame enlai^ed, and the 
private School was remodelled on a public plan. In 1859, all 
the buildings, with thirteen acres of land, were made over by a 
Deed of Settlement, with statutes, to thirteen Trustees, in- 
cluding the Warden, to be held bj them and their successors for 
the School for ever.

In the same year a fund was raised by the voluntary subscrip- 
tions of the friends of the School for commemorating this en- 
dowment, and in 1860 the Stevens Scholarship was established. 
In 1862 the Trustees were incorporated by Eoyal Charter as the 
Council of the College, with full powers ror the management of 
the property and for the acceptance of Grifts, Exhibitions, and 
Endowments, and, subject to certain provisions, to make or alter 
bye-laws and regulations. The supreme control over all persons 
and matters in the College, subject to the provisions of the 
statutes, is vested in the Warden, who may hold his office, unless 
disqualified, for life.

Great attention is paid to other subjects besides the Latin and 
Greek languages. Five or six hours weekly are given to Mathe- 
matics in School. All Boys below the Sixth learn French and 
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German ; and in the hifflier Forms there are regular Lectures in 
English Language and Literature. After passing the Fifth 
Form a Boy is excused work which he will not require, and 
handed over to another Master for private instruction in suhjects 
for which he has a special aptitude, or which he purposes to take 
in for any of the competitive Examinations. 

Sixteen Founder's Boys, fatherless, or the sons of poor gen- 
tlemen or clergymen, are lodged, hoarded, and instructed gra- 
tuitously, upon terms of equality in all respects with the Com- 
moners. Tnej are elected, as vacancies occur, from Boys under 
15, by competitive Examination. 

Commoners are admitted by the Warden to the number of 
153, after their 9th birthday, and by Examination after their 
13th. Printed forms for admission are supplied on application 
to the Warden. ' 

Exhibitions. — ^Exhibitions of 30^. each, tenable during resi- 
dence, are open to the competition of Boys under 14 on their 
admission to the School in July and December. 

The Stevens Scholarship of 30/., tenable for three years at 
Oxford or Cambridge, is given annually to a Boy of the College 
by examination, in June or^July. 

An Exhibition of 30/. was first offered by the Warden 1856, 
and is promised to every Boy of the College who gains an Open 
Scholarship at Oxford or Cambridge.

The College has two Departments, of Classical and General 
Literature, and of Modem Literature and Commercial Instruc- 
tion. Students are specially prepared for the various Com- 
petitive Examinations ; and Lectures given to the more advanced 
Students upon the subjects required for the Queen's and Halford 
Medals.

None but the sons of Officers who within five years of their 
death had been either on full or on half pay are eligible for 
admission on the Foundation. No Boy is admissible below 11 
or above 13 ; nor can Foundationers remain beyond the age of 
17, unless in the Sixth Form, but in no case beyond 19. The 
Boyal Commissioners of the Patriotic Fund possess the privi- 
lege of having always on the Foundation eighteen Boys or their 
nomination, sons of deceased Officers of the Army, subject to a 
payment of 10^. a year for each Boy. 

Foundationers are elected by the Grovemors present at half- 
yearly meetings held for that purpose. It must be certified 
that candidates between 11 and 12 are able to write correctly 
&om dictation, to work examples in Arithmetic to the Rule of 
Three inclusive, and that they know the Latin Accidence well 
(Kennedy's Grajnmar) and can construe an elementary book (as 
Henry's First Latin Book). Boys between 12 and 13 are 
required to construe an easy Latin author, and must be 
acquainted with the Grreek Accidence, be able to construe an easy 
Latin author, and bring up Algebra to the end of the Least 
Common Multiple (Todhunter's Algebra for Beginners), and the 
Definitions, Axioms, Postulates, and Propositions, 1 to 16, of 
Euclid, Book I. 

Candidates are elected only on condition of their passing the 
College Examination in these subjects. After one fEolure, can- 
didates may be allowed a second trial, if re-elected by the (Gover- 
nors, but failing in this they will be finally rejected. 

No restriction exists with regard to the admission of non- 
Foundationers, and they are eligible to all Scholarships except 
those of the Foundation ; but no Boy can be admitted above the 
age of 15, unless qualified for the Upper Form of Middle School, 
nor, if intended for the Army, can oe admitted after that age 
unless he be a well-advanced candidate for Woolwich ; nor after 
14, unless capable of being placed in the upper half of l^e 
Middle School. No Boy can ordinarily be allowed to remain 
beyond the age of 14, unless he is above the Lower SchooL 

The education ^ven is of a general character, and includes 
in the subjects of instruction — 

1. What is usually understood by a good English and Clas- 
sical education. 
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2. Those branches of scientific knowledge which bear a special 
application to the Arts, Commerce, and Industry of the country. 

3. Drawing. 

4. French and German. 

Opportunity is allowed for extra studies and acquirements at 
the expense of the Student, but these are not to mterfere with 
the regular course. 

In this manner, subjects required for certain Examinations 
(as Fortification), as well as subjects in which a Boy is backward 
for his age, or ihose in which a more rapid progress is desired, 
m^ be studied with the assistance of the Tutors. 

Mathematics and Modem Languages are not taught according 
to the Classical division, but have a separate classification of 
their own, according to proficiency in those subjects. 

In the Modem Deparbnent, Latin verse composition and Greek 
are discontinued, or the amount of them diminished, in order that 
more time may be devoted to Mathematics, Modem Languages, 
Modem History", or Science. The College is annually examined 
by Examiners from the Universities, Mmtary Colleges, &c. 

Exhibitions. — Eight Scholarships of 50^ a year each, tena- 
ble for four years, and open to all Boys under 14. Two will be 
examined for annually in September. 

Foundation Scholarships, Hmited to sons of deceased Officers, 
and tenable so long as the Boy remains in the College, unless 
forfeited on accoxmt of idleness or other misconduct. Can- 
didates must be under 13, and not already on the Foundation. 
Four wiU be annually examined for, two in February and two in 
June, one Scholarship being given each time to a Boy under 12. 

Foundationers thus elected will be admitted to the first 
vacancies, and have precedence on the Foundation ; and Boys 
doin^ well, even if not successftj in the Examination, will 
thereby strengthen their claims for election by the Governors. 

WeUesley Scholarships, open only to Members of the School. 
Tenable at the School, apart from or in addition to the above, and 
open to all Members of the School without restriction, are four 
Junior Scholarships of 201. a year each, for two years ; and three 
of 60Z. a year each for three years, continued at the University, 

Also, two Exhibitions for two years, of 30Z. a year, for subjects 
studied in the Modem Department (continued at the Universities 
or at Woolwich). 

If a Scholarship is vacated before the expiration of the period 
of tenure, the remaining portion will be open to competition at 
the next Election. 

Earl of Derby's Gift. In 1865 the Earl of Derby gave the 
profits of his Translation of the Uiad, to found an annual Gift of 
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54/., to be paid in July to the Foundationer above 16, about to 
leave or having left the College during the preceding eleven 
months, who during his residence was most distinguished for 
industry and general good conduct. 

The Exammations, except for the two Exhibitions of the 
Modem Department, are in Classics and Mathematics, 

Chief Prizes, — Her Majesty's Grold Medal. The Prince Con- 
sort's Prize for History ; continued by H.E.H. Prince Arthur. 
The Archbishop's Prize for Divinity. The Earl of Derby's 
Prize for French. In addition to the Governors* Prizes, the 
Masters give several. The Prizes vary in value fix)m 5Z. to 21, 

School Hours. — Hours of work : one before breakfast, for 
the whole School (7 to 8) ; then an average of three hours before 
1.30 ; and two hours additional p.m. on three days of the week. 
Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday are half days. 

VacatioilS. — Summer, six weeks; Christmas, five weeks; 
Easter, eighteen days. 

Expenses. — ^The charge for a Boy on the Foundation is 10/., 
15/., or 20/. a year, as may be determined by the Governors. 
Non-Foundationers, 110/. per annum ; or 80/., if sons of Officers 
of the Army, who within five years of the Boy's admission shall 
have been on full or half pay. 

The annual charge for each Boy includes, besides Board and 
all the branches of the Education, School Stationery, Medical 
Attendance, Washing, and, for Foundationers, three suits of 
uniform a year, consisting of cap, coat, waistcoat, and trowsers ; 
for non-Foundationers, two suits only. 

Each Boy has a private room provided with necessary ftimi- 
ture, to which (with certain limitations) extra furniture may be 
added by parents. 

It is desirable that, at the time of entering a Bov, his parents 
or guardians should name the Tutor under whom they wish him 
to be placed. 

Mr. Carr receives in his house a small number of Bojs, at 
140/. a year. Mr. Barford, Medical Officer, receives Boys m his 
house on the same terms.

Clifton College is a Proprietary Institution, inoorporated in 
1860, and opened in 1862. The Compainy was formed with the 
object of establishing a College " for the education of the sons of 
gentlemen, and to provide on moderate terms a Classical, 
Mathematical, and General Education of the highest kind." The 
property is vested in shareholders. There are four hundred 
shares of 251. each. All Boys entering the College must be 
nominated, and one share confers the perpetual right of nomi- 
nating one Pupil. For the convenience of those parents who do 
not wish to purchase shares, the Council kdep a Hmited number 
of nominations in their own hands, which can he rented at the 
rate of 4iL 10s. per annum each. 

The constitution and discipline of the College are based on 
the model of Rugby, and the Boarding-houses are bmlt on the 
same plan as those of that School, having private studies distinct 
from the sleeping-rooms. The whole College is separated into 
three Divisions : the Classical Side, in which Boys are prepared 
chiefly for the Universities; the Modem Side, specially in- 
tended to prepare Boys for Woolwich, Sandhurst, India Civil Ser- 
vice, &c. ; the Junior School, in which Boys cannot stay after 13. 
The Boys in this part of the College have separate Boarding- 
houses, and a separate portion of the play-ground.

ROYAL MILITARY ACADEMY, WOOLWICH, 

AND THE 

ROYAL MILITARY COLLEGE, SANDHURST. 
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Thb Royal Militaey Academy was founded in 1741, for the 
scientific education of Officers of the Royal Regiment of Artil- 
lery and the Corps of Royal Engineers. In consequence of the 
amalgamation of the Royal and Indian Armies, the Military 
College at Addiscombe has been closed, and all candidates for 
those Departments of the Service must pass through the Royal 
Military Academy. 

Extensive additions have recently been made to the Academy — 
a large and handsome building on Woolwich Common — and the 
Senior Cadets now have a single room each. There is a good 
parade and cricket-ground, as well as racquet-courts, work- 
shops, &c. 

The Academy being a Government Establishment, supported 
by Parliamentary Grants, has neither Endowment nor Governing 
Body in the ordinary sense. The direct and immediate authority 
over it rests with the Conmiander-in-Chief as Governor.

The College is submvided into the Cadets* College and the 
Staff College, with a separate staff of Professors and Masters 
in each, excepting in the studies of Natural Science, and Geo- 
logy, and Mineralogy.

The following are extracted horn tlie revised Regulations 
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relative to the Admission, Education, and Military Training 
of Gentlemen Cadets, issued £rom the Horse Guards, January 1, 
1864. 

ADMISSION. 

Examinations for admission will be held in June and De- 
cember of each year at the Eoyal Hospital, Chelsea. 

Twenty Queen's Cadets will be borne on the establishment, 
being the sous of Officers who have fallen in action, or have 
died of wounds received in action, or of diseases contracted 
on service abroad ; and who have left their families in reduced 
circumstances. Fifteen will be sons of Officers of the Army, 
and five will be sons of Officers of the Koyal Navy and Eoyal 
Marines. 

There will be, in addition, twenty Indian Cadetships, for 
nomination to which the sons of persons will be selected who 
have served in India in the Military or Civil Services of Her 
Majesty, or of the East India Company. 

The age of admission of candidates, whether for the Infantry 
or the Cavalry, will be between 16 and 19 years, with the 
exception above stated respecting University Students. 

Applications for admission are to be made according to forms 
prescribed by the Regulations. 

The following are the subjects in which papers will be set at 
the half-yearly examinations for admission, together with the 
number of marks at present assigned to each subject, viz. : —

Of the above subjects, the elementary portions of Mathe- 
matics and the English Language are obligatory on each candi- 
date. 

The following elementary branches will be included in th& 
obligatory section of Mathematics, viz. : — 

In Arithmetic ; vulgar and decimal fractions, proportion, ex- 
traction of the square root, and interest. 
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In Algebra; fractions, simple equations, and questions pro* 
ducins them. 

In Euclid ; the first three books. 

To these elementary branches 1200 marks (out of the whole 
3600 for Mathematics) will be allotted, and it will be necessary 
for qualification that at least 400 be obtained, of which 200 
must be obtained in Arithmetic. 

In the English Language 400 marks will be allotted to correct 
and legible writing from dictation, and to composition ; and of 
these it will be necessary for qualification that 200 be obtained. 

And in addition to the marks above stated as necessary for 
qualification in Mathematics and English, every candidate wiU 
be required to obtain in these and the other subjects of ex- 
amination such a further number of marks as shall raise the 
entire number he obtains to 1500. 

No marks will be allowed to count in any subject left optional 
to the candidate, unless he ^ain at least one-sixth of the whole 
number allotted to that subject. 

Every candidate will be required to forward to the Military 
Secretary, Horse Guards, one month before the examination^ 
a statement of the subjects he desires to take up, as well as a 
certificate fi-om the Master or Tutor under whom he has been 
educated, of his general moral conduct for at least the two 
preceding years. If a candidate has failed in a previous ex- 
amination, he will only be required to forward a list of the 
subjects he selects, and a certificate of conduct between the two 
examinations. 

Candidates who have passed the examinations called "re- 
sponsions" and "moderations" at the University of Oxford, 
or those called "previous examinations" at the Universities 
of Cambridge and Dublin, or the matriculation examination 
of the University of London, or the first University Exami- 
nations of Queen's University, Ireland, will be considered as 
qualified for admission to. the Boyal Military CoUege, without 
rarther examination. These must not be more than 21 years of 
age for the Infantry, nor more than 23 years for the Cavalry. 

Candidates for admission as Queen's Cadets must apply 
for a nomination to the Commander-in-Chief, if the sons of 
Ofiicers in the Army ; or to the First Lord of the Admiralty, 
if the sons of Officers in the Royal Navy, or Boyal Marines. 
The above nominations will be made by the Commander-in- 
Chief or First Lord of the Admiralty, with the concurrence of 
the Secretary of State for War. The Secretarv of State for 
India in Council will nominate to Cadetships for the Indian 
Services. 
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Every Gentleman Cadet will receive from the Governor of 
the College a list of the articles of clothing, hooks, and instru- 
ments with which he must provide himself before joining the 
College, and which he will he required to keep complete during 
his residence. 

Any other books, instruments, or drawing implements that he 
may suhsequently require for the prosecution of his studies, will 
be provided at the College, and charged to his account. 

The establishment for Queen's Cadets haying been sanctioned 
by Parliament when the age of admission to the Eoyal Military 
doUege was from 13 to 15 years, it has been decided that in 
any case when the services of the fatiier and the circumstances 
of his family are such as to constitute a claim, an addition of 
not more than 401, a year to the " Compassionate Allowance " 
may, at the discretion of the Secretary of State for War, be 
allowed to a candidate who is over 13, to enable him to com- 
plete his preparatory education, as he is ineligible for immediate 
admission into the CoUege in consequence of the minimum age 
of admission having been raised to 16. In order to establish a 
claim to the allowance, a certificate must accompany the appli- 
cation from the candidate's Tutor that will enable the authorities 
to come to a reasonable conclusion that his education will be . 
sujfficientlj advanced on his attaining the proper age to pass the 
examination for admission to the College. 

The course of study is calculated for a residence of two Terms 
I or one year ; any Gentleman Cadet may, however, remain at 
the College another Term or half-year, for the purpose either of 
qualifying for a commission by purchase, or of competing for a 
commission without purchase ; but no Gentleman Cadet will be 
permitted to remain longer than three Terms.

Every Gentleman Cadet wiU be required to obtain the fol- 
lowing number of marks for qualification for a commission;

Examinations for commissions will be .held periodically. The 
number of commissions to be given without purchase will be 
announced previously to the examination. These will be com- 
peted for and awarded to the candidates who are first in order 
of merit.

The cases of Officers who have retired voluntarily upon half- 
pay previous to having served twenty-five years on full pay, 
will be specially considered. 

Officers who retire on half-pay after twenty-five years* service 
on ftdl pay, will be entitled to be classified for payment with 
the rank in which they last served. 

The orphans of Officers whose claims do not come Under 
classes / and g, must contribute according to the substantive 
, rank last held by their fathers. 

For sons of Officers who have retired on full nay the pay- 
ments will be according to the substantive rank last held by 
their fathers. 

The sons of Officers of Civil Departments having relative 
.rank with Officers of the Army and Navy, of the permanent 
Militia Staffs, and of Adjutants of the Volunteer Force, are ad- 
missible to the College on the same terms as those prescribed 
for the sons of Officers of the Army and Navy of corresponding 
rank. 

The sons of Indian Naval and Militarv Officers not specially 
nominated by the Secretary of State for India, will be ad- 
mitted on the same terms as the sons of Officers of the Queen's 
Service. 

Contributions for the sons of Professors at the Staff 
and Cadet CoDeges, at the Royal Military Academy, 
and at the late Indian College, Addiscombe, will be . £50 

For ihe sons of Masters at the above Institutions . 40 

Any change which may take place by promotion or retire- 
ment in the rank of the father of a Cadet must be immediately 
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notified to the Military Secretary, in order that the contribution 
paid to the College on account df such Cadet may be regulated 
accordingly. 

Previously to the admission of a Cadet (not a Queen's Cadet) 
he, or if a minor his parent or guardian, will be required to 
make the following payments, vi^. : — 

1. His contribution for half a year. 

2. The sum of 15L for the provision of his first equipment 

of uniform clothing. 

3. The sum of lOs. for the support of the Company Reading- 

rooms of the Ge&tlemen Cadets. 

4. A deposit of 15^., on account, for contingent expenses. 

The above sums ard to be paid to the Paymaster of the 
Royal Military College at Sandhurst. 

For each succeeding half-year, the regulated contribution is 
in like manner to be paid in advance, to the Paymaster of the 
College, to whom must also be remitted the sum of 5^. for the 
fiirther provision of uniform clothing, and such sum as may 
be required to make up the contingent deposit to 15^. The 
amount of this balance will be shown by an account rendered 
at the end of every half-year, of the sums paid out of the 
deposit, during the past Term. 

No Cadet on whose behalf these regulations in regard to 
payments have not been complied with will be receivedTat the 
College. 

No refund of contribution will be made for any portion of 
the half-year in which the Cadet may be removed from the 
establishment, without the special sanction of the Secretary 
of State for War. ^ • 

No payments will be required from Queen's or Indian Cadets. 

If a Cadet be rusticated during a Term, his contribution for 
the half-year will be forfeited. 

If absent a whole Term in consequence of rustication or sick- 
ness, a contribution of 10^. will be required for the privilege 
of his name being kept on the rolls of the establishment, and 
for a vacancy being guaranteed at the commencement of the 
next Term. 

If absent from sickness during any portion of a Term, a 
refund of that portion applicable to suDsistence will be per- 
mitted. 

In the cases of Cadets of the orphan class, whose annual con- 
tribution is only 20Z., the amount to be paid when the absence 
extends over a whole Term, will be submitted to and determined 
by the Secretai-y of State. 
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Every Gentleman Cadet will be supplied with a weekly- 
allowance of pocket-money, at the discretion of the Commandant 
of the College. The expense of this allowance will be defiayed 
out of the amount deposited for the purpose of meeting con- 
tingent expenses, and m the case of Queen's or Indian Cadets 
it will be borne 'by the public. 

Vacations. — The periods of vacation are generally from the 
middle of June to the 1st of August, ^d from the middle of 
3>ecember to the 1st of February. 

Athletic Sports are practised; and the Cadets are brigaded 
once a year with the troops at Aldershot. 

The days for the Examinations of the Gentlemen Cadets are 
fixed by me Field-Marshal Commanding in Chief towards the 
end of May and November in each year, and the Vacations com- 
mence when the Examinations are over, according to the days 
named for them.

I. The Malvern College was opened on the 25th of January, 1865. It was 
founded on the model of tbe great Public Schools, for the purpose of educating the 
Sons of Gentlemen at a moderate cost. It proposes to ensure a sound Religious, 
Classical, Mathematical, and General Education, of the highest order, in strict cou- 
formity with the principles and doctrines of the Church of England. 

IJjf^tte Head Master alone is responsible for the discipline and general manage- 
ment of the College, the whole being under his immediate superintendence. He is 
also responsible for the general management of the Boarding-houses. 

III. In the Classical department of the School, the course of instruction has 
special reference to the Universities, and comprises all the subjects usually taught 
at Public Schools ; in the Mathematical department the study of these subjects will 
not be discontinued, but greater prominence will be given to Mathematics, in order 
to prepare tbe Pupils directly for all Military and Civil Service Examinations, with- 
out the intervention of Private Tutors. 

IV. The Pupils are boarded at the houses of the Under Masters, unless resident 
with their Parents or other Guardians approved of by the Head Master. 

V. Under ordinary circumstances no Pupil will be admitted under Eight years of 



age, nor after he has completed the age of Fourteen ; but if it appear to the Ueftd i , 
Master that a Boy's acquirements are such as to enable him to take a proper positioiP 
in tbe School, and that his personal character is satisfactory, the Head Master has ^

Worcester, and the Honourable Frederick Lygon, M.P., have founded two Classical 
Scholarships, and John Wtieeley Lea, Esq., one other Scholarship. These are tenable 
for three years or for one year, according to circumstances, and are to be held here- 
after by Pupils proceeding to the Universities, but at present by Pupils resident in 
the College.

No person to be admitted a Proprietor unless approved by the Council ; and 
every Proprietor to have the perpetual right of nominating one PupU in respect of 
each Share, but no Pupil to be admitted without the express sanction of the Council. 

IX. Should a Proprietor at any time omit to nominate a Pupil by the commence- 
ment of any Term, the Council may fill up the vacancy, securing however to the 
Proprietor an annual payment of 6/., which will be contributed by the Pupil so 
nominated. 

X. A Nomination may thus be obtained in either of two ways: first, by the pur- 
chase of a Share; secondly, by an application to the Council, and the annual pay- 
ment of 62. over and above the usual charge for Tuition. 

XI. On occasion of any Boy being nominated to the College, it is necessary for the 
Parent or Guardian to forward to the Secretary at the time of nomination— first, a 
certificate of the Boy's age ; secondly, a certificate of good behaviour, signed by his 
former Mat»ter or Tutor. 

Terms, 

XII. The charge for Tuition will be 251. per annum, if the Pupil be nominated by 
a Proprietor, and SU. per annum, if nominated by the Council. 

XIII. For instruction in the Sanscrit, Hindustani, and Persian Languages, in 
Drawing, Geometrical Drawing, and in Chemistry, an extra charge will be made. 
No other extras, except for Books, Instruments, Stationery, Library, and Gym- 
nasium. 

XIV. The charge for Boarders, exclusive of the above Fees, but including Laun- 
dress, to be 60/. per annum. 

XV. There are three Vacations in the year, corresponding generally with the 
vacations of the Public Schools. A short Spring Vacation, commencing about the 
middle of April; a Summer Vacation, commencing in the last week of July ; and a 
Winter Vacation, commencing a few days before Christmas Day. 

XVI. By the Rules of the Association, a fine not exceeding Ten Shillings a day is 
imposed upon each Pupil absent from the College on the day appointed for re-assem- 
bling after each vacatk>nrexcept upon a bon& fide certificate of ill health or other un- 
avoidable accident ; such certificate to be submitted to and approved by the Head 
Master. 

XVII. A Terminal Report of the progress of each Pupil is forwarded to the Parent 
or Guardian. 

XVIII. Pupils about to leave the College, to give at least one Term's Notice to 
the Secretary, and, in case of a Pupil Boarding with a Master, a similar notice to the 
Boarding-house Master ; such Terra to be reckoned from the commencement of the 
Term next ensuing after the delivery of such notice. 

XIX. The Tuition Fees are apportioned between the three School Terms, and are 
payable in advance. All other accounts to be discharged within fourteen days after 
the commencement of each vacation, as a Pupil will not be ro'admitted to the Col- 
lege unless the Secretary certifies to the Head Master that the proper payments have 
been made.
